The Physics 412 and Chemistiy 311 
glasses, under the direction of Mir. 
Stutzman, physical science, presented 
a most interesting and unique assem- 
bly program January 19 in Reynolds 
Hall. Carl Farnsworth got the crowd 
under control by a boom of a cannon 
which he produced from a bottle con- 
taining an unknown, substance. After 
that he showed the fellows on the cam- 
pus how they might light their pipes 
by spitting into them.

The high light of the program was a 
talking light beam. This was an ap- 
paratus ent-irely constructed and partly 
devised by Melvin Sprinkle, assistant 
in the physical science department. The 
application of the principle has not 
been commonly known. His apparat- 
us consisted of an ordinary rotating 
phonograph disk with an electric -pick- 
up. The impulses were amplified and 
instead of going cut from a speaker, 
sent out modulated light beams from 
a neon bulb attached' instead of a 
speaker. The light beams was thrown 
across the -width of the stage by means 
of a lens and focused on a photo elec- 
tric cell at the opposite side of sthe 
stage. The photo electric cell responds 
to light by setting up a current pro- 
portional to the light striking it. Thus, 
the varied waves set up at the record 
by the pickup were transmitted by the 
^ neon light across the stage and picked 
up by the photo electric cell, after 
whj'Jch they were again amplified and 
thrown out into the audience by it he or- 
dinary loud speaker. The apparatus 
reproduced the 'alma mater and other 
recorded music as perfectly as if it had 
come directly into the audience from 
the phonograph. 

The same photo electric cell was used 
to amplify the noise made by the 
burning head of a match. The succes- 
sive small explosion of wh ich this pro- 
cess consists, sounded more like can- 
nonading than the reaction between 
the small amount of phosphorus and 
potassium chi crate of which the match 
head is composed.

S. C. PROVES AGE 


During the present year some educa- 
tional institutions of West Virginia have 
celebrated their 100th anniversary. Next 
year others will observe their 100 years 
of existence. These celebrations are 
fitting and proper and seem to the 
residents of those localities a quite 
ripe age. These centennial anniversar- 
ies however, take their date of begin- 
ning from the founding of a forerunner 
and an academy instead of the actual 
founding cf the institution as set up at 
present. These celebrations have stir- 
red .the historians of the Eastern Pan- 
handle of West Virginia into action. 
Their investigations show that if Shep- 
herd College should see fit to celebrate 
an anniversary by the same type of 
recording, it would this year be observ- 
ing its sesqui -centennial. Recorded 

history of old Mecklenburg Academy 
carries it back over more than a cen- 
tury and a half. This academy was. 
cf course, the forerunner of Shepherd 
College. 

The printed reports of the launching 
cf the first steamboat on the Potomac 
river at Shepherdstown on December 6, 
1787, give an account of the events 
of the day and list many prominent 
persons cf that time who were pres- 
ent. On the bank of the river that 
day, watching the historic event, were 
must of tire prominent citizenry of the 
town and community. The Chronicler 
noted among many other notables who 
were present, Mr. Robert Stubbs, who, 
it is mentioned, was Rector of the Epis- 
copal Church and Principal of the 
Academy. The writer even describes 
the Reverend Stubbs as he stood in 
the midst of the throng that day as 
“fair, rosy and plumiptiludinous.” 

•Shepherdstown is celebrating this 
year the 150th anniversary of the first 
successful trial of the steamboat by 
James Rumsey. The town had been in- 
corporated for twenty-five years al- 
ready and had been established almost 
sixty years at the time. The records 
show that already many flourishing in- 
dustries were in exietence at the time of 
the steamboat trial. The Washington 
family owned a great deal of the land 
in the vicinity and were living on the 
lands in pretentious homes at that time 
Many prominent Revolutionary army 
officers were living neaiby. General 
Gates, General Charles Lee, General 
Adam Steven anda General William 
Darke -had homes within a few miles of 
each other. Seme of these were pres- 
ent that day at the launching of the 
steamboat and stood beside the fair, 
rosy and plumptiludinous Robert 
Stubbs, principal of the Mecklenburg 
Academy. 

Citizens, therefore, have much evi- 
dence to support their assertion that 
Shepherd College is in fact the oldest 
cf West Virginia’s educational institu- 
tions.

THE NEW DIME NOVEL 

By Frank Billmyer 


Fabrics can be fireproofed and made 
safer for clothing and housef umishings 
by a simple and inexpensive home pro- 
cess by dipping them in a colorless li- 
quid, a solution of 7 ounces of borax and 
3 ounces of boric acid in 2 quarts of 
hot water. This treatment, says Dr. 
Martin Leatherman, of .the Bureau of 
Chefinis|try and Soils, United States 
Department of Agriculture, will not 
protect fabrics from injury by flame 
or intense heat, but it will prevent the 
fabric from bursting into flame, and 
spreading fires that endanger life or 
cause the destruction of homes. 

The borax-boric acid solution may be 
applied by dipping fabrics until they 
are thoroughly moistened, then wring- 
ing out the excess and allowing them to 
dry. Treated cloth may be ironed just 
before it is dry. Or the solution may 
be applied by sprinkling or spraying 
the fabric enough to moisten it. This 
method is likely to be more convenient 
for rugs, draperies, and upholstered ar- 
ticles. Addition of a little soap will 
make the treatment more effective for 
canvas and other textiles that do not

It does have a slight protective 
effect in counteracting the destructive 
effect of acid and sulphur fumes from 
stoves and furnaces. 

In Fireproofing Fabrics Dr. Leather- 
man gives detailed directions for the 
borax-boric acid treatment and also 
mentions three other useful formulas 
for fireproofing certain insulating ma- 
terials. He also mentions several fire- 
proofing processes developed by the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry and Soils and pro- 
tected by public-service patents, but 
these are more complicated and not 
practical for home use.

The West Virginia Geological Survey 
announces the release of Volume VIII, 
on Salt Brines of West Virginia. This 
report represents the fourth of a new 
series dealing with special phases of 
cur natural resources, each covering 
the subject matter in full detail. 

The production of sodium chlc-ride 
or common salt was one of our very 
first and important industries. The 
sale was produced by evaporating nat- 
ural brines or saline waters recovered 
from springs, and later from drilled 
wells. It was in the search for brines 
that petroleum and natural gas were 
discovered in large quantities. 

Today, brines are sought not only for 
sodium chloride, but also for many of 
the minor constituents which are val- 
uable raw materials to the chemical 
and other industries. 

This report presents full data on 
cur salt brines from the many produc- 
mg horizons and localities as well as a 
complete review of the history of the J 
development of this industry; also a 
discussion cf the geology of brines and 
their economic utilization. One hun- 
dred eighty-four samples of brine were 
collected from wells in 28 counties of 
the State, and complete analyses of 
them are given in this report. The re- 
port contains 203 pages. 23 illustrations

He said 
that oharacter-building, goodness and 
wisdom are all by-products of it, but 
education is the only thing that can 
make one think; and if one can think 
it will be easy for one to achieve hap- 
piness that will not stop with the ter- 
mination c-f life on earth.

Marco Polo’s Travels 
Backtracked By Kane 

WORLD TRAVELER DESCRIBES 
THRILLING TRIP IN 
FAR EAST 


“I have seen an animal with one 
! horn in the middle of its head. I have 
seen black water aflame." Quoting 
these words of the world’s first trav- 
eler, Marco Polo, Arthur F. Kane 
oriental traveler, opened the way for 
his lecture, “Backtracking Marco Polo,” 
which was presented at the weekly as- 
sembly on Wednesday, January 12. 

After relating briefly the enthusiasm 
which these stories had aroused in him 
Air. Kane continued to say that upon 
completing his work at the University 
of Mexico, he set forth for Japan, de- 
termined to retrace the path of Marco 
Polo. 

'Mr. Kane arrived in Japan thirty 
days later and, a short time afterwards, 
continued into China. Telling of his 
experiences in these two countries brief- 
ly, Mi*. Kane described hi greater de- 
tail his perilous trip from southern 
China, through India, Persia, Arabia 
and .the wilds of Asia, to Berlin. Most 
cf this journey, the route of which he 
designated by the use of a large map, 
was made on foot, the remainder by 
elephants, ox carts and other forms of 
land travel. 

As Mr. Kane spoke of each country, 
he dressed in costumes which depicted 
the type cf garment worn by the peo- 
ple of these foreign lands. In addition 
he had with him many interesting sou- 
venirs. including a bamboo p pe, secur- 
ed from a snake charmer in Lidia, a 
Persan prayer rug and flags of each 
country through which he passed. 

The assembly was held at 2.45 instead 
cf the usual time, and there was a 'large 
crowd present, made up of both stu- 
dents and local people, all of whom 
agreed that it was a most interesting 
and instructive program.

It may be of interest to the present 
faculty members to read some of the 
records of faculty meetings held' at 
Shepherd in 1913. 

Miss Harriet Somerville Hale, who- 
was secretary in 1913. gave several 
statements concerning the year book, 
Cohongoroota. 

“January 3d. 19d3. 

“A special faculty meeting was held 
cn Friday afternoon with Misses Turn- 
er, Ireland and Barnes absent. 

“The object of this meeting was to 
decide upon Mr. Coger Clopham’s work 
and his chances for graduation. 

"It was ordered 'that he oe allowed 
to graduate this school year If by the 
end of the summer he can make the 
number of credits necessary for gradu- 
ation. 

“February 3, 1913. 

“At the regular faculty meeting Mon- 
day afternoon, Misses Turner. Waddell, 
Ireland and Barnes were absent. 

“The faculty received an invitation 
from the Parthenian Literary to attend 
its regular meeting on Friday after- 
noon, February 7. The invitation was 
accepted and permission was given the 
society to hold this meeting in the au- 
ditorium. 

“It was ordered that the faculty ap- 
prove the action of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation to purchase shoes for' both 
teams at a sum not exceeding $20. Mr. 
Duke, Miss Smith and Miss Hale were 
appointed advisory committee to pur- 
chase these supplies. 

“February 10, 1913. 

“At the regular faculty meeting on 
Monday afternoon Misses Ireland and 
Barnes were absent. 

“Business relating to school matters 
was transacted and the schedule for 
mid-term examinations was made out. 

February 18, 1913. 

“All were present at the faculty 
meeting which, was held on Tuesday 
instead of on Monday on account of 
examinations. 

'^Misses 6mith and Waddell and Mi*. 
Kenamond were appointed a committee 
on the Cohongoroota. 

“Mr. Duke. Mrs. Gardiiner and Miss 
Turner were apponted a committee on 
The Picket. 

“Miss Ireland was appointed in 
charge of the art work on the Cohon- 
goroota in consultation Wcith the art ed- 
itors of tlie staff. In tliis connection 
it was suggested that illustrious and 
historical events in the Eastern Pan- 
handle be used as Cohongoroota ma- 
terial. 

“It was also suggested that the school 
be represented, if possible at the reg- 
ular YWiOA and YMOA quadrennial 
meeting in April.

A very interesting hour of laboratory 
work was spent by Chemistry 112 un- 
der the direction of Mr. Stutzman 
Friday morning, January 4. A part of 
the period was devoted to the demon- 
stration cf decomposition of rad.um 
by means of the Wilson Alpha -Ray 
Track apparatus and the Spin.hari- 
scqpe. 

It is a well known fact that radium is 
a product of spontaneous decomposi- 
tion of another element, uranium. The 
radium itself decomposes and ultimate- 
ly becomes one of the isotopes of lead. 

In both processes of decomposition, 
three types of rays are given off. Al- 
pha rays consist cf hel iim ions shoot- 
ing out from the atoms a t the rate of 
about 20,000 miles per second. Beta 
rays consist of electrons traveling *at a 
much greater speed. 180,000 -miles per 
second. Gamma rays are composed of 
wave energy similar to light waves. 

The apparatus used in class showed 
clearly the presence of the alpha rays. 
A small piece of radium was sealed in 
a glass tube which w r as placed in an 
air-tight chamber. When ail* in this 
chamber was compressed and suddenly 
released, a condition was brought about 
favorable for the formation of fog. As 
a helium ion alpha ray. shoots through 
ths chamber, a track of fog. consisting 
of a 'line df droplets formed about 
ionized particles, is made visible. 

The minute specimen of radium in 
the apparatus is continuously shooting 
out its rays, thereby losing its mass. 
However, w*e need not worry about the 
use of the . apparatus in future ' years, 
since only iialf of the radium in any 
sample decomposes • in 1690 yeans. 

Another display of radium decompb*- 
sition was show-n in the small .inex- 
pensive apparatus called the spenthar- 
iscope. This consists of the tuibe, one 
fourth as long as a shotgun cartridge, 
cn ta-e bottom of which is' a coating of 
zinc sulfide. Near this, suspended on 
a wire, is a particle of radium. As art 
alpha particle, shot out from the ra- 
dium, strikes the zinc sulfide, it causes 
a momentary glow at the point which it 
strikes. This glow is visible through a 
small lens in the opposite end of the 
tube. Since thousands of 'the alpha 
particles are striking the screen every 
instant, the zinc sulfide glows continu- 
ously like the milky way of the starry 
heavens. 

Many of the students amused them- 
selves by noting the bones in their 
hands through the use of the fluoro- 
soope screen and the x-ray tube.

TRACES HISTORY OF LIGHT FROM 
PRIMITIVE DAYS TO PRES- 
ENT TIME 


Dir. Harry C. White scientist, ac- 
companied hv Mrs. White, gave a pro- 
gram. at assembly at Shepherd College 
Wednesday, February 16. 

Dr. White first told of fire and the 
torch used toy the cave man, centuries 
ago. He then exhibited a lamp 8,000 
years old, and stated that it was the 
original Egyptian design, made of bak- 
ed pottery.

Makes ia!k On Peace 


Dr. Ruth Scarborough, history, was 
the guest speaker on “World Peace,” at 
the older group meeting, at the home 
cf Lucille Heflsbower, ’37, in 'Rippon, 
West Virginia, on Thursday, February 
10. The program was sponsored by 
the Educational Development Commit- 
tee. 

Dr. Scarborough called the group’s 
attention first to the international or- 
ganizations forrmed for world peace, 
including: the League of Nations, the 
World Court and the Hague Court.

Dr. White gave a demonstration cf the 
effect objects had on electric light raj^s. 

When the ray was intercepted by an 
object a bell would ring or a light 
would go on and off. This method, 
which made the light go on and off 
is the same as that which was used at 
the Century of Progress Exposition at 
Chicago in 1933 and 1934. 

The effect of ultra violet rays on 
colors was also shown. Pieces of ma- 
terials that appeared red to ones eye 
would change to various colors of yel- 
low. blue, pink and green when held 
'before the violet light. 

Dr. White also had a small vial of 
radium which he explains is being sub- 
stituted for, by an electric knife. After 
showing one of these knives he told of 
a boy whose throat was operated on. 

After the operation the boy was unable 
to talk, so an artificial voice box and 


esophagus which science had perfected, 
was inserted in the boy’s 'throat and 
mouth and he could speak again.

Shepherd College students may have 
noticed a very interesting bit of paper 
enclosed in the glass case next to the 
bulletin board of Knutti hall. The 
“bit of paper” is of rare historic value 
today, and anyone who could procure 
such a card some seventy years ago 
was considered a lucky person indeed. 

This card an admittance to the fun- 
eral of Abraham Lincoln, April 19, 1865, 
is now the property of Mrs. Oavis Bill- 
myer, Shepherdstown. The in- 
vitation was issued to ner father, Rev. 
H. C. McDaniel, who was living in 
Georgetown, D. C., at the time as pas- 
ter of Dumbarton St. Church. 

Brief and concise, the card has the 
word “South” as its caption, folowed 
by the words: Admit the bearer to the 
executive mansion, on Wednesday, the 
19 of April, 1865.

The 
association adopted several changes in 
the standards, chiefly those pertaining 
to the class load cf teachers, to student 
health requirements and to financial 
support. The later requirement is that 
no institution cf a financial income 
of lass than $50,000 a year is eligible 
for classification. 

The standard relating to the teacher 
load was changed from sixteen hours 
per week to an average of fifteen hours 
per week with a permitted maximum j 
of eighteen hours. 

The health standard requires the | 
member institution to have a physician 
on its staff, a registered nurse or both. 
Provisions are also required for hospit- 
al facilities for students.

Goals for a family were discussed in 
terms of growing up.

When- 
ever there are clashes, disagreements 
or head-ens in a family, there is need 
for a new plant in the family platform 1 
which will taka the form of a new un- | 
derstanding among the members of the 
family. “These planks,” sa:d -Miss Rich- 
mond. “will vary from family to fam- 
ily,” but some fundamental ones such 
as: sharing the work of the family 
the individual’s use of the family in- 
come, times and forms of recreations of 
each member, and a plank of special 
privileges for each member. 

At the conclusion of -her talk She 
proposed different means of building 
family platforms. Among these were: 
family councils about a table where all 
express individual ideas on questions;

“For the year, 1929-30, with 12,348 el 
ementary teachers employed in the 
State, 611 held certificates indicating 
college graduation; 3,585 held standard 
normal certificates or other certificates 
indicating at least two years of college 
training; 4,580 held certificates indicat- 
ing one year or less of college training; 
and 3,572 held certificates indicating 
no college training. 

“For the year, 1936-37, with 11,554 
elementary teachers employed in the 
State, 79 held masters’ degrees; 1.425 
held bachelors* degrees; 6,621 held 
standard normal or other certificates 
indicating at least two years of college 
training; 3,299 held certificates indi- 
cating one year or less of college train- 
ing; and 130 held certificates indicating 
no college training. 

“For the year, 1936-37, with 88 ele- 
mentary teachers employed in this 
county, none held master’s degrees; 
eleven held bachelor’s degrees; 58 held 
standard normal certificates or other

NEW LICENSE TAGS 


If you want to see your new automo- 
bile license plate in the making, stop 
at the auto license tag plant of the 
State Road Commission in Nitro. There 
the thirteen employees already have 
finished about half of the tags which 
will be needed for the year Starting July

Machines cut the metal, punch holds 
and round the egdes in one opera-lion.

“Children can and do learn rapidly, 
and well without the aid of phonic 
training, but they air enable ItJo make more 
rapid progress when bhey can work out 
new wordis far themselves and find 
(greater pleasure in independent read- 
ing.” Miss Shaw stated as she gave a 
brief history of the controversy as to 
whether phonics should or should not 
be taught. 

She advised that the selection of 
phonic elements should be based on 
vocabulary lists found in the back of 
each text. 

A list of suggestions was given for 
teaching phonics -under the headings 
cf ear and eye training. This was fol- 
lowed by a number of demonstrations 
of activities that aid in eye and ear 
training. 

In conclusion Miss Shaw suggested a 
number of references and work books 
that teachers might refer to for future 
guidance. 

After the tltalk she distributed hekto- 
graphed directions for phonic drill les- 
sons that teachers might use in t'heir 
own schools. The remainder of the 
time was spent in round-table discus- 
sion of teacher’s problems and their 
attempts at solution.

Philadelphia — Spy scares axe no 
joke to the several manufacturing com- 
panies doing work for the federal gov- 
ernment in the Philadelphia area, an 
official cf one of the plants asserted. 

Describing the precautions used to 

keep secret the experimental work 
done in the midst of thousands of plant 
employes, he said: “If we let slip one 
word about the work that is being done 
here, our plant would be swarming 
with spies overnight. It’s not as fan- 
tastic as it sounds. 

The government requires a list of 
every employe in the departments 
where work is done, the official said. 
Every man who handles any part of 
the job must be an American citizen 
and must be bonded. 

•Constantly reminded of the impor- 
tance of secrecy, the employes are in- 
structed not to talk to anyone, and 
the army and navy intelligence services 
keep close check on all of them to 
make certain they are not reached by 
spies. 

“Sometimes stories get out,” the 
plant official said, “and though they 
may be far from correct, they are 
sometimes close enough to give some 
enterprising spy the tip he needs to 
start digging out the secrets.” 

A. Bernard Leckie, head of the Phil- 
adelphia field office of the Federal 
Bureau c'f Investigation, said the bu- 
reau depends mainly on information 
from suspicious citizens to ferret out 
spying activities. 

“We never let one of these tips lie 
dormant,” he said. “While we don’t 
have a lot of them, we give them a 
thorough investigation immediately.” \ 

Formerly a special agent at Charlotte j 
N. C., and Los Angeles, and more re- 
cently administrative assistant to J 
Edgar Hoover, F. B. I. chief, he par- 
ticipated in the Los Angeles investiga- 
tion that resulted in the conviction of 
spies charged with selling naval se- 
crets to the Japanese navy and in the 
Washington inquiry into the Farns- 
worth case. 

While the F. B. I. has jurisdiction 
over espionage under a 1917 act, the 
army and navy intelligence units also 
work diligently to protect military se- 
crets.

BECAUSE OF ACCIDENT 


The interesting features of the spec- 
troscope were demonstrated to students 
in Chemistry Class 112 "by Mr. Stutz- 
nian recently. 

The spectroscope consists of a glass 
prism, and an adjustable sit to admit 
a narrow beam of light, a telescope with 
which to view the spectrum formed 
and a third tube which projects the 
image of a measuring scale on the field. 
Three sources of light were placed be- 
fore the telescopic end and the students 
were given the opportunity to note the 
varying effects of ea!ch source of il- 
lumination upon the measuring scale of 
the spectroscope. 

Light consists of electro-magnetic 
waves of minute lengths. The longer 
waves cause the sensation of red; the 
shorter, the sensation of violet; orange 
yellow, green, blue, and indigo are pro- 
duced by the intermediate lengths. The 
spectroscope divides the various wave 1 
lengths given off by a substance, agi- 
tated by electricity or heat, thereby : 
forming a “rainbow” effect. Light so 
separated is called a spectrum. 

.Several kf.nds of spectra are known 
An electric light fcuib gave a contin- 
uous spectrum of all wave-lengths, very 
similar to the common “rainbow” spec- 
trum formed by rays of sunlight re- 
fracting through an ordinary glass 
prism. Another source of light which 
gave a second type of spectrum was a 
sodium flame produced by adding com- 
mon table salt to the flame of the bur- 
ner. A bright, yellow line directly 
upon that portion of the measuring 
soale marked “na ;i (sodium), showed 
that sodium, when heated, gives off 
only the kind of wave lengths produc- 
ing the sensation of yellow. Other el- 
ements give off other characteristic 
wave lengths, each giving its own pe- 
cukar set of bright lines. Neon was 
shown to give a bright-line spectrum 
that surrounded the sodium line on all 
aides but did net touch it, exactly, at 
any .point. These being characteristics 
of elements provide an excellent meth- 
od of luiding the presence of any sub- 
stance.

A few weeks ago the Suate Board of 
Control requested the librarians of 
state institutions of learning to make 
a survey of periodical! reading in the 
colleges. In order to get a fair and 
accurate estiate of the amount of read- 
ing done in the Shepherd College li- 
brary, slips of paper were attached to 
each periodical in the library. Each 
slip bore a typewritten notice request- 
ing the students to sign the slip each 
time .the periodical was read or exam- 
nied. The overnight circulation of per- 
iodicals was checked in the usual way. 
The survey was conducted for a period 
of eleven school day’s. The results show 
that a great deal of reading is done in 
the library. The periodicals were read 
or examined 698 times. Ninety-three 
magazines were taken out overnight 
making a total of 791 periodicals circu- 
lated., read or examined in the eleven 
days. 

lA chick of .'the slips gives some inter- 
esting sidelights on the reading tastes 
and habits of the faculty and student 
body. Both students and teachers show 
a wide variety in their choice of read- 
ing matter. The ten most .popular mag- 
azines were found to be, in the order 
of their popularity: Popular Mechanics 
Vogue, The American Magazine, Life 
Musical America, Radio News, The La- 
dles Home Journal, MoaClls, The Coun- 
try Gentleman and the Journal of 
Higher Education. Other popular pe- 
riodicals were The National Geograph- 
ic, Pictorial Review and Time.

The Shepherd college debate team, 
composed of Julian Boswell, George 
Gains, Robert Goodell and Henry Mor- 
row and their coach, Dr. I. O. Ash, 
left Tuesday, April 5, for Rock Hall 
South Carolina, to compete in the 
Grand Eastern Forensic Tournament. 

Enroute, the team stopped at Win- 
ston-Salem, N. C.. and were taken 
through the Camel cigarette factory 
and the Prince Albert -tobacco factory. 
From there, the team went to Rock 
Hill. 

Tournament activities opened Thurs- 
day, April 7. Immediately preceding 
the first debate, a broadcast was held 
in which one member of each team rep-

Dr. While Delivers 
Address At The Fines 

OFFICIATES AT LAYING OF 
CORNER STONE FOR 
MASONS 


Dr. W. H. S. White as grand orator 
of the Grand Lodge of West Virginia,

ANOTHER THEORY OF ORIGIN OF 

“30’ 


Do you know why Paul Sullivan sa 3 ? s 
“Good Night and Thirty?” 

“It seems to be the opinion of old- 
time telegraphers that the symbol of 
“30” did not originate in telegraph of- 
fices, which opinion is borne ouit by 
the fact that Phillips’ code-book did 
not mention ‘30’. 

“I should like to submit a version of 
its origin which is quite logical and 
reasonable. It was told to me years 
ago by an old-time printer. It is said 
to have started in a daily printing of- 
fice where a certain number of pages 
was the usual issue — probably eight 
five or six column pages. It took an 
average of 30 galleys of type to make 
up the run, and each typesetter took 
galley-slug in turn from the fore- 
man’s desk. When the one who had 
slug number thirty finished his galley 
he called “thirty,” and all the other 
typesetters finished the takes they 
were working on and then went to help 
get the paper out. In this way the 
use of “30” started, and spread to oth- 
er departments of newspapering. — Noel 
M. Loomis, Toronto (Wyo.) Telegram.

He was found to have read The 
Elementary School Journal, The Teach- 
ers College Record, Journal of Higher 
Education, Journal of the N. E. A., The 
American School Board Journal, The 
Educational Record, School and So- 
ciety, Pathfinder and the Atlantic 
Monthly. 

Dr. White displays an interest in pol- 
itics and world affairs by his choice 
of Foreign Affairs, Scribner’s, The At- 
lantic Monthly, The North American 
Review and Fiction Parade. 

Mr. Bretnall and Miss Richmond ap- 
pear to prefer their own fields for Miss 
■Richmond reads the Journal of Home 
Economies, and Practical Home Ec- 
onomics, while iMr. Bretnall chose the 
American Journal of Physiology and 
Human Biology. 

On Miss Shaw’s library reading rec- 
ord were Forum, Journal of Education- 
al Research, Educational Forum, Pro- 
gressive Teacher and Time. 

In comparing the reading habits of 
the men and women, as indicated in 
the survey, it was found that, while 
some of the results were those to toe 
expected, others were rather surprising. 
It was natural that forty-four of the 
forty-seven readers of Vogue were wom- 
en, that all nineteen readers of Pictor- 
ial Review were women, that eighteen 
women read McCalls, twelve read Good 
Housekeeping, eighteen read the Wom- 
an’s Home Companion. 

The men’s usual interests were shown. 
Of the sixty readers of Popular Me- 
chanics, fifty-seven were men and >thir- j 
teen of the twenty- two readers of Ra- 
dio News were men. But who could 
predict that nine women would read 
Radio News, that five men read Mc- 
Calls and five read Better Homes and 
Gardens, that three women would read 
the National Geographic or that of 
twenty-seven readers of Musical Amer- 
ica, fc-ur would be men, and twenty- 
three women. 

Does the reading of periodicals help 
get your name in the upper ten, was a 
question that came to mind in check- 
ing the reading survey. Judge for 
yourself from the figures for the Up- 
per Ten for the first semester of 1937 
and 1938. 

The Upper Ten consisted of four 
freshmen, two sophomores, two juniors 
and two seniors.

SYSTEM FOR SUPERVISION 
OF FRESHMEN APPROVED 
UNANIMOUSLY 


A system for freshman supervision 
was unanimously adopted by the Col- 
lege Council at a special meeting call- 
ed Thursday, April 28. This plan will 
differ in several ways from the plan 
of previous years. 

For determining outstanding fresh- 
men. all college activities shall be di- 
vided as follows: 

1. Commendable Social Activity — 
Freshmen are to be divided alphabet- 
ically into groups. The groups will be 
composed of from 15 to 23 freshmen 
with a group leader appointed by the 
College Council, in charge. For the | 
first semester of the school year, the 
groups will meet at regular inter 

for the purpose of promoting friend- ( 
ship and for the purpose of checking 
on the duties of freshmen. 

The duties are as follows: 

(a) The purchase and wearing of a 
freshman cap. 

<b> Regular attendance at assembly 
and classes. 

(c) Regular attendance at all athlet- 
ic and social functions. 

(d) Courtesy to faculty members and 
upper-classmen. 

(e) Regular attendance and cooper- 
ation at all group meetings. 

(f) Polite and orderly conduct in 
the halls, library, and on the campus. 

This group of essentials go to make 
up the larger division called “com- 
mendable social activity.” 

2. Participation in athletics and phy- 
sical education. 

3. Public speaking, including debate 
and all forms of public entertainment 
except music. 

4. Accounting and shorthand. 

5. Art. 

6. Biological department. 

7. Chemistry and physics. 

8. Education. 

9. English. 

10. Foreign languages. 

11. Mathematics. 

12. Music. 

13. Social science. 

II. Each person reported as out- 
standing in one or more of the above 
forms of college activity shall be 
awarded some form of distinction to 
be decided upon by the department 
and a committee of three from the 
Council. 

The outstanding person or persons 
for commendable social activity shall | 
be determined by a special committee i 
of three who shall devise such means j 
as the committee deems best. The 
committee shall report to the Council J 
and the Council may by unanimous ^ 
vote add other names. 

The outstanding students in athlet-i 
ics, public speaking, commerce, art j 
biology and physical sciences shall be 
determined by a committee of three 
from the Council in cooperation with 
the head of each department and oth- 
er teachers of any student in that de- 
partment by such methods as they 
jointly may adopt. 

The outstanding students in educa- 
tion foreign languages, music and so- 
cial sciences shall be determined by a 
separate committee of three in the 
same manner as suggested above. Not! 
more than three outstanding students 
shall be selected from any one schol- 
astic department. 

All freshmen selected as outstand- 
ing shall be entitled to the following 
points for each of the different forms 
of college activities: 

1. Commendable Social Activity — 
200 . 

2. Athletics— 100. 

3. Public Speaking — 80. 

4. All other forms mentioned — 60 to 

80 .

In scholastic activities, students, if 
more than one is reported from any 
department, shall be ranked in points 
from 60 to 80. But, if only one is re- 
ported, the points shall be 80. 

The points of all freshmen students 
for being outstanding shall be added 
by the Council in session and the man 
and woman receiving the highest num- 
ber of points shall be declared the 
most outstanding. 

In case of a tie for first place, both 
shall be awarded the highest honor. 

Supplement 

1. The object of including all de- 
partments and all activities is to give 
each student a fair opportunity to win 
distinction. 

2. The token or reward suggested 
for each one reported as being out- 
standing is intended to give recogni- 
tion to worthy students who cannot 
be at the top. but whose achieve- 
ments are, nevertheless, outstanding in 
some line. 

3. It is further thought that each 
department may select some form or 
award suitable to that department and 
which would suggest the field of ac- 
tivity. If this is not feasible, then the 
Council will determine a uniform 
award. 

4. Dividing up the selection of out- 
standing freshmen among three dif- 
ferent committees is intended to lessen 
the work of any ope committee and 
to insure greater accuracy. 

5. In giving 200 points to commend- 
able social activity, it must be noted 
also that a wide range of functions 
is included. And, in a measure, that is 
true of athletics. 

6. The sliding scale on scholastic ac- 
tivities is to avoid too many possibili- 
ties for first place and to place re- 
sponsibility more on the department. 

7. It was further suggested that a 
similar system should be worked out 
to select the most outstanding man 
and woman for each class, and in par- 
ticular for the seniors. 

All of the provisions make up the 
“System for Freshmen Supervision” for 
the school term of 1938-’39.

If, the next time a student is 
ambling # through the grounds at the 
home economic cottage and he hears 
a voice calling in what he thinks is a 
silly way, “he he,” the student had 
better duck behind a tree. “He he” is 
the archer’s way of saying that he is 
going to shoot. Like the golfer’s “fore” 
it means “seek safety.” 

Archery is a sport that has been in 
use for hundreds of years. Shooting 
with a bow and arrow began with the 
cave man. With his rude bow and 
flint-tipped arrows he slew wild ani- 
mals for protection and food. Until the 
invention of gunpowder the bow was 
the principal weapon of warfare. Those 
who saw the picture of Robin Hood in 
Martinsburg recently have some idea of 
the powers of this weapon. Once 
again archery is coming into its own. 

Fun with a bow and arrow is not lim- 
ited to persons of any one age or sex. 
Target practice and hunting seem to be 
the most popular of the activities of 
archery, although many different 
games can be played with the bow 
and arrow.

the work of Harvard and other insti- 
tutions of higher learning. Later two 
years work was added, making a 
six-year course including the four years 
preparatory training. 

Then came the growth of high 
schools and the institution began the 
elimination of secondary work. This 
part of its evolution was completed 
in 1926 when all entrants were re- 
quired to have completed the full high 
school course. Then for a period of 
five years only two years of work was 
offered. But as was soon seen, the 
same staff had to be maintained as 
before, because the same departments 
and subjects had to be offered. In 1930, 
therefore, the State Board of Educa- 
tion authorized the institution to offer 
a curriculum leading to the A. B. de- 
gress. The next year the Legislature 
changed the name of the institution to 
confirm with the work and Shepherd 
State Teachers College arrived at the 
period of its geratest influence and 
service. 

In th next year, 1930-31, the en- 
rollment was 580 students for the year. 
In 1931-32 the number was 673. In 
1932-33 it grew to an enrollment of 722. 
In 1933-34 it dropped to 585, that ap- 
[ parently being the peak year of the de- 
pression. In 1934-35 the enrollment in- 
creased to 603 and last year, 1935-36. 
the enrollment was 730 resident stu- 
dents.

WOODEN SHIPS AND IRON MEN 


After tnventy-bwo minutes of fighting, 
the British ship Penguin had fallen a 
prey to the marksmanship of the sail- 
ors and marines on the American war- 
ship Hornet, during one cf the final 
sea actions of the War of 1812. 

The two ships met in March, 1815 
and the indomitable spirit of the 
Americans again carried them through 
to victory, while the proud Penguin 
was forced to lower her colors. 

During the action Private Michael 
Smith, of the U. S. Marines, a veteran 
of many other sea battles, had fought 
bravely. When the victory was almost 
won he was shot through the upper 
part of tiie thigh, fracturing the bone. 
Almost at the same moment a shatter- 
ed boom frcm the Hemet struck him in 
the wounded leg and broke the same 
bone — this time immediately above the 
knee.

SPLIT DOUBLE HEADER WITH 
KEEDYSVILLE IN HARD 
CONTEST

The Shepherd College team was tak- 
en for a ride by the Keedysville boys 
in the opening game by the score of 
24 to 13. This score compared favor- 
ably with the scores of some of the 
major league baseball games. 

Throughout, the entire game was 
marked by heavy hitting and wild 
throws. The visitors had a good day 
at bat. as the score shows. A number 
of their runs were due to errors ofthe 
home players. 

Burdock led the slugging of the Col- 
lege boys with two triples, one double 
and two singles. Out of five trips to 
the plate Burdock and Shipe tallied five 
hits each. McGee and Whitacre con- 
tributed another flock of good wallops 
and bunts. The boys attributed at 
least half their opponents’ score to 
errors. Poor base running was a fac- 
tor that held back their own score. 
Dispanet tallied the only homer for 
Shepherd while Keedysville tallied , 
three homers. 

In the nightcap the college boys took i 
the Keedysville team to town by a j 
score of 5 to 3. The college boys made 
a better showing in the nightcapper. 
Shepherd players did all of their scor- 
ing in the first inning making 5 in all, 
while the visitors annexed two in the 
second and one in the fourth. Harter’s 
fine work on first base and at bat in | 
the last game strengthened the Shep-j 
herd team. In view of the fact that 
most of the team had never played to- 
gether not even in practice, one can 
hardly expect them to be a smooth and 
fast working machine, but the showing 
made in the second game shows what 
practice will do.

PHOTOELECTRIC ROBOTS RE- 
CORD TRAFFIC TRENDS 


Traffic counts are essential in the : 
study of traffic trends and in fore- 1 
casting the probable service highways i 
will be called on to provide. High- 
way engineers need reliable records 
but traffic counts by observers are ex- 
pensive. 

Cooperating with 43 State highway 
departments in a country-wide pro- 
gram of highway planning the Bureau 
of Public Roads turned to automatic 
recorders or robot counters making 
use of the photoelectric cell. Results as 
reported in the May issue of Public 
Roads, have been satisfactory. The 
robot counts now cost on the aver- 
age, less than one -tenth as much as 
counts by observers, and costs are 
going down as the counters are im- 
proved mechanically. 

There are now about 350 counters 
installed in 43 States making perma- 
nent records on typical highways. En- 
gineers are now working on portable 
sets which will supply short time and 
sample counts to aid road planning. 

The robots operate with two beams 
of infrared light, parallel and 30 inches 
apart, projected across the highway 
to a light box to the “eyes” of the 
counting device. The counter operates 
only when both beams are interrupted 
as by a passing car. A passing pedes- 
trian, interrupting only one beam at 
a time, is not counted. Counters 
are placed at strategic points where 
the highway is narrow or where cars 
are forbidden to pass— as on curves 
or the tops of hills. This limits the 
errors which would result if cars over- 
lapped in passing. Other “misses” and 
“double counts” as possible, but the 
highway engineers find the robot 
counter almost as accurate as coupts 
by observers, usually within 1.5 per- 
cent.

NEED CENTRALIZED LIBRARIES 


It has only been in recent years that 
educators have seen the need of cen- 
tralized libraries in schools. Hereto- 
fore, the school library usually con- 
sisted* of a bookcase placed somewhere 
in the schoolrbom. Books were usually 
very old and not in keeping with the 
school curriculum. As the curriculum 
changed, it was seen that children 
need more to read than textbooks. 
They need to grow. It has been said 
that we grow like the things we think 
about. The tendency toward individ- 
ualization of instruction made the li- 
brary a necessity. 

As to the importance of the library, 
it cannot be overemphasied. Contact 
with the library enriches a child’s life. 
If there is a library and a good librar- 
ian, the reading habit is formed early 
in a child’s life. It helps give him 
appreciation of the better things and 
cultivates good taste. He is enabled to 
be discriminating in his choice of lit- 
erature, and this is a prime factor in 
education. A child who leaves school 
with a taste for wholesome reading 
and who is given a chance to gratify 
it will, in all probability, become a 
good citizen. Too, the library helps to 
instill selfreliance and initiative in a 
child. There are no discipline prob- 
lems in a good library. So all teachers 
should realize that the library should 
be the heart of a school.

TRAINING SCHOOL 
GRADES BUSY 


FIFTH GRADE STUDY CAVE MAN 
ALSO BIRDS AND WEATHER 
ACHIEVEMENT TESTS GIVEN 


The fifth grade, taught by Raymond 
Dispanet, are studying cave men as 
part of their work in social studies. 
They are trying to find out all about 
the cave man and his life and are 
making tools resembling those used by 
primitive people. Everything they 
make is made entirely by hand and of 
materials they find lying around, such 
as sticks and stones. 

A large collection of these imple- 
ments has already been accumulated. 
Bows and arrows, flint hatchets, spears, 
knives, hammers and clubs are on 
display.

The fifth grade under Reggie Smith 
is studying birds. They identify the 
birds on field trips, return to their 
rooms and study the habits and mi- 
grations of the birds they observed. 

Louise Fultz is teaching arithmetic 
and Loring Hines history in the fifth 
grade. 

George Wilson is teaching reading 
and literature appreciation in the fifth 
grade. 

Naoma Taylor and Vernon Clifford 
Whitacre are in charge of music in 
the fifth and sixth grades. They are 
preparing the children for a training 
school program to be given as a spe- 
cial feature later in the summer. 

If anyone on the campus wishes to 
select a suitable day for a picnic or 
trip he should ask one of the sixth 
grade pupils. Weather forecasting is 
a part of the science unit taught by 
Raymond Hines. The children are 
making a study of weather and each 
day they are attempting to forecast 
the weather of the day following. They 
are also studying the old weather pro- 
verbs and signs to see if they hold true 
and if there is any scientific basis for 
them.

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Demonstraiion Of 
Polyrhythmic Dance 

NEW EDUCATIONAL PHASE 
CLASS DICISION PLANS 
DETAILED UNITS 


A free lecture, demonstration and 
activity period in polyrhythmic exer- 
■ cises wat given Tuesday, July 19, at the 
Shepherd gymnasium under the lead- 
ership of E. W. Wilson, M. A., critic 
teacher of the University of Southern 
California. 

Polyrhythmic exercises is a new 
phase of the physical education pro- 
gram which is receiving wide attention. 

The word “polyrhythmic” comes 
from two words; “poly” which means 
more than one, and in this instance 
means more than one continuous move- 
ment, performed by more than one 
part of the body. The other word 
rhythmic, means adding the elements 
of rhythm to the exercise for added en- 
joyment. 

Mr. Wilson explained the two types 
of calisthenics, which is the art of 
promoting health by physical exercise. 
One type, he said, was hygenic, and the 
other development exercises. The hy- 
genic are fast in tempo and are used 
for warming up. The development 
exercises bring into use the big muscles 
and develop coordination, reflection 
and stimulation. 

The instructor explained that this 
new phase of physical education was of 
a strenuous nature and doesn’t take 
such a long period of time. Thus the 
physical education classes can be di- 
vided into periods of instruction, rec- 
reation, and seasonal sports. 

Detailed units and plans with com- 
plete instruction and illustrated move- 
ments have been prepared in two pock- 
et-size booklets which can be purchas- 
ed from the Elementary Supervisor of 
Physical Education of Los Angeles. 


Physical Science Uass 
Observes Ice Maki g 

The physical science class made a 
field trip to the Shepherdstown ice 
plant. The main feature of the trip 
was to learn how ice is made, and to 
inspect the new machinery that has re- 
cently been installed. 

Mr. W. H. Knode explained the pro- 
ceedure of making ice. 

Ice is produced by the evaporation 
-of amonia gas, which is placed in a 
coil of copper tubing, in a tank of 
brine, located in the floor of the plant. 

Water for making ice is placed in 
large, three-hundred-pound cans, and 
emersed in brine for several days. 
When the water has had time enough 
to freeze, the cans are taken out of the 
brine, and the ice cakes are stored in 
a special room until it is used. 

After the amonia is compressed, the 
process is repeated, and 'the same 
i amonia is used several times. 

When the ice is frozen, the cakes 
| are about six feet deep. 

The new machinery is expected to 
aid greatly in the production of ice.

He visited Dr. Snodgrass at 
times. During this period the poet 
lived in Baltimore. 

The tavern is located one mile south- 
west of Hedgesville on Route 9, along 
Back reek. Miss Neva Fuss, the pro- 
prietor, is the home economics teach- 
er at Martinsburg High School. Miss 
Fuss serves meals and sandwiches.

Much has been said and written 
about the historic places in the vicinity 
of, and nearby regions of Shepherds- 
town.

Very little, however, has been said 
concerning the ghosts that inhabit the 
historic little village. As the legend 
goes, and which is verified by the 
nightly visitors to the Rumsey Park.

over. Many hours she claims to have 
lain awake shivering and shuddering, 
for all night long she heard the click- 
ing of stone, the tinkling of bells which 
seemed to remind her of funeral tolls. 
Finally after weeks of torment and 
sleeplessness, she arose early one morn- 
ing to find that the burial lot was also 
used as a pasture field. Cattle were 
turned in nightly and played the form 
of the ghost that had caused her 50

Visits Hosiery Mill 


MILLS LARGEST IN WORLD 
PRODUCTION DECREASING 
DEMAND OFF 

About twenty-five students of Mr. 
Thacher ’s applied economics class vis- 
ited the Interwoven Mills in Martins- 
burg, Wednesday, August 3. 

These mills are the largest men’s 
hosiery mills in the world. They are 
capable of producing 20,000 dozen pairs 
of men’s hose per day. At the time of 
the class visit the production had been 
lowered to 10,000 dozen pairs. There 
were 953.000 dozen pairs of hose in the 
warehouse. 

The class found that hose are made 
in three sections by three separate ma- 
chines. The first machine makes the 
top part of the socks. About sixty or 
seventy per cent of the socks now have 
elastic tops. The second machine 
makes the body and heel of the sock, 
while the third knits in the toe. 

The colors and patterns are auto- 
matically arranged by machine. 

The damaged hose, or seconds, are 
not sold under the Interwoven trade- 
mark, but marked with an SX symbol. 

The undamaged hose range in price 
from 35c to $2.50. The price varia- 
tion results from differences in mater- 
ials, patterns or preference. The fin- 
est hose are hand made woolen hose, 
made in Scotland. 

Interwoven socks are sold in all im- 
portant countries of the world. There 
are branch factories in some foreign 
countries. 

A few expensive hose are imported 
from England and sold by Interwoven. 
The demand for these hose is not great 
enough to warrant buying new ma- 
chinery to make the hose here. 

Interwoven gets its name from the 
method of making socks by inter-twin- 
ing threads.

TENNIS TOURNAMENT 


EXTENSION OF PARK PLANNED 


In one of the longest contests of the 
entire tournament in sweltering heat 
of one of the hottest days of the sum- 
mer session, July 28, Harold Snider 
won the men’s singles tennis champion- 
ship. He won a hard match that saw 
many games played to duce time after 
time. Only in the third set did he 
have any trouble when Farnsworth put 
on a spurt and took the set from him 
by the score of 6-2. 

Farnsworth played best when they 
were playing a smashing game, but 
due to the fatiguing weather he was 
unable to keep up the pace. When 
he began to slow down, his shots 
smashed into the net, out of bounds 
or into the wire netting which sur- 
rounds the courts. 

Snider’s experience aided him in 
working upon Farnsworth. He con- 
stantly outplayed Farnsworth when it 
came to court strategy and his superior 
court experience stood him well in 
hand in the pinches. 

Many good plays were executed by 
both boys. Back line shots, placement 
shots in the corners and line shots 
were hard to return, due to the small 
background of the courts. Repeatedly 
players were drawn out of position or 
to the net and placement shots were 
made down the alleys or killed (smash- 
ed so that there was no possible re- 
turn). Occasionally doubles were serv- 
ed. Aces were few and far between. 

The linemen in this match were: for 
the back lines, Ansil Gray and George 
Noland: for the service courts, John 
Martin. The score keeper was “Nat” 
Burwell. 

This match makes Snider a winner 
twice in succession. He won the singles 
tennis championship of Shepherd State 
Teachers College in 1937 and this year 
successfully defended his title. 

Snider won fro mFarnsworth by the 
score of 6-1. 6-4. 2-6, 6-0.

KINDERGARTEN A SUCCESS

!six weeks, was used as a laboratory 
period for the methods and child wel- 
fare classes. 

Under the direction of Miss Lena 
Gall, supervisor of primary education, 
this work was well carried out by a 
thoroughly prepared program consist- 
ing of free play, organized games, 
handwork of various kinds, and parties. 

There has been felt a need for teach- 
er training in kindergarten work in 
West Virginia for some time. This is 
due to the fact that first grade teach- 
ers have a peculiar responsibility in 
helping children to make a major ad- 
justment in their social, emotional and 
intellectual lives. 

Fcfjinate, indeed, are those teach- 
ers who have had some practical ex- 
perience in kindergarten work which 
will enable them to equip the chil- 
dren with power to meet these new 
situations. 

To those who observed the work 
from week to week, it proved to be 
quite an inspiration to see in such a 
short time the adjustment of the 
small child from a life of individual- 
ism to the socialized life of a group. 

Student teachers in charge of this 
work were Olive Saville and Mabel 
Hott. They were assisted by Em- 
ma Me A tee, Lake Miller and Justina 
Hedrick.

Europe Past Summer 

VISITS POINTS OF INTEREST IN 
BELGIUM, FRANCE, RUSSIA, 
GERMANY 

June 8, Dr. Ruth Scarborough sailed 
from New York on the Western Land 
of the Red Star Line for a tour of Eu- 
rope. 

The ship first landed in Southamp- 
ton. While here Miss Scarborough made 
a thorough tour of the British Isles, 
covering territory in England, Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales. 

From the British Isles she continued 
her trip to the mainland where her 
itinerary included Holland, Germany, 
Czechoslovakia, Austria, Italy, Switzer- 
land and France. After having great 
difficulty in procuring a visa Dr. Scar- 
borough made a cross country trip di- 
rect from Paris to Moscow where she 
spent six days touring Russia. 

On her return trip she passed through 
Warsaw, Poland, and Berlin to Belgium 
where she visited the World War bat- 
tlefields. She departed from Antwerp 
for her voyage to New York, where she 
disembarked on August 8. 

Dr. Scarborough was fortunate in 
that she was a witness to the state visit 
which Hortha made to Hitler; to ad- 
dresses made by Neville Chamberlain 
and Lady Astor in Parliament and 
Lindbergh’s meeting with Lenin in 
Moscow. 

When asked which European country 
she enjoyed most, Dr. Scarborough stat- 
ed that she enjoyed England because 
she could understand the language of 
the people; Switzerland because of the 
beautiful scenery and Belgium because 
of the atmosphere of peace, but her 
interest naturally centered on Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia because of re- 
cent threats of war.

Big Enrollment 

In Freshman Class 

22 MORE STUDENTS ENROLLED 
THAN WERE HERE IN ’37 
FRESHMEN INCREASE 

The enrollment at Shepherd College 
this fall is more than ten per cent 
higher than at the corresponding per- 
iod last year. Smaller increases are 
noted in most of the enrolled classes, 
with a distinct addition to* the fresh- 
man and junior classes .which have to 
date 105 and 47 members. The fresh- 
man class last year, when the fall en- 
rollment was complete, was 83, and the 
junior 23. 

A great many students from other 
colleges increased the number in the 
sophomore and senior classes. Trans- 
fers from Shenandoah College, Sullins, 
Harrisonburg, Potomac State and oth- 
ers are noted in the new list this year. 

The evening classes appear to be 
about the same as last year which 
brings the total this fall to approxi- 
mately 305 students as against 266 last 
year. 

Some of the classes this fall are the 
largest to be enrolled in any recent 
year of the regular session. The class- 
es in Chemistery 111 are completely 
over-run, having about twice the en- 
rollment expected. It was necessary to 
order a new chemistry laboratory ta- 
ble to accommodate the over-flow. It 
will be several weeks before this new 
equipment can be received and install- 
ed. Meanwhile, the classes are work- 
ing on improvised tables, crowding 
each other in intimate experimenta- 
tion. The class in Principles of Eco- 
nomics has an enrollment of 65 with 
the problem of having all the chairs 
in Room 25 of the same color. The 
two sections of the Freshman English 
class contain over 50 students and the 
commercial classes are filled to capac-

MISS TURNER ON 

EUROPEAN TRIP 

Miss Ella May Turner, English, re- 
cently returned from a thirty-five day 
Mediterranean-Adriatic cruise and ov- 
erland tour of Europe. 

Miss Turner sailed from New York 
on the Saturnia, an Italian liner, Au- 
gust 13. She returned September 17 
on the S. S. Statendam, “The Spotless 
Fleet” of the Holland-American line. 

The first port of call was Ponta 
Delgade on the island of Saint Michael, 
capital of the Azores Islands, where 
trans-Atlantic airships will make their 
mid-ocean landings. 

To Ponta Delgrade 

In addition to Ponta Delgrade the 
places visited included Lisbon, the cap- 
ital of Portugal; Gibraltar, the British 
Rock Fortress at the entrance of the 
Mediterranean; Algiers, the capital of 
French Algeria on the north coast of 
Africa; Palermo, the capital of Sicily; 
Naples, the great metropolis and beau- 
ty spot of southern Italy, with its near 
by ruins of Pompeii. 

Visits Pompeii 

Miss Turner considers Pompeii one 
of the most interesting places visited. 
Here she spent some time in the mu- 
seum that has many reminders of the 
life of the people, such as, loaves of 
bread, cooking utensils, furniture, parts 
of beautifully and highly decorated 
homes, unearthed in the excavation of 
the city that was covered by ashes 
from Mount Vesuvius in 79 A. D. Even 
plaster casts of some of the people and 
animals, that perished, have been made 
and are displayed. 

The Gulf of Corinth 

Other places visited were Patras, at 
the Gulf of Corinth in the Grecian 
, Peio^nr esu~ : the ’’s'and studded Bay 
of Cattaro in Jugoslavia; Raguss, of 
the Dalmatian coast, with its medie- 
val battlements; and Venice. 

The entrance to Venice presents one 
of the most inspiring and beautiful 
sights in the world as the ships winds 
its way up through the narrow, serpen- 
tine channel directly into the Lagoon 
and anchors off Saint Mark’s Square, 
opposite the much pictured Ducal Pal- 
ace of the Doges. 

In Gondolas 

Miss Turner reports that during her 
stay here not a taxi was seen, as peo- 
ple travel chiefly in gondolas and mo- 
tor boats on the Grand Canal and its 
branches. The hotel at which she stay- 
ed was originally the home of one of 
the Doges and was only a short dis- 
tance from Sa i t Mark’s ar.d the Du- 
cal Palace. 

The trip from Venice to Milan was 
made on an extra fast train, a “stream 
liner,” which compares very favor- 
ably with American trains. In Milan 
two outstanding places visited were the 
great marble Cathedral and the Santa 
Maria delle Granzie. In the latter 
hangs Leonardo da Vinci’s famous 
painting, “The Last Supper.” 

A motor tour was made of the Ital- 
ian Lake District by way of Lombardy 
to Lugano, the beauty spot of the dis- 
trict. 

In Alpine Switferland 

The trip was continued by motor 
through Switzerland to Lucerne. On this 
journey every type of Alpine scenery was 
experienced, sunlit wild mountainsides, 
Alpine passes, waterfalls, river gorges, 
great glaciers, electro-hydraulic power 
plants, ice grottoes, little Swiss ham- 
lets, snowfields, lake drives, beautiful 
farming districts, and the historic 
William Tell country. 

Besides this great scenic beauty Miss 
Turner was fortunate in seeing the 
recently completed Memorial Chapel, 
erected in honor of Queen Astrid of 
Belgium, at the scene of her death. It 
was the day after the third anniversary 
of the death of the Queen and the 
chapel was filled with lovely flowers. 

From Lucerne the trip to Paris was 
made by train. After a sight-seeing 
visit of this city, an excursion tour was 
made to the Palace of Versailles, with

CONSISTS OF SEVEN CHAPTERS, 
DESCRIBES BERKELEY CO. 
FROM 1772 THROUGH 1926 


A history of Berkeley County, “The 
Chronicles of Old Berkeley," compiled 
and written by Mrs. Mabel Henshaw 
Gardiner in collaboration with Miss 
Anne Henshaw Gardiner is being pub- 
lished at Durham, North Carolina and 
will be ready for distribution by Christ- 
mas. 

The galley proof of the whole book 
has been received and corrected. It 
tells the story of Berkeley county from 
1772 through 1926, giving a picture of 
the early life, institutions and changes 
made as time passed. 

There are seven chapters and ap- 
pendices consisting of dairies and ex- 
tracts from city recorders’ books. 
Among the interesting features of the 
book are discussions of the reconstruc- 
tion days and later development; a 
discussion of how Berkeley county be- 
came a part of the State of West Vir- 
ginia; also the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad strike. 

To be included in the appendix is the 
Petition of the Dissenters of the Tus- 
carora Congregation, Berkeley county, 
Virginia, in 1776. In this petition 
Presbyterians ask permission to con- 
tinue as a denomination rather than 
becoming Episcopalians. 

Illustrations in the history will in- 
clude pictures of two churches, Tusca- 
rora and the old Presbyterian Church 
in Martin sburg, the latter congregation 
being an offspring of the former. Other 
illustrations will be an 1847 map of 
Berkeley county, folded in the back of 
the book. Snodgrass Tavern and the 
old Red House or first court house; 
the Collonade Bridge after it was 
burned; and a view of Hedgesville 
which includes the town spring, the 
Skinner House, oldest house in town 
and Bodine’s Tavern. 

The price of the book has been defi- 
nitely fixed at $3.50 for all orders re- 
ceived up to November 15; $4.00 fo>: 
other orders until January 1 and $5.00 
thereafter. Because of the limited de- 
mand for such compilation the price is 
based upon cost of publication, which 
Mrs. Gardiner hopes to cover in the 
sale of the history. 

Compiled from source material, with 
annotations, the book is an authentic 
account of the founding and develop- 
ment of the county. Research for the 
material has uncovered much other 
information, superfluous to the county 
history but of sufficient value to war- 
rant the possibility of publication of a 
second volume of county material.

DESCRIBES THE NECESSITY OF 
EXACT WORKMANSHIP IN 
MAKING POTTERY 


Gne of the most interesting of as- 
sembly program's was offered in the ap- 
pearance of Edwin M. Dill, the potter, 
who appeared Wednesday, October 5. 

Mr. Dill, who is sent by the Charles 
A. Dietrich Bureau, prefaced his dem- 
onstrations with an illuminating expo- 
sition on the potter’s profession. Mr. 
Dill said the potter and his wheel are 
becoming a thing of the past, giving 
way to the inevitable, the machine- 
made product. 

The making of pottery by hand is 
one of the oldest professions, antedat- 
ing the time of Christ and having its 
beginnings in Chinese antiquity, having 
come to prominence during the Ming 
Dynasty. In the 16th century, the peo- 
ple of Eui’ope sent to China in an at- 
tempt to obtain the closely guarded se- 
cret of making pottery by hand, and 
after some difficulty, managed to se- 
cure enough information to start the 
art in England, France and Germany 

The first pottery in America was es- 
tablished at Burlington, N. J., about 
the year 1685. During the World War, 
we, in America, were compelled to seek 
the raw material for clay elsewhere, 
inasmuch as the sources in Germany 
and England were cut off. America 
was surprised to find the highest qual- 
ity of potter’s clay in Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Georgia and the Carolinas. 

Mr. Dill described the necessity of 
exact workmanship, and stressed the 
importance of the apprenticeship. This, 
usually, consumes about seven years, 
and even many more years can be used 
before one becomes adept at the art. 

It was quite interesting to note the 
close relationship between the use of the 
fingers in the school for the blind, and 
in the pottery business. Mr. Dill il- 
lustrated by relating an experience he 
had in giving his demonstration before 
a school for the blind, and showed how 
even these blind people could under- 
stand and appreciate his work. 

Mr. Dill spent some time at the 
Century of Progress in Chicago in 1934, 
demonstrating the art of making pot- 
tery by hand. He stated that in about 
one hundred and fifty days ,he and a 
companion made pottery that sold for 
many thousands of dollars. ($57,000 he 
quoted if the reader wants exact fig- 
ures.) 

In his first demonstration, Mr. Dill 
took a piece of gray clay, showed the 
importance of getting all air bubbles 
out of it, and then proceeded to turn 
out a jug on his wheel. Placing the 
handle on the jug brought a ripple of 
appreciation from the audience. 

In his next demonstration he produc- 
ed a vase, and in the remaining two 
demonstrations, brought out of the 
shapeless clay a beautiful bulb dish 
and a centerpiece or fruit dish. 

Mr. Dill, who is much in demand for 
his handiwork, was given a hearty ex- 
pression of approval by the assembly 
audience. 

“Have Thine own way, Lord, have 
Thine own way; 

Thou art the Potter, I am the clay; 
Mold me and make me, after Thy will, 
While I am waiting, yielded and still.”

Dr. Ruth Scarborough addressed the 
Rotary Club at their weekly luncheon 
at the Shenandoah Hotel in Martins- 
burg on Thursday, September 29. 

The subject of her address was “The 
Present-Day Situation in Czechoslo- 
vakia,” which she observed during her 
tour last summer.

“Smoky,” who took French leave from 
Shepherd College on May 18, 1936, while 
a freshman at the school and who was 
thought to have gone away with a car- 
nival which had been showing in Mar- 
tinsburg, returned Sunday to the home 
of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. Ham- 
ilton Morner, near Vanclevesville. 

Horner had not been heard from for 
two years until a few weeks ago he 
wrote his family and more recently ad- 
vised them he would arrive home Sun- 
day, which he did on the 8.35 bus. 

He gives as his reason for leaving 
school a boredom with the monotony 
of life and a desire to get around a bit 
and see more of the country. He has 
given his family a detailed account of 
his travels, beginning with the crossing 
of the railroad bridge at Shepherds- 
town and going into Hagerstown. 

From there he went east to Phila- 
delphia, Pa., and secured farm work 
near there. But he was overtaken with 
the broadcasts concerning his disap- 
pearance and moved down into North 
Carolina and Georgia and finally to 
Alabama and Mississippi. In Mississippi 
he worked in lumber camps before go- 
ing into Texas where he did some box- 
ing and wrestling. 

Back at home he has settled down 
to work on his father’s farm, though 
expressing a desire to resume his edu- 
cation. — Martinsburg Journal.

FORMER MAYOR IN GERMANY 
DISCUSSES SITUATION 
IN RECENT CRISIS 


The assembly of Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 28, had as its speaker Mr. Max 
Brauer, former mayor of the city of 
Altona, Germany. Mr. Brauer’s com- 
ing was dramatic and well timed inas- 
much as the great crisis in Germany 
held the interest of all those who at- 
tended the lecture. 

Mr. Brauer told of economic condi- 
tions in Germany and mentioned in 
passing that England had good reason 
to be interested in the present crisis, 
inasmuch as the situation in Europe 
holds an impending breakdown of 
science and world economy. 

Speaking at length on the rise of 
Chancellor Hitler, Mr. Brauer explain- 
ed that that individual could never 
have risen to his present position had 
he not taken advantage of the post- 
war confusion and broken faith of the 
masses. Coming upon the scene as a 
Messiah, Hitler promised the people 
many things, and after serving as 
Chancellor under the late Von Hinden- 
burg, assumed his place as president 
without a vote of the people on the 
death of Mr. Hindenburg. Mr. Brauer 
also said that if they were given a 
free and unobstructed ballot, ninety 
per cent of the German populace 
would dump Hitler into an abyss. 

The speaker did not fail to touch 
upon the vital question of the hour, 
namely: Czechoslovakia, stating that 
Hitler needs raw materials and colonies 
or more lands wherever he can get 

them, and that Czechoslovakia is 
merely a means toward this end. In 
regard to the Sudetenland, he explain- 
ed that this never was a part of Ger- 
many, being for two centuries (1400- 
1600) a sacred refuge for religious ref- 
ugees, recalling that this was known 
as independent Bohemia, and the scene 
of the execution of the great Christian 
martyr, John Huss, in the year 1415. 

Mi\ Brauer also mentioned that 
there are no distinct national boundar- 
ies in Europe, and it is difficult to di- 
vide Germans from Czechs. He illus- 
trated by recalling that Henlein, who 
was the German leader in the Sude- 
tenland, had a Czechoslovakian mother 
and a German father. 

Mr. Brauer further stated that the 
greatest years of freedom in Germany 
were those between 1924 and 1929, and 
that the present bondage to Hitler will 
be broken, possibly by civil strife, if 
Germany goes to war. He i ntimated 
there would be enough enemies in Ger- 
many to overthrow Hitler. He there- 
fore, looked upon the approaching con- 
flict as the possible moment of libera- 
tion to the Germans from the totali- 
tarian rule. 

Despite all of Hitler’s talk of peace, 
Mr. Brauer said, the goal of Naziism is 
the complete domination of Europe, 
and his present dictatorship is but a 
stepping stone toward that goal. 

Touching upon a phase that inter- 
ested many, he told about the sup- 
pression of the Christian Church in 
Germany. It is to* be understood that 
Naziism is a kind of religion, though 
pagan, in itself, and must of necessity 
supplant all competitive forms, includ- 
ing the established church. Hitler’s 
anti-Semitism is not to be interpreted 
as religious persecution, but an attack 
upon capitalism. This, however, said 
Mr. Brauer, was a mere subterfuge. 
Hitler was using this as an instrument 
to detract the eyes of the German pub- 
lic from greater ills within. 

Mr. Brauer, in addressing Dr. Scar- 
borough’s Modern European History 
class in the afternoon, touched very

This is a questionnaire based on the 
national drivers test prepared by the 
National Conservation Bureau. It cov- 
ers generally the field of highway safe- 
ty and does not depend upon the varia- 
tion of existing state motor vehicle 
codes. Don’t miss it! 

It is stated in Colliers Weekly (Au- 
gust 21, 1937) that the cost of accidents 
to the American people is a sum far 
larger than that collected in federal 
income taxes. It would be a good idea 
to use some intelligence and save part 
of these billions spent because of acci- 
dents and save some lives and human 
suffering as well.

One of the most important jobs in 
reducing traffic accidents is in getting 
the driver to appreciate the difference 
between day and night driving, accord- 
ing to Earl J. Reeder, Chief Engineer 
of the National Safety Council in a 
recent issue of the magazine, Public 
Safety. Mr. Reeder says that all safe- 
ty educational agencies must teach the 
motorist to plan his night driving to 
meet the peculiarities of night visi- 
bility. 

Explaining the relation of light to 
safety, the traffic expert points out 
that in the day time most objects are 
seen by surface detail in the diffused 
light of the sun. At night, however, 
almost all objects are distinguished in 
silhouette and the effectuation of dis- 
cernment by silhouette is one of the 
most important principles of good street 
and highway lighting. 

In the words of Mr. Reeder, "when 
two drivers are approaching each oth- 
er, each looking into the other’s light 
and not watching the edge of the road, 
it’s a matter of the blind leading the 
blind. Safe driving at night is a 
challenge to ingenuity and a partner- 
ship job. and in his belief the driver 
who refuses to depress his headlights 
is not a partner but an enemy. 

As most roads at present are 
illuminated by fixed lighting, these are 
the precautions which Mr. Reeder sug- 
gests to the driver as essential to safe- 
ty at night: 

1. Watch for objects on the road 
revealed in silhouette by the headlights 
of approaching cars. 

?. Watch the right hand edge of the 
road and avoid looking into other driv- 
ers’ headlights. 

3. Slow down at sundown to compen- 
sate for low f er visibility. 

4. Whenever there is a curve or hill 
crest ahead, revealed by the other 
headlights, slow down to the proper 
speed corresponding to the lack of view 
of what is around the curve or over 
the hill.

GETTING WORK DONE 


ANSW'ERS 


It is related by Henry Ward Beecher, 
the great Brooklyn preacher of the last 
century, that when a friend once asked 
how he managed to get through so 
much work in a day, he replied: 

“By never doing anything twice. I 
never anticipate my work and never; 
worry about it. When the time comes 
to do a thing, I do it, and that’s the 
end of it.” 

The formula sounds simple enough, 
but how many of us can follow it? An 
exchange contrasts the methods of fus- 
sy persons with the concentration and 
directness of a Beecher, in this fashion: 

"The fussy, hurried, worried man is 
the chap who tries to do everything at 
once. He dabbles in this and dabbles 
in that — finishing nothing. He picks 
up a letter to answer it and lays it 
down to pick up another letter and 
fuss with that. He puts the hard work 
at the bottom of the pile. He leaves a 
hard job on his desk day after day un- 
til it absolutely has to be done and 
then rushes it out in such a hurry that 
it seldom is done right. 

“The big things of life are never 
done by a fussy man. When one is 
worrying about half a dozen tasks that 
must be done in the near future, he 
fails to do the present task as it should 
be done. One task at a time, finished: 
and started on its way before tackling I 
the next task, is a rule that makes for! 
poise and power.”

J. Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, better known 
as the chief oi the G-men, spoke on 
Thursday night, October 20, at 8.15, at 
a public meeting in the Martinsburj.: 
High School auditorium. The program 
was under the sponsorship of the Mar- 
tinsburg Woman's Club, which is stress- 
ing crime prevention in its program 
this year. 

Mr. Hoover arrived in the city in his 
private car and returned to Washing- 
ton at 10. Prior to his speech the Mai - 
tinsburg City Band played a concert. 

In his speech Mr. Hoover stressed 
the subject of penal politics and the 
laxity of prison management. He quot- 
ed astounding statistics concerning nu- 
merous crimes being committed in the 
United States, including the fact that 
3,870 offenses are being performed dai- 
ly; also that last year 100,000 youths 
under the age of twenty-one, were 
brought before the courts and these 
constituted 18 per cent of the total 
number of criminals who were tried in 
the United States last year. Mr. Hoo- 
ver says that the state of mind of the 
American people is largely responsible 
for criminal tendencies. It was point- 
ed out that the majority of criminals 
are bred in shuns, but there is also an 
amazing number who come from or- 
dinary middle-class homes. Mr. Hoo- 
ver said the fundamental factors in 
the suppression of crime is for the gen- 
eral public to develop a vigilant attitude 
toward crime. 

Accompanying the chief of the de- 
partment was Clyde B. Tolson, his first 
assistant. They were met in Martins- 
burg by Congressman Jennings Ran- 
dolph, who introduced the speaker.

Brief stops were made in the city of 
Nuremburg. made famous more lately 
by conferences with Herr Hitler and 
other diplomats of Europe, the city of 
Eger, in Sudetenland (formerly Czach- 
oslovakia) and also Prague. Here she 
saw ruins of old Bohemian castles. Here 
also she was awakened at midnight by 
the sound of marching soldiers, and 
had an awful feeling of being caught 
in the midst of a great conflict. She 
found, however, that this was a com- 
mon occurrence, and that peace still 
existed, however frail. From here she 
traveled to Vienna and found the flags 
of Hitler still flowing from the Ger- 
man march of early spring. In Rome 
Dr. Scarborough saw the old Roman 
Coliseum by moonlight, and also sawj 
marks of ancient, medieval and mod- 
ern Rome. 

One of the highlights of her trip was | 
the visit to Moscow, traveling through j 
Poland, and arriving In the Russian 
capital just as Lindbergh was reviewing 
the air forces of the Soviets. Here 
she also saw the Soviet leader, Stalin. 
Back in Berlin, she saw Herr Hitler in ( 
a great parade of military display.

JOHN BAKER WHITE 

ADDRESSES DINNER 


SHEPHERD’ COLLEGE AFFAIR 
WIDELY ATTENDED 
AT CHARLESTON 


The Honorable John Baker White, 
member of the State Board of Control 
was the after-dinner speaker at the 
Shepherd banquet held in the Episcopal 
parish house in Charleston, Thursday 
evening, October 27. He reviewed many 
historical events connected with Shep- 
herdstown as well as with Shepherd 
College. 

Mr. White said: “As a member of the 
Board of Control, holding as we do 
the purse strings of ten state colleges, 
I must upon all occasions maintain a 
strictly mezzo termine, and show not 
the slightest dilection toward any of 
these segments of our educational struc- 
ture, but when I tell you that my fam- 
ily of Whites settled upon the Opequon 
in 1734. When I tell you that my 
great grandfather was one of those 
patriots who, in July 1775, marched with 
Captain Hugh Stephenson to the relief 
of Washington at Boston. A tablet to 
the memory of these heroes can be 
found by the roadside just beyond the 
old Dandridge place on Route 48. 

When L tell you that my great, great 
grandfather, John Baker, lived and died 
in that old red brick house which is 
now occupied as an Episcopal Rectory 
in Shepherdstown. 

“When I tell you that my great-great 
grandmother, Judith Baker is buried in 
that old Episcopal burying ground 
around what was once the Old Stone 
Shepherdstown Episcopal Church, now 
used by the colored people in Shep- 
herdstown, and that her daughter 
Anne Baker Mark was one of the pas- 
sengers on the first steamboat ever 
navigated in the United States. I re- 
fer to the Rumsey Exhibition right in 
front of Shepherdstown. 

“When I tell you these intimate per- 
sonal connections with Shepherdstown 
will you or any of our colleges blame 
me for exhibiting a strong love for 
Shepherd College?” 

Mr. White then reviewed the history 
of the settlement of Shepherdstown. 
During this review Mr. White stated 
with much reluctance as a son of 
Hampshire county, but with due rev- 
erence for historical truth, “I am forc- 
ed to admit that Shepherdstown was 
settled long before Lord Fairfax even 
named Hampshire county, and though 
Romney was incorporated the same 
day, Shepherdstown is the older town 
by possibly forty years.” 

After a short review of Shepherds- 
town’s participation in the Revolution- 
ary and Civil Wars, he gave the his- 
tory and the many contributions made 
to the educational world by Shepherd 
College. Among those mentioned were: 
Former Governor John J. Cornwell, Dr. 
Charles H. Scanlon, a celebrated Pres- 
byterian minister. Dr. Horace M. Banks, 
dean of the medical school, University 
of North Dakota, and Rear Admiral Ju- 
lian Latimer. 


WHITE SPEAKS 

President W. H. S. White was in 
Charles Town Friday evening, Novem- 
ber 4, and presented a gift from Malta 
Lodge of Masons to Colonel Braxton D. 
Gibson on his fiftieth anniversary as 
Master of that lodge. Colonel Gibson 
is one of the most distinguished Ma- 
sons of this section being the second 
oldest Past Grand Master of West 
Virginia in point of service. He served 
as head of the state body in 1896. 

President White is also scheduled to 
make an address at the banquet on 
Friday, November 18, at Shenandoah 
Junction .n celebration of the seventy- 
first anniversary of the lodge at that 
place.

What might be a part of the old Fair- 
fax Stone placed at the North Branch 
of the Potomac river in 1746 as a land- 
mark of the Fairfax lands, was brought 
to the West Virginia geography exten- 
sion class in Romney, October 21, by 
Mr. Clyde T .Shanholtzer. Miss Trot- 
ter, theteacher, reports that Mr. Shan- 
holtzer found it two years ago ten miles 
from Romney in a stone pile. 

The stone was almost diamond shape, 
one side being distinctly cut, but the 
other side was irregular. It was about 
fifteen inches long, ten inches wide, 
and three inches thick. The inscrip- 
tion on it read as follows:

REPORT PROFITABLE TIME AT 
STATE MEETING 
IN CHARLESTON

the SEA convention in Charleston Oc- 
tober 26, 27, 28, 29, reported on their 
respective trips in chapel Wednesday 
morning, November 2. 

President White reported that there 
were over 10,000 West Virginia school 
teachers present at the convention. 
While there, he sat in on the State 
Federation of American students con- 
ference. 

Dr. I. O. Ash reported that the most 
interesting speech which he attended 
was that of Professor S. C. Garrison of 
Peabody College, in which Professor 
Garrison stated that United States 
colleges are drawing students from lo- 
cal surroundings more than ever be- 
fore. He also predicts that people will 
hold their positions more tenaciously 
in the future, which will directly result 
in making it more difficult for matur- 
ing youths to find work. 

Miss Marjorie Bartlett formulated 
plans to certificate woman basketball 
officials for this region. 

Professor Warren Horner discussed 
with Arthur Brandon the organization 
of the various groups of youths so they 
will be able to attack their problems 
nationally. Mr. Horner noted a feeling 
of optimism among the West Virginia 
teachers because of the anticipation of 
favorable legislation. 

Miss Addie Ireland exhibited a piece 
of West Virginia blown glass to the 
assembly and suggested student re- 
search of glass making in West Vir- 
ginia. 

Dr. D. E. Phillips found the speech

Harrison Brown On 
Foreign Affairs 


INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS DAY 
APPROPRIATELY OBSERVED 
HERE 


International Relations Day was very 
appropriately observed by the assem- 
bly of October 26, in presenting Mr. 
Harrison Brown, world commentator. 
Mr. Brown appeared under the auspices 
of the Institute of International Ed- 
ucation. 

It was with quite a bit of irony that 
the speaker recalled having enlisted in 
the British army twenty-four years ago, 
m an effort to help make the world 
safe for democracy, only to find today 
that the world has become safe for ag- 
gression. 

The question has often been asked, 
has democracy failed? The answer is 
“No” at least in theory, comparing it 
with Christianity which has not failed 
in theory; but as Mr. Brown pointed 
out, neither has been given a fair trial. 
He said that in blaming politicians, we 
must ourselves assume part of the re- 
sponsibility, inasmuch as we are the 
ones who put them in office and keep 
them there. 

He mentioned the peace of Munich as 
the most important event of the pres- 
ent age, and its effects are so far- 
reaching as to affect every one here 
today who lives a normal life span. Eu- 
rope today is paying for its apathy and 
indifference, and Munich is the climax 
of it all. 

Continuing the historical background, 
Mr. Brown mentioned the fact that 
for the past two decades, Britain and 
France have dominated Europe with a 
sort of “Pax Britannica,” there being 
no organized means of maintaining 
peace in Europe prior to the World 
War. After the great war in which 
Germany challenged England’s right 
to rule the seas, the League of Nations 
sprang up as a hopeful means to main- 
tain peace. Because of the work of the 
League, and also because of world-wide 
industrialization, the world has shrunk- 
to such a smallness that wars cannot be 
localized in the opinion of the speaker. 

To illustrate this point, the speaker 
mentioned how the first car thrilled 
him, and later how the first flying of 
the English Channel changed the whole 
history of Britain. These things im- 
press upon us the necessity of setting 
up all kinds of machinery to settle dis- 
putes. The League had planned to use 
political and economic sanctions where 
ordinary peace efforts failed, and as a 
last resort would “sit on” the aggressor 
if other overtures were unheeded. 

Mr. Brown made many journeys to 
Geneva, and he remarked that no one 
ever dreamed that this great peace 
agency would be broken by a frontal 
attack, yet that is exactly what hap- 
pened. 

Versailles was a shame, the speaker 
admitted ,and there were also flaws in 
the covenant of the League but these 
could have been corrected had not the 
resolutions been buried in committees 

Referring to Germany, he mentioned 
that that country could have been a 
leading cultural nation today, but sick 
and discouraged, she took a dictator 
for her ruler, and for this France and 
Britain, the speaker alleged, were large- 
ly responsible. 

Relating the incident of the dyna- 
miting of the railroad at Mukden in 
Manchukuo to the so-called “frontal 
attack” on the league, Mr. Brown said 
this explosion was scarcely heard a few 
miles away; yet its full effect was to be 
felt around the world, for it was here 
that Japan stepped out of line, stole an 
enormous piece of territory and ma- 
terially weakened the entire structure 
of the League. Secretary Stimson ob- 
jected to this, but inasmuch as the 
United States was not a member of the 
League, his objection was not heeded. 
According to the speaker, Sir John

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BROWN IN HISTORY 


In Dr. Scarborough’s Modern Euro- 
pean history class, Mr. Harrison Brown 
met an interested group of students in 
the main auditorium at 12.55 October 
26, and answered several questions per- 
tinent to the present world situation 

In his brusque and characteristic 
manner, the World Commentator smil- 
ed at the thought of an isolation policy 
here in the United States and remarked 
that repercussions of European conflict 
would be felt mightily here. He also 
believed that the United States could 
stop the Sino- Japanese war in six 
months and possibly three, if we were 
to refuse to export war materials to 
the aggressor. 

In answering a question relative to 
Hitler’s march in Europe, he quite viv- 
idly caricatured Chamberlain as an 
"office boy scuttling across Europe at 
the beck and call of Hitler.” 

Mr. Brown’s travels in all prominent 
countries of Europe and Asia enabled 
him to give first hand information re- 
garding current matters, and his ap- 
pearance at Shepherd will long be re- 
membered and appreciated by mem- 
bers of the student body and faculty 
alike.

FOOTBALL RULES 

1 

Millions of people attend football j 
classics in the United States every 
year. To some of us the fundamentals ! 
are very clear but to others they are 
very vague. Therefore we will give ] 
you some of the more outstanding words 
and phrases of the gridiron. 

KICKOFF — The beginning of the 
game and begimiing of the second half . 
and following each touchdown the ball I 
is held on the forty-yard line and is 1 
kicked by placement to the opposing 
team. 

TOUCHDOWN— The ball is taken ov- 
er the goal line by a pass or by a run- 
ner to score six points. 

EXTRA POINT— Follows a touch- ' 
down and can be made by running the 
ball or by a placement kick through 
the goal posts above the center bar. 

OFFENSIVE TEAM — The team . 
possessing the ball while in play. 

DEFENSIVE TEAM — The team 
v/hich is trying to keep the ball away 
from its own goal line. 

LINE OF SCRIMMAGE — The im- 
aginary line on which the ball is plac- 
ed following a play. 

FIRST DOWN — The offensive team 
receives a first down by advancing the 
ball ten yards in four successive plays 
and upon this achievement will be giv- 
en four extra downs. 

LATERAL — A runner may toss the 
ball to a teammate directly across from 
or behind him upon an attempted tack- 
le of an opposing player. 

A PASS — A backfield man receiving 
the ball from center may throw the 
ball to a teammate providing he is eli- 
gible to receive it. 

DROP-KICK — The ball can be drop- 
ped by the kicker and kicked on the 
bounce. 

INTERFERENCE — The ball carrier 
runs behind teammates who block out 
the defensive team so that the carrier 
can advance. 

SAFETY MAN — The defensive play- 
er standing the furtherest back in the 
backfield to receive a punt. 

PUNT — A kick from the offensive 
backfield to get the ball out of danger- 
ous territory. Following the punt the 
ball changes to the possession of the 
other team. 

FUMBLE — The ball is dropped by a 
member of the offensive team and may 
be recovered by either team.

Seibert was an accomplice to Japan’s 
sin. 

Mussolini remembered the League 
and its machinery, and brought the 
matter up twice, but England and 
France said “hands off — it’s dynamite!” 
Then when Mussolini stepped over into 
Ethiopia, fifty -two nations joined in 
laying sanctions against Italy. These 
sanctions were about to produce re 
suits when England and France, espec- 
ially the former, lifted the ban and let 
Italy proceed as she wished. Through- 
out the sanctions period, Britain was 
selling oil to Italy, according to the 
speaker. 

Speaking of Munich as a “great and 
hideous betrayal of democracy,” Mr 
Brown said that before Munich, war 
could not have taken place, but after 
it, war was made inevitable. 

The speaker concluded by saying 
there are several possibilities that can 
grow out of the present situation: first 
the Fascist and Nazi hand can be over- 
played, and this would tend to enlarge 
the feeling inside of England and 
would cause overthrow of Chamberlain 
and precipitate war. It would come 
quickly and much would depend upon 
Russia. Three weeks ago all knew 
where Russia stood, but now her posi- 
tion is very problematical. Second 
Chamberlain, if he stays, might be play- 
ing to win Germany in order to form a 
coalition to fight Russia. This would 
be a long war and might end civiliza- 
tion in Europe. Third, Russia might 
make overtures to Germany, and pit 
her against the democracies of the 
world. In this event, Germany would 
get all the spoils and Italy would get 
nothing. 

In the meantime, Mussolini contin- 
ues to dream of a revival of the old 
Roman Empire, looking toward Tunis 
and Algiers and Egypt at the present

IN PROGRAM 

Shepherd College was privileged in 
having at its regular weekly assembly 
November 9. the Theatre Workshop 
Program, presented by L. Verne Slout 
and Company. Mr. Slout, who was 
assisted by Miss Ora Van Sickle and 
Mr. Gilbert Bledsoe, presented parts of 
three plays, showing the audience how 
he changed his “make-up” and also 
the necessary stage “business” pertain- 
ing to each presentation. 

In the first offering, the actors pre- 
sented a very pretty little Irish skit, 
“The Trysting Trail.” Miss Vansickle 
took the part of the Irish maiden, Mr. 
Bledsoe the wandering peddler who 
capitvated the heart of his “colleen,” 
and Mr. Slout the role of “Hiram” the 
farmer. It was the age-old conflict 
between the glamorous and the pro- 
saic, and the maiden was called upon 
to make her choice. Should she re- 
main trtue to her betrothed, Hiram, 
and lead a drab life on the farm with 
its endless round of milking, feeding, 
mending, cooking and minding the 
children? Or should she elope with 
the tall, handsome suitor who made 
love so violently, and who offered her 
a life of travel, luxury, contentment?

In the second offering, the play

and Mr. Slout the part of “grandpa.” 
It was the common opinion of those 
who attended, that Mr. Slout portray- 
ed the likeness of an old, tottery, Civil 
War Veteran with finesse.

McGARRY SPEAKS 

ON 4-H HISTORY 


Sarah Burr McGarry, Shenandoah 
Junction was one of the main speak- 
ers at the recent meeting of the Jef- 
ferson County Historical Society held 
in the Courthouse at Charles Town 
Her subject was “4-H Club History.” 
The portion of her speech dealing with 
the 4-H Club in Jefferson County was. 

“From all available records it is 
found that the first 4-H Club in Jef 
ferson County was organized in 1923 
at the Shenandoah Junction school 
by Miss Anna McGarry, a teacher in 
the school. This was a sewing club for 
girls. The work was completed but 
no exhibits were made. The club was 
discontinued, as the leader taught else- 
where the following year. 

“4-H Club work did not make its 
appearance again until the fall of 1927 
when the Shenandoah 4-H Club was 
organized in Charles Town by Misses 
Bessie and Virginia Conklyn. 

“Mr. J. W. Eckhardt, county agent 
for Berkeley County and Mr. Pretty- 
man, district agent, were influential 
in interesting the Kiwanis Club of 
Charles Town in providing funds for 
the appointment of Miss Virginia Conk- 
lyn as club agent. She and her sis- 
ter Bessie were able to organize four 
other clubs by the spring of 1928 with 
ninety-three members enrolled. 

“From this beginning 4-H Club work 
has progressed to the present day. Of 
course, it has had its ups and downs. 
Some of the clubs have been discon- 
tinued while new ones have been or- 
ganized. Of the four clubs organiz- 
ed in 1928 only one has survived con- 
tinuously throughout the past ten 
years and that is the Happy Workers 
4-H Club of Shenandoah Junction. 

“Besides many national honors we 
have had many representatives at both 
county and state camp. Many of these 
trips have been made possible by var- 
ious organizations furnishing scholar* 
ships on the club members project 
work. Camps have been sponsored 
every year at Camp Frame with the 
other counties. Other recreational ac- 
tivities have been sponsored for the 
club member such as youth confer- 
ences, May Play days, county exhibits 
banquets, picnics and parties. There 
have been several clubs organized in 
the college of Shepherdstown but no 
records have been kept of them. 

“Within the past ten years we have 
had four extension agents all of whom 
have exerted much work and energy to 
make 4-H Club work live in this coun- 
ty. While we have not made great 
strides of progress in the past years I 
believe the ten years of club work has 
laid a firm foundation and there is a 
brilliant future for 4-H Club work in 
Jefferson County.” 

Eleanor Childs, former student of 
Shepherd, Joe Ware and Dean Kena- 
mond were among those present at 
the meeting.

Shepherd kicked to Millersville tr 
open the contest and the Pennsylvan- 
ians. relying on a power attack that 
ripped the Shepherd line to shreds 
marched to a touchdown on three con- 
secutive plays.

These statistics show that in the 
four year period from 1934-38, 52 per 
cent of all graduates of high schools 
within Jefferson county entered col- 
lege. This county had the highest per- 
centage of any county in West Virgin- 
ia, the next county in order of rank, 
being Monongalia county with 44 per 
cent. The average percentage of high 
school graduates going to college, for 
the entire state was 26 per cent. 

Figures for the past year show that 
of 86 seniors in the three county high 
schools, graduated last May. Of this 
number 63 have already enrolled in 
some college or university. In other 
words, 73 per cent of last year’s gradu- 
ates are now securing additional edu- 
cation in institutions of higher learn- 
ing. 

These figures speak well for the fine 
training given in the county high 
schools, as well as the high type of 
citizenry residing within Jefferson 
county.

OPINION TO “JOURNAL” 

Quite a lengthy article appeared in 
the Martinsburg Journal under date 
of December 16, entitled: "Commuting 
Issue Will Spoil Shepherd Students' 
Holiday.” 

In the approximately 1500 words that 
followed, it developed that the local bus 
owner, R. L. Emery, Jr., is endeavoring 
to break up an age-old practice of stu- 
dents hauling their friends to and from 
the college. Mr. Emery contends that 
if the students are operating on the 
share-expense plan, it is a direct viola- 
tion of the West Virginia Traffic Reg- 
ulations, published by the Road Com- 
mission, article 6, sections 9 to 20, pages 
14 to 19. 

Mr. Emery states that after a careful 
checking of cars, this checking suppos- 
ed to have been done by two represen- 
tatives of a national checking organi- 
zation, 16 cars make the daily trip be- 
tween Martinsburg and Shepherds town, 
carrying some 60 students and teachers. 

The article continues, stating that 
Mr. Emery had written a letter of 
warning to the student drivers, advising 
them not in a hostile manner, of the 
dangers involved in such transporta- 
tion. 

The opinion of Mr. James P. Tierney, 
supervisor of transportation of the 
State Road Commission was given to 
The Journal as follows: “We are of the 
opinion that the transportation of per- 
sons for compensation in any vehicle 
designed for the transportation of 
property, such as a truck trailer or 
tractor, is illegal. We are also of the 
opinion that the transportation of per- 
sons for compensation in any type of 
vehicle other than one registered un- 
der Class H or Class J is illegal. By 
transportation for compensation, we 
mean compensation to owner in any 
manner whatsoever. We have always 
construed a share-expense type of op- 
eration as illegal Although we are 

sympathetic with the efforts of any one 
who wishes to obtain a college educa- 
tion, and we have no desire to add to 
the handicaps of poor students, we are 
obliged to construe the statute cited 
strictly in order to protect our revenue 
in so far as possible 

“Queried concerning the matter, Dr. 
W. H. S. White, president of Shepherd 
College, said the issue never was 

brought officially to his attention He 

said that some 40 per cent of the stu- 
dents at Shepherd commute 

“Emery says the checkers found the 
students were paying the car owners 
from 75 cents to $1.25 each week for 
the transportation; while he has com- 
muter’s tickets for $1.25 a person a 
week, each ticket good for as many 
rides a day as are needed. He says he 
will make any reasonable arrangements 
as to schedule and will add any num- 
ber of buses business justifies. He 
now carries some half a dozen commut- 
ing students, he says, adding he has 
had no increase in business since he 
issued the warning ”

To “Century Celebration’ 
April 21, 22, and 23 

An invitation comes from Duke stat- 
ing: “The President, Board of Trus- 
tees and Faculty of Duke University 
take pleasure in extending to Shepherd 
State Teachers College their cordial 
invitation to join in th observance of 
the one-hundredth year of the estab- 
lishment of the pioneer institution in 
which Duke Universit yhad its origin. 

“In 1838-1939 the united action of the 
Methodists and Quakers in Randolph 
county, North Carolina, established 
Union Institute; its name was changed 
to Normal College in 1851, when the 
Institute became affiliated with t£e 
State of North Carolina for the pur- 
pose of training teachers for the newly 
established public school system; eight 
years later it took the name of Trinity 
College; and in 1924 Duke University 
was built round Trinity College, which 
thenceforward has been continued as 
the undergraduate college for men 
within the University. 

“Desiring that other institutions may 
participate in the ‘Centennial Celebra- 
tion of Duke University,’ we beg the 
favor of your designation, at your early 
convenience, a delegate who will repre- 
sent your institution at the formal ex- 
ercises to be held at Durham. North 
Carolina, on the 21st, 22nd and 23rd 
days of April, 1939.

GIVES SHORT HISTORY OF THE 

COUNTRY AND TAMBURITZ A ; 

YUGOSLAVIAN SONGS AND 

DANCES DELIGHT AUDIENCE 

The pre-Christmas assembly pre- 
sented a professional program in the 
appearance of the Croatian Ensemble, 
composed of Charlie Elias, his two sis- 
ters, Anna and Martha, and Miss Mary 
Filipovich, who performed brilliantly 
on the tamburitza. 

Mr. Elias and his company delighed 
the audience with music on the string- 
ed instruments, and also with a brief 
description of their native land, Yugo- 
slavia. The word “Yugo,” explained 
Mr. Elias, means : southern,” and they, 
therefore, distinguish between the 
northern slavs, Czecho-Slovakia, and 
the southern slavs, Yugo-Slavia. The 
entertainer characterized their land as 
a country of music, song and history. 
He stated further, that Croatia was a 
province in the country of Yugo-Slavia, 
and that fanning and the raising of 
animals constitute the major industries 
of the people, manufacturing being 
engaged in onl in a few cities. 

Appearing in their quaint, native 
garb of white with red sashes and 
other colors embellishing their attire, 
the performed beautifully on the string- 
ed instruments which resembled our 
modern mandolins, and a larger in- 
strument which appeared to be a huge 
guitar with a bass-viol neck. Mr. Elias 
later explained that the “tambouritza” 
is the name applied to a family of in- 
struments and that despite the many 
varied sizes, all were called “tambur- 
itzas.” 

In their second number, the Ensemble 
gave a composition composed by the 
father of Mr. Elias, when he approach- 
ed America on his first Visit, and saw 
the Statue of Liberty in New York 
harbor. It was entitled “Liberty Over- 
ture.” In their next rendition, the 
group brought hearty applause from 
the audience in the offering of a group 
of their folk songs. As a contrast, 
they next gave a group of American 
folk songs, and this, too, was enthu- 
siastically received. 

It is quite probable the heartiest 
applause was noted after a group of 
popular airs which the instrumentalists 
gave with much harmony and careful 
interpretation. 

As a concluding number, the Ensem- 
ble presented the semi-sacred folk 
dance of the Yugo-slavs, in which Mr. 
Elias and his sister Martha portrayed 
the dance and the remainder of the 
company accompanied them on the 
stringed instruments. 

Mr. Elias, in an interview, explained 
that they had been in this country 
about twelve years, and that they re- 
turn to their native land periodically 
in order to keep in touch with the na- 
tive festivities and events. 

As a preface to the folk-dance, the 
entertainer explained that the Yugo- 
slavs have three very solemn periods 
of the year, viz: May dance, Thanks- 
giving festival and the Homecoming 
event. He stated that their Thanksgiv- 
ing differs from ours in that it covers 
two weeks instead of a day, and that 
they prefer the natural fruits of the 
ground, apples, peaches, pears, plums, 
rather than the proverbial turkey or 
goose. 

Explaining the evolution of the Yugo- 
slavian tamburitza, Mr. Elias told 
how it began with two strings of one 
, tone, then followed with four strings 
of the same tone, and only in recent 
years added two more strings, using 
the G strings for the lower tones, and 
D strings for the four higher tones. 
The instruments, all branches of the 
tamburitza (which is called family) ,

When we, as really serious individ- 
uals read the lines and recognize them 
as representing the general philosophy 
of our generation — selfishness. Is it 
any wonder that we read in the head- 
lines: “War in Spain”; “Bombings in 
China”; “Murder in Cleveland”; 
"Purges in Germany”; No! We as in- 
dividuals are responsible. In fact we 
are so selfish, so unconcerned about 
our neighbors as to flit lightly from 
one sweet moment in life to another 
like a gay butterfly. 

College campuses should represent a 
higher type of interest and concern in 
the welfare of others. We should ed- 
ucate ourselves to rise above selfish- 
ness and assumed unconcern. 

What dreams do the coming year 
hold for you? Where do we go from 
here? How must we change our philos- 
ophy of living? What should we as a 
collegiate group represent? 

These questions would likely be an- 
swered in this way: We should make 
our objectives in life those that will 
be of the most benefit to the improve- 
ment and general welfare of ourselves 
and our neighbors. We should attempt 
to socialize ourselves to the extent that 
we lose our selfishness, and take into 
consideration that life is an existence 
of realistic “a give and take.” in which 
we should not forget the giving part. 
We should as a collegiate group repre- 
sent an interested, informed, and in- 
telligent body of persons, showing some 
concern for the happiness and welfare 
of our neighbor, whether he sits across 
the aisle from us, or lives in foreign 
lands.

Dean A. D. Kenamond, president of 
Jefferson County Historical Society, 
addressed the annual meeting of the 
Berkeley County Chapter, U. D. C., 
Tuesday night at Trinity M. E. Church, 
South, when the chapter had its an- 
nual observance of the birthdays of 
Generals Lee and Jackson. 

In the beginning of his speech Mr. 
Kenamond brought out the many sim- 
ilarities in the natures of Lee and 
Jackson, and the parallels of their ex- 
periences. He dwelt at length on the 
one fact of difference in the experi- 
ences of the men, the fact that Jackson 
did not live to see the surrender of 
Southern arms. 

Mr. Kenamond said of this differ- 
ence, “Fate decreed that to Jackson 
there should never be the hostile sug- 
gestion that he served a ‘Lost Cause’. 
On the other hand, Lee had the harder 
task of carrying on after the close of 
the war, and the important thought is 
that for Lee the cause of Virginia and 
the South was never a Lost Cause, but 
always a living cause for which he 
could labor with all the strength of 
his great soul. 

“That strength was even called weak- 
ness by some who imagined they could 
love the South as much as he. There 
were others who were willing to believe 
that he had wavered between serving 
the armies of the North and South, 
though that has long ben disproved. 
It was his lot to mingle with souls, 
even ministers of the gospel of love, 
not yet schooled, by the depths of his 
experience, to shut out bitterness, to 
preach the gospel of silence and good- 
will, of patience and hard work. 

“It was only out of the depths of a 
great heart and soul, that Robert E. 
Lee could say: ‘The war being over, 
! I believe it to be the duty of every one 
to unite in the restoration of the coun- 
try .... I think it wisest not to keep 

open the sores of war All 

should unite in the honest efforts to 
obliterate the effects of war, and to 

! restore the blessings of peace 

By encouraging our citizens to engage 
in the duties of life with all their 
heart and mind, with a determination 
not to be turned aside by thoughts of 
, the past and fears of the future, our 
' country will not only be restored in 
material prosperity, but will be ad- 
vanced in science, in virtue and in re- 
ligion You can work for Vir- 

ginia, to build her up again, to make 
her great again. You can teach your 
j children to love and cherish her,’ 
“Called to the presidency of Wash- 
ington College in 1865, Lee found in 
the cause of education his best oppor- 
tunity of promoting the living cause 
and prosperity of the South. There he 
was able to advance his theories of 
education— that elements of culture are 
basic to sound education; that the 
sciences should be taught in such a way 
as to render a practical service in the 
development of industry; that the 
principles of rural economy and busi- 
ness administration and journalism 
and law were needed to build up agri- 
culture and commerce and trade and 
just government. In the short space 
of five years he had taken a little strug- 
gling college near the mountains that 
divide the Virginias and built it up 
and made it strong, attracting increas- 
ing numbers of young men from the 
Virginias and beyond and preparing 
them for the highest type of leader- 
ship and service. At his death he left 
Washington and Lee University a liv- 
ing monument to his labors and ideals. 
Across the Alleganies to the northwest, 
in the highlands of Harrison county,

Pipes may be divided into two classes

Pipes may be traced back to primi- 
tive man. In that day smoking was 
a difficult and hazardous task. In 
order to inhale the delicious aroma of 
tobacco primitive man ignited the 
leaves of the plant and merely inhaled 
the fumes as they spiraled upward. 

Naturally, such a procedure was dif- 
ficult and perhaps accompanied by 
many burned eyelashes and irritated 
eyes.

So, let’s 
not be so carelessly willing to sell our 
valuable books at most any price, for 
they are priceless material.

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A History Of The Picket

Mrs. White— Will, did you know I 
won a medal at the cooking school? 

Mr. White — That’s great! But what's 
this I’m eating?

We reproduce the above etching, 
knowing full well that it will be of 
more than passing interest to the stu- 
dent body of Shepherd College. What 
does it represent? Where did it origin- 
1 ate and what does it mean? Back in 
the almost dim past of Shepherd Col- 
lege a group of students and mem- 
I bers of the faculty got their heads to- 
j gether and decided that there should 
jbe some sort of publication to record 
| the happenings of interest in the school 
iand to preserve for future students a 
t true history of the course of events in 
the college. 

The Picket Named 

j In those days the proper size of a 
school paper was four columns, so this 
particular size was selected for the 
Inew publication. 

Then came the necessity of choosing 
a name and a proper cover design — 
another prerequisite for school papers 
in that period. Mrs. E. H. Bowly, of 
Shepherdstown, quite a noted artist 
in oil and water color, had painted 
a most attractive picture of what was 
left of a giant, lightning -shattered 
oak tree that stood about two miles 
from town on th eold Duffields road. 
She made a reproduction of this pic- 
ture. adding to the original drawing 
the lone figure of a picket or sentinal 
garbed in the uniform of a Union 
soldier, with a musket on his shoulder. 
“The Picket” was chosen as the name 
for the new adventure in journalism 
and down to this day the name has 
remained unchanged. 

The Money Tree 

The tree in the picture had a most 
interesting history in itself, for it was 
known as “The Money Tree.” and was 
famous far and wide in this section. 
The story was that during the Civil 
War on one occasion when Sliep- ' 
herdstown was in the possession of 
Federal troops, a paymaster was sent 
here to pay the soldiers. He descend- , 
ed from a train at Duffields. five miles ; 
south of here, and mounted a horse I 
to come to Shepherdstown with his I 
money, which was said to have amount- 
ed to about $30,000.00. When he ar- ( 
rived in Shepherdstown he was minus 
the money, and said that he had been 
held up by a Confederate patrol, and 
that he had been relieved of all the 
cash and then allowed to proceed to 
town. There was, of course, consider- 
able excitement over the taking of the 
money and immediately the Union 
soldiers scoured the countryside far 
and wide looking for the Confederate 
soldiers, but none were found. 

Concocted Theft 

The story of the Union officer did 
not hold together very well and he 
was later tried and sent to prison for 
having stolen the money, none of which 
was ever recovered. Several years af- 
ter the Civil War was over, the news 
spread around in Shepherdstown that 
the officer had been released from 
prison, having served his term, and 
that during the previous night he had ' 
gone to this giant oak tree, which stood i 
along the road and had dug up his 


money and gone on his way. Resi- 
dents of the town went out to view the 
spot, and there was the hole at the 
base of the big tree and the remains 
of a Union paymaster’s money chest. ' 
Excitement ran high and there seem- 
ed to be no doubt but that the officer 
had chosen this giant oak tree as a 
landmark for the stolen treasure, for 
it was bhe only tree for miles along 
the road. 

For many years “The Money Tree” 
stood as a lone sentinel until it was 
partly demolished by lightning and 
wind. As time passed decay took its 
toll of the shattered trunk and bit 
by bit the old tree disintegrated, until 
today there is not even a trace of the 
tree remaining, and the site of its ex- 
act location has become lost. 

1896 Picket Born 

“The Picket” first saw the light of 
day on Thursday, January 30, 1896, 
and was published on the last Thurs- 
day of each month, for ten months of I 
the year. 

The paper was edited and prepared 1 
by faculty members, who were Pro- 
fessor A. C. Kimler, principal of Shep- 
herd College at that time; Professor ! 
Charles J. Miller, Miss Pearl C. Hosey, 1 
Miss Harriet D. Johnson, Mrs. M. E. | 
Butler, and Miss Agnes M. Beltzhoover. 
Associate editors among the students 
were Miss Katie Lucas, Miss Bessie ! 
Licklider, Gilbert Miller, and A. W. ! 
Porterfield. Society editors were Miss 
Ella May Turner for the Parthenian 
Literary Society and E. C. Tabler for 
the Ciceronian Literary Society. The 
business manager was George M. Beltz- 
hoover, Jr. 

Size Changed 

In 1899 the size of “The Picket" was 
changed to a pamphlet 6 by 9 Inches 
and the number of pages increased. In 
1923 the size was changed back to a 
4-column, 4-page paper, and in No- 
vember. 1931, the paper was changed 
to a 5-column paper, the size that It 
now is.

later is not only the most beautiful and 
fragrant but is noted as the floral emb- 
lem of Australia. 

Fauna 

O i the animals the mammalian 
fauna of Australia present the great- 
est interest. The young are fed milk 
; that is secreted through the mother’s 
! pores, much as prespiration in the 
| human race. Most of the animals of 
| Australia are marsupials or pouched 
| mammals. To this class belong the 
wombat, the native bear and the num- 
i erous kinds of kangaroo. 

Kangaroo 

Dr. Marshall explained, “At birth two 
'kangaroo can be placed on an Aus- 
tralian coin the size of an American 
nickel. However they are only par- 
tially developed at birth; their growth 
is completed in the pouch of the moth- 
er in the presence of air. 

Some of the other animals shown 
were crocodiles from six to twenty 
feet long, found in the tropical an* 
sub- tropical zone of Australia; turtles 
Australian devils, and white ants. 

Dr. Marshall described the home at 
the white ant. “It is a nest of mud and 
clay that varies in size, shape and 
height, ranging from twenty feet 
downward. The most common and per- 
haps the most interesting is the mag- 
netic structure, so called because it Is 
built pointing to the north. 

Birds 

There are over seven hundred dif- 
ferent kinds of birds in Australia. Most 
are brilliantly colored and many have 
an unusual appearance. Some of 
those shown were: the emu and cassa- 
wary, which resemble the African 
ostrich; the black swan, a native of 
Australia; the magpie or shrike, the 
Australian nightingale; the satin bow- 
er bird, the connorant, a voracious 
aquatic bird, the Australian wren, and 
the native eagle, one of the largest 
birds in the world, having a wing 
spread of nearly fifteen feet.

Dean Kenamond Speaks 
On George Washington 
At Martinsburg DAR 

Dean A. D. Kenamond, president of 
the Jefferson Historical Society, ad- 
dressed the Bee Line Chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, at 
their annual George Washington din- 
ner held in the Thomas Jefferson Ho- 
tel on February 21. 

Mr. Kenamond introduced his speech 
with this thought, “A hundred and 
thirty million people do not make 
America nor do so many square miles 
of territory nor so much in natural 
resources. Instead, America is all the 
thrilling and tragic and tranquil times 
through which her people have passed. 
It is the memory of all her great move- 
ments and moments and men.’ ’ 

“Memories of Washington come 
rather easily to have larger meaning to 
the people and patriotic organizations 
of this section, since so many of the 
historical memories of this community 
are in reality a part of larger national 
memories. Here, in and about Charles 
Town, there are numerous places that 
seem still to hold the spirit and very 
presence of George Washington. Here 
lived several of his brothers. Here were 
portions of his vast land holdings. Here 
he practiced the arts of agriculture and 
surveying. Here lived men prominent- 
ly associated with him in warfare, of 
protection as well as revolt, men who 
by acts of loyalty or disloyalty merit- 
ed his favor or disfavor. It is little 
wonder then that this community is 
envied by people of other sections, or 
that few chapters of the D. A. R. can 
compare with yours in strength or in 
genuine interest in perpetuating the 
principles of patriotism, as they were 
exemplified by him whose birthday we 
celebrate.” 

Mr. Kenamond stressed only a few 
points of particular significance to 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. 

The first was the matter of his gen- 
ealogy or the genesis or genius of his 
growth to greatness. Washington him- 
self, however, showed no interest in 
genealogy. In fact, he was quite un- 
aware of the achievements of his an- 
cestors beyond his great grandfather, 
John Washington, who came to these 
shores about the middle of the seven- 
teenth century and settled on the very 
plantation where George Washington 
was born. Tracing his ancestry back 
through seven generations, even to roy- 
al blood in England. 

Mr. Kenamond showed how “blood 
will tell,” but it was the blood of a

Gilbert Miller, Former 
Shepherd Student Dies 

Gilbert B. Miller, former Shepherd 
College student and on the staff of 
the first college Picket, dean of Mor- 
gantown newspaper men. died last Sat- 
urday afternoon in this place. 

For the past ten years in failing 
health which forced him to forego ac- 
i tive participation in newspaper work, 
Mr. Miller became seriously ill some 
months ago. 

Surviving, in addition to his widow. 
Mrs. Cora B. Donley Miller, are two 
brothers, Herbert and Paul, both of 
Kearneysville, and two sisters, Mrs. 
Laura Thompson, Shepherdstown, and 
Mrs. Alice Mullaney, of Springfield. O. 

Funeral services were held Monday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock from the David- 
son Funeral Home with the Rev. Dr. 
W. E. Brooks of the Presbyterian 
church in charge. Burial was in the 
East Oak Grove Cemetery. 

For more than 30 years. Mr. Miller 
• was actively identified with Morgan- 
j town newspapers. He was at different 
times, editor of both the Morgantown 
Post and the New Dominion, prede- 
i cessor of the present Dominion News, 
j Mr. Miller was considered one of 
' the outstanding writers ever developed 
in West Virginia an dfor many years 
was one of the best known editors in 
the State. He was a leading member 
of Morgantown’s Fourth Estate for 
more than 20 years and was associated 
with the early days of daily newspapers 
in Morgantown. He was editor of the 
New Dominion and then the Morgan- 
town Post in the days prior to wire 
service for local papers and he obtained 
“world news” for the local papers soon 
after the turn of the 20th century by 
calling a friendly editor on a city 
newspaper who, in turn, provided him 
with “skeleton” stories of world, na- 
tional and State events. From these 
facts, Mr. Miller wrote the stories as 
they appeared in either the Post or 
the New Dominion. 

A number of persons who have be- 
come well known in newspaper circles 
trained under him during his long 
career. Charles E. Hodges, for some 
years owner and editor of the New 
Dominion, was one of his proteges as 
was Brooks Cottle, now editor of the 
Morgantown Post, and Walter L. (Bill) 
Hart, editor of the Dominion-News and 
conductor of the column originated by 
Mr. Miller “It May Interest You.” 

Until ill health forced him to aban- 
do nactive participation in affairs, 
Mr. Miller was a member of the Uni- 
versity Athletic Board, serving it with 
distinction for many years. He was a 
member of the Masonic Lodge as well 
as the Elks. He was a member of 
Phi Kappa Ps iFraternity and while 
in school served as one of the first 
editors of the Athenaeum. 

He graduated from the University 
in 1901, after finishing Shepherd Col- 
lege in 1898. He was 61 years old. He 
was born in Kearneysville on Febru- 
ary 14, 1878. — The Shepherdstown Reg- 
ister. 


MR. KENAMOND SPEAKS

long line of Washingtons in the Mother 
Country tinctured with the iron 
wrought in by the works of the wilder- 
ness in America that accounts for 
Washingtons growth to greatness. Yet 
he was quite as much a product of Co- 
lonial Virginia as progency of Old 
; England. 

“The genealogy of Washington then 
was a combination of flesh and blood 
1 lineage and the social and economic 
and political lineage and life into 
which he was born and in which he 
grew to manhood.” 

After treating genealogy. Mr. Kena- 
mond tried to account for the selec- 
tion of Washington to general the 
Continental troops in the Revolution, 
showing how his social inheritance did 
much to enable him to pass from one 
man-sized task t oanother. And each 
task semed to contribute to the store 
of knowledge useful to the next one to 
follow. The Dean then emphosized 
Washington’s background of experience 
and training for his task as General of 
the Revolution, and gave examples of 
some four or five fundamental quali- 
ties displayed in his conduct of the war. 

Mr. Kenamond concluded: “Some 

attempts have been made to set up 
Washington’s later service as First 
President; as guide to every action in 
these modern times. That would seem 
too much to expect of a man of his 
day, of one even as great as he. It is 
true that he set a pattern of dignity, 
of wise dealing with men, and devo- 
tion to the tasks of government, but 
it is unjust to an historical charac- 
ter to take him so long out of time, 
and to assume to measure him in the 
light of problems two centuries in ad- 
vance of his day. These problems are 
the task of men who are the product 
of these later times. It is sufficient 
to accord George Washington all hon- 
or for being the man of his time, the 
Saul of his generation, and who had 
the capacity to grow to greatness, one 
whom we remember and revere as a 
Son of the Colonies and the Father of 
His Country.”

Ireland Exhibits Valu- 
able Glass Collection 
At Martinsburg bhow 

Miss Addie Ireland, art, exhibited a 
number of pieces from her collection 
of glass at the Hobby Exhibit held in 
Martinsburg from Thursday noon, 
March 9. until Saturday night, March 
11. This hobby show was a benefit 
for the King's Daughters Hospital in 
Martinsburg. 

Outstanding in Miss Ireland’s col- 
lection is glass from West Virginia. 
She owns valuable pieces from Morgan- 
1 town. Fairmont. Moundsville, and 
Charleston. Miss Ireland became keen- 
ly interested in unique glass, and be- 
gan her hobby of collecting it when 
she was only five years old. One 
' charming piece of cut crystal, owned 
by Miss Ireland, was made by her 
brother, Mr. Humbart H. Ireland. Mr. 
Ireland has been a supervisor of glass 
manufacture in Fairmont and has 
privately also developed many inter- 
lesting pieces. Another beautiful piece 
Miss Ireland exhibited is a large green 
bubble glass punch bowl made in 
Charleston. 

Besides her glass pieces. Miss Ireland 
placed at the exhibition her painting of 
a well known Cedar along the Potomac 
River near Shepherdstown. 

She also exhibited several coverlids 
that she had woven herself having had 
an opportunity to learn the art of 
weaving at her home on a farm in 
Ritchie county, when she was a girl. 
There at home she learned from her 
mother the process of making linen 
from flax grown on their farm, and 
how best to extract vegetable coloring. 
Most interesting of all was weaving 
wool blankets — wool from sheep raised 
on their farm. 

Miss Ireland had not done any weav- 
ing since she was a little girl on the 
farm until several years ago, when 
she again took up the practice, and 
the coverlids she exhibited in Martins- 
burg were made at this time. 

Today, the weaving industry is look- 
ed upon as a specialty of mountain 
people, families on large well-to-do 
farms. Miss Ireland says. The work- 
manship of these people is excellent, 
and the patterns they create are very 
lovely, really works of art.

MRS. KENAMOND SPEAKS 
AT WOMAN’S CLUB MEET 


Speaking on "Youth and Internation- 
al relations’ ’before the civic depart- 
ment of the Woman's Club Monday 
afternoon, March 13, Mrs. A. D. Kena- 
mond, Shepherds town, called attention 
to the children of various countries — 
Rusia. Italy, Germany and America — 
and the difference in their training, 
; noting that children were being start- 
ed at an early age to participate in 
the form of government peculiar to a 
country. 

She noted, too. that in Russia chil- 
dren, if found guilty of taking part in 
any movement contrary to the govern- 
ment are massacred the same as adults, 
in a purge. 

The youth movements and the edu- 
cational practices of Italy and Ger- 
many were cited particularly before 
she asked a question with regard to 
American youth: “Can Schools Save 
Democracy?” 

Mrs. Kenamond noted that democ- 
racy is hard to teach because it is ex- 
tensive and idealistic but that schools 
seemed to concentrate on teaching 
children to be good citizens. She cited 
the youth movements of America — 4- 
H. Clubs, Boy and Girl Scouts, Camp 
Fire Girls — all of which help boys and 
girls to be better citizens. In recent 
years, she added, a trend in education 
has appeared, an endeavor to make 
children appreciate democracy. 

During the business session Mrs. G. 
J. E. Sponseller, chairman of the milk 
committee of the department, announc- 
ed that 10,224 bottles of milk were 
served last month; and a contribution 
of $30 from the summer school, had 
been made through a milk fund benefit.

West Virginia verse-makers (includ- 
ing the author) has been overlooking 
source material of almost unbelievable 
richness and variety. We have played 
on the beach with a few well-worn 
pebbles while the vast ocean was be- 
fore us. 

Nature poets commonly write about 
flowers, birds, trees, rivers, hills, moun- 
tains, tides, clouds, and the heavenly 
bodies, including of course, the much 
over-worked sun. moon, and stars. 
We might have to share the heavenly 
bodies with poets from other States, 
but West Virginia can claim many 
nature subjects of regional and individ- 
ual merit. 

Consider flowering plants, a favorite 
field for nature poets. The dandelions, 
hollyhock, rose, lily, violet, queen 
Anne’s lace, and ivy have been honor- 
ed with many meters to the scandal- 
ous neglect of 3,996 other varieties of 
flowers indigenous to the State. A 
good course in botany might well be a 
prerequisite to ^erse-making. 

If the poet should aspire to "mud- 
on-the-potato" realism, certain of our 
nature plants are rich in earthy and 
pungent connotations. Chickweed, dog 
fennel, skunk cabbage, and Dutch- 
man’s breecheo are good examples. 
Should the poet wish to create a mood 
of despair and revulsion, Jerusalem 
oakwould be a good subject. Grow- 
ing about old barns, the delicate filigree 
of its leaves is most deceptive. The 
odor and taste of its repugnant juice 
mark it the very pariah of flower- 
ing plants (not excepting jimson 
weed). Jerusalem oak, boilt down to a 
thick syrup and mixed with unrefined 
castor oil, was a widely used germi- 
fuge in early days. In creating moods 
of horror and despair, Robert Jeffers, 
the poet, has overlooked its dramatic 
possibilities. 

The robin, wren, jay, hawk, eagle, 
black bird, owl, and whip-poor-will 
have not been neglected by West Vir- 
ginia poets, but alas for many other 
birds who wait unhonored of the Muse! 
of 266 varieties of birds in the State, 
note the fragrant neglect of the loon, 
chuck-will’s widow, bittern, bunting, 
laughing gull, gallinule, finch, egret, 
grebe, grackle. sapsucker, shrike, rail, 
pintail, osprey, snipe, eleven kinds of 
hawks, fifteen kinds of sparrows, such 
as song sparrow, swamp, tree, vesper, 
white-crowned, white -throated, warb-

It was stated that, since it would be 
detrimental to American freedom to 
license news writers, we, as the younger 
generation, should be taught to read 
everything with a “grain of salt,” We 
should analyze and question the news 
we read in some of our biased newspa- 
pers. We should not read material as 
it is, but must learn to think for our- 
selves.

Lieutenant Ralph Talbot, a young 
Marine Corps pilot, and his observer. 
Corporal Robinson, engaged in a thrill- 
ing air fight against overwhelming 
odds near Pittham, Belgium, in Oc- 
tober, 1918. 

Instantly aware of their predicament, 
Talbot and his companion zomed high 
above the attacking squadron and then 
dove downward with blazing machine 
guns into a sea of swirling wings. In 
a few short minutes the Americans 
had accounted for two of the enemy 
planes. Then both guns jammed. 

Sensing their plight, the German 
airmen raked Talbot’s airship with 
lead. Hit three times by enemy bul- 
lets. Robinson was knocked uncon- 
scious and slumped down over the 
controls. The ship spun earthward and 
Talbot barely managed to right it be- 
fore crashing. 

With his plane so crippled it was 
barely able to respond to the con- 
trols. and his observer gravely wound- 
ed. Talbot knew there was but one 
chance to save his comrade and to es- 
cape from the ten remaining foes who 
were so clcse he could feel the shock 
of bullets tearing through his weaken- 
ed plane from his pursuer’s machine 
gun. 

As he neared the front lines, the roar 
of a German barrage rose over the 
sound of his motor, while their batter- 
ies laid a drum -fire on the portion of 
the Allied lines he was compelled to 
cross. He raced straight into the 
storm of bursting shells. Fortunately 
he got through safely and in time for 
the surgeons to save Robinson’s life. 

For his valor Talbot was awarded a 
Medal of Honor. Although by a seem- 
ing miracle he escaped this desperate 
encounter without a scratch, less than 
two weeks later he was killed when his 
plane crashed and burned just as he 
was taking off for a routine flight.

RELATIONS CLUB HEAR 
SENATORS NYES SPEECH 


The International Relations Club 
went to Hagerstown on the evening 
of April 14 to hear the address by 
Senator Nye of North Dakota. Senator 
Nye showed how the United States lost 
every cause for which we fought in 
1917-18 and declared that "experience 
should teach us to stay out of other 
people’s wars. 

Senator Nye is an isolationist, a 
strong advocate of the war referendum 
bill (which was defeated by the pres- 
ent Congress) and is an ardent advo- 
cate of the present neutrality act. 

The speaker said that the present 
neutrality act was not a failure but 
had never been put into effect. He 
called attention to the growing senti- 
ment that the United States should re- 
spond to the cause of saving democra- 
cy, adding that such action would be 
the surest way of losing our own dem- 
ocratic rights. He lashed out at length 
against the desire of munitions man- 
ufacturers for a share in the war prof- 
its and the holding of secret confer- 
ences of the military affairs committee 
in Washington. His whole speech was 
a plea for war avoidance, that the Un- 
ited States should cling to a strict 
neutrality act and remain neutral in 
case of another general European war.

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Resume Of ‘ Chronicles 
Of Old Berkeley” In 
April West Va. Review 

The recently-published history of 
Berkeley county, “Chionicles of Old 
Berkeley,” by Mrs. Mabel Henshow 
Gardiner and her daughter, Ann Hen- 
shaw Gardiner, was reviewed in the 
April issue of the West Virginia review, 
received resently. 

With the review, written by Mabel 
Ann West, are pictures of four Berke- 
ley county landmarks — Tuscarora Pres- 
byterian Church, Snodgrass Tavern now 
known as Fuss’ on the Warm Spring 
road. The Town Spring in Hedges- 
ville, and Martinsburg Presbyterian 
Church, built in 1851 and which pre- 
ceded the present structure. 

The reviewer speaks of the atmos- 
phere of quiet graciousness evident in 
one of the loveliest and oldest of West 
Virginia's counties (Berkeley), and the 
veneration of its people for its colorful 
history. 

Following is the article as it appear- 
ed in the Review. 

Few people have ever visited West 
Virginia’s Eastern Panhandle without 
noticing its atmosphere of quiet 
graciousness, without absorbing some 
of it’s own people’s veneration for its 
colorful history. In Chronicles of Old 
Berkeley, Mabel Henshaw Gardiner 
and her daughter, Ann Henshaw Gard- 
iner, have told the story of one of the 
loveliest and the oldest of West Vir- 
ginia’s counties, from the earliest set- 
tlement there until 1926. 

The early history is largely that of 
the first settlers' struggles with the 
wilderness and the Indian tribes 
(among the Indian names: Shenan- 
doah. the stars; Cacapon, the medi- 
cine waters). The Tuscarora tribe of 
Indians lived in what is now Berke- 
ley county and give their name (mean- 
ing the hemp-gatherers) to the creek 
flowing through Martinsburg . . . Orig- 
inally the land which now comprises 
the county was a part of Spotssylvania 
county, Virginia. This county was sub- 
sequently divided and Berkeley coun- 
ty was actually formed from Freder- 
ick county in 1772, and then embraced 
what is now Berkeley, Jefferson and 
a part of Morgan counties . . . Some of 
the earliest settlers who came into 
the Berkeley county of today were the 
following: Morgon Morgan, Reese 

Reese, Evan Evans, John VanMetre, Dr. 
Rumsey, the Clen nbrothers, William 
Chestnut, Joshua Hedges, William Snod- 
grass, Jacob French. Abraham and 
William McConnell. William Patterson. 
William Boggs. Nicholas Henshaw, 
Samuel and Stephen Thatcher. 

The authors have gathered together 
pictures of the early days that make the 
book more than a collection of facts. 
The industry and customs of the times 
are reflected in such a manner as this? 
“As late as February 14, 1827, a busy 
housewife wrote her cousin that ‘since 
last April I have made 55 yards of tow 
lining, and 30 yards of linsey and 20 
yards of thick cloth and I have 37 
yards of ten hundred and 25 yards of 
seven hundred, another 20 and 30 yards 
of rag carpet to go to the weavers. 

I have about 20th of wool spun for a 
fine carpet. Tell the girls I have 
quilted none since last year’.” 

The founding of the towns of Mar- 
tinsburg, Hedgesville. Tomahawk, 
Darkesvllle. Gerrardstown. Harpers 
Ferry, Charles Town. Shepherdstown 
is of especial interest: "At the time 
of the creation of the county (1772) 
Martinsburg . . . probably had twenty 
or thirty houses in it . . . there were 
two or three ordinaries or taverns, two 
stores, a blacksmith shop, and a shoe- 
maker shop . . .” During the height 
of the revolutionary interest Adam 
Stephen applied to the General As-

The West Virginia University varsity 
sports squads, evened with the track 
squad’s downfall at the hands of Ohio 
University at Athens.

Coach Ira Rogers is very happy 
about the varsity defeat of Temple 
when it was almost a foregone con- 
clusion before the game that the 
Mountaineers would lose. The varsity 
play in the field was especially good 
and the hitting was not poor when the 
opposing pitcher’s ability was consid- 
ered.

The College Council is composed of 
three officers, two representative 
members from each class, and two fac- 
ulty representative members, elected by 
the college faculty to serve on the 
Council. 

The president of the council, who is 
also the student body president, is 
elected by popular vote of the student 
body to serve for a term of one school 
year. He presides over the Council. 
The office of vice-president and sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Council func- 
tion similarly to the requirements set 
forth for these offices by parliamentary 
law. Both of these offices are annual 
ones. 

The class representatives are elected 
by a quorum of their respective classes 
to serve either a long or short term, 
and consequently are known as long 
and short term representatives to the 
College Council. The faculty repre- 
sentatives serve similar terms of of- 
fice. Class elections are held at the 
beginning of the school year at which 
time a long and a short term represen- 
tative is elected. The long term rep- 
resentative serves for the fiscal year, 
while the short term representative 
serves for the first semester and at 
the beginning of the second semester 
the respective classes elect from a 
nominated list of candidates a repre- 
sentative to serve the second semester, 
or until the end of the school year.

Shepherd College dates its interest 
in forensic work back to 1873 when 
a group of students interested in such 
work established the Parthenian Lit- 
erary Society. This action met with 
such hearty approval that in the latter 
part of the same year a rival society, 
the Ciceronian, was formed. These or- 
ganizations held inter-society contests 
from 1896 to 1930. 

In 1898, the Extemporaneous Speak- 
ing Society, a debating club for men. 
was organized. In 1907. it was re- 
organized under the name L’Extempo. 
In 1913. the Willard Club, a young 
women's debating society, was estab- 
lished. In 1924, the men's and wom- 
en’s organizations united, forming the 
Shepherd College Forensic Club for 
all students interested in oratory and 
debate. 

The administration of the college has 
onstantly given whole-hearted sup- 
port to inter-collegiate contests. Since 
1923. when the colleges of West Virgin- 
ia devised an elimination scheme for 
oratory and debate. Shepherd has in- | 
variably competed. Each year an in- 
tramural oratorical contest is held, the 
winner of which represents the school 
in the state contest. Two years in 
succession the Shepherd team won sec- 
ond place in this meet. 

In the period of nine years — from 
1923-1932. Shepherd participated in 
thirty-three debates — 8 ofw hich were 
non-decision, 9 lost and 16 won. In 
the State Debate Tournament held in 
March, 1932, the Shepherd team won 
third place. 

In 1934, Robert Cox and Lee Temple 
entered the tournament at Louisville 
which was held by Pi Kappa Delta. 
In 1936, the team debated for the first 
time at Rock Hill, South Carolina, in 
the Grand Eastern Tournament. In 
this year, Shepherd won 17 debates out 
of 27. 

The debate team of the year 1938- 
1939 under the supervision of Dr. I. 
O. Ash, had a very successful season. 
The team was composed of James 
Reaves, Henry Morrow, Lavely Grub- 
er. Lee Mortzfeldt and Wilbur Kee- 
secker. 

The first debate in which the team 
participated was the Shippensburg 
tournament which they won. 

On April 13. the coach and debaters 
’eft for Rock Hill. S. C., to take part 
in the Grand Eastern Tournament. 
The tournament was held at Winthrop 
College, the South Carolina college for 
women, located at Rock Hill. The 
tournament is one of the largest in the 
country. Although a great many teams 
participated. Shepherd fared as well 
as any.

Dr. Miller Of Baltimore 
College Assembly Guest 

Doctor Theodore E. Miller, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, of Bal- 
:imore, represented the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews at the 
college assembly Wednesday. May 17.

NEW ART TEACHER A 
COLUMBIA GRADUATE 


Miss Mary Frances Wilock. a gradu- 
ate of Columbia University, received 
her M. A. in Art in 1934. For the past 
five vears she has taught school at 
Winston-Salem. She is teaching this 
summer introduction to craft, public 
school art and art appreciation. 

In introduction to crafts the class 
has been doing some eery interesting 
work. They have been doing papier 
mache in fruit. Torn strips of paper 
are pasted on some fruit. When the 
paper is dry the form is cut from the 
fruit. The paper form is then painted 
with tempera. These paper forms are 
very beautiful and may be used for 
decorative purposes, for the very close- 
ly resemble fruit. Later in the sum- 
mer the class is going to make diorama. 
This is much used in museums. A 
knowledge of paiper mache will be 
necessary for making diorama. Masks 
and trays are going to be a feature 
of this program. The art of making 
these may be traced back to China or 
Japan. Then France was known to 
haxve taken up the work. Masks may 
be very useful for masquarades or 
plays. These masks and trays are 
inexxpensive because of the fact that 
they are made from old newspapers or 
towels and flour and water. This will 
be a great help to the school room. 
The treys may be made very attractive 
by painting them with tempra or by 
enameling them., Linoleum blocks, 
which will be used for all over de- 
signs or stamps to put on cards, is 
another project that is to be under- 
taken.

COACH NEWCOME 
HONORED AT CAMP 


Coach Newcome had the honor of 
be 4 ng se^cted as counselor at the Boys’ 
State Camp which was held at aJck- 
son’s Mill from June 4 to 10. 

The Boy State idea, which is soon- 
Tored by the American Legion, is only 
five years old in the United States. 
West Virginia being the second state 
to fall in line for this activity. There 
are now twenty-six states holding 
Bov State Camus, which are one of the 
rroiects sponsored by the American 
Legion. 

The boys chosen for this state are 
selected from the upper-ten in the 
junior and senior classes of senior high 
schools throughout the state. The boys 
are given recommendation by their 
princiuals and county superintendents. 

In this Boy State, a government is 
set up which operates on the same 
principal as our own state government. 
The 350 boys who are selected for the 
Boy State are divided into ten groups, 
each group representing a county. Two 
political parties are also provided, the 
Federalists and the Nationalists. Each 
partv nominates its own candidate to 
fill all offices of the state, from gover- 
nor to the local justices of the peace. 

Each candidate for office does his 
own electioneering and an election is 
held. Voting machines secured from 
Jamestown. New York, were used in 
Voiding the election. All appointive 
offices are filled. A police force is 
chosen together with lawyers who have 
to pass a bar examination before they 
are admitted to practice. The various 
courts are set up and trials are held, 
some of which are appealed to the 
rum-erne court. 

After the election. Governor Holt 
the justice of the Supreme Court, the 
State Superintendent of Schools and 
other high officials were present to 
instruct the boys on the duties of their 
respective offices. 

The purpose of the Boy State is to 
develop leadership among the boys 
Those who attended the state camp 
are expected to go back to their com- 
munities and put some of the ideas they 
learned into practice. 

Coach Newcome. along with the oth- 
er counselors, was to see that the 
duties of the various officers were car- 
ried out. This was the fourth con- 
secutive year that Coach Newcome has 
served in this camp, and for his out- 
standing services he was presented with 
a Kay -Woody pipe.

to play. In addition they aim to help 
pupils to a better understanding of 
how environmental factors affect and 
shape man’s whole mode of living 
and so better appreciate the contri- 
butions made by Holland in the fields 
of art. literature, history and indus- 
try. 

Special activities designed for moti- 
vation, stimulation of thought and in- 
terest are booklets, charts, picture 
study, stories, drawings and songs. 

The booklets, which the children are 
making, are one of the most import- 
ant features. They contain the pic- 
tures of wind mills. Dutch boys and 
girls. Dutch homes and Dutch flower 
gardens to be drawn and colored in 
class. Besides this the booklets also 
contain written material such as sen- 
tences and short stories written by 
the boys and girls. 

After the unit on Holland is com- 
pleted the student teachers will con- 
tinue to teach units on foreign lands.

GROUP MEETS HERE UNDER 
NEA AUSPICES TO STUDY PLANS | 
FOR BETTERING PROFESSION 


Corrupt Practices Group 

One of the five groups in the Pro- 
fessionalization Conference which met 
at Shepherd College Friday, July 7, 
discussed “How to Reduce Corrupt 
and Unprofessional Practices in the 
Teaching Profession.” 

By request of S. W. Judy, chairman, 
President White opened the discussion 
pointing out that Chari O. Williams, 
field secretary of the NEA stated this 
spring that theacher-pupil relationships 
had become perfected because of better 
methods of teacher training. Teacher- 
public relationships were becoming per- 
fected through Parent Teacher As- 
sociations but teacher-teacher rela- 
tions had not been improved and very 
little was being done about it. She 
urged professionalization conferences 
as a remedy for this situation. 

Chairman S. W. Judy took charge 
of the group and listed three ways in 
which corrupt and unprofessional prac- 
tices could occur. They were: with 
boards of education and superintend- 
ents, between principals and teachers, 
in the relation of parents and the 
public to teachers. 

Hulvey Mauzey led the discussion 
about boards of education and super- 
intendents. 

The decision of the group was: to 
reduce corrupt practices, boards of ed- 
ucation should be appointed by a state 
official, the governor of state super- 
intendent of schools. 

Daisy Sherman Halterman discussed 
the topic of professionalization be- 
tween principal and teacher. 

The group decided that professional 
cooperation between principals and 
teachers should be as close as that 
which exists in any other recognized 
profession. 

C. S. Nelson led the discussion of the 
third topic stating that criticism by 
parents and public often causes teach- 
ers to conform to public opinion in 
social as well as schoolroom practices. 
The group went on record favoring 
more emphasis being placed in the 
PTA on a professional attitude of par- 
ents toward teachers.

But just what benefit will the new 
bridge be to the school? 

As the situation now is, the college 
will probably receive little benefit other 
than some slight increase in day stu- 
dents frpm the Maryland side of the 
bridge. But if the college will sponsor 
a movement to erect a marker at the 
fork of the new bridge road with Shep- 
herd Grade, stating that the town is 
the “home of Shepherd College,” the 
year the school was founded, ts purpose 
and exact location, then and only then 
will the tourists and other vistors who 
cross the “Rumsey Bridge” for other 
points south and west realize the first 
West Virginia town on this side, houses 
an educational institution. An excel- 
lent lasting impression for this state 
will be made, and the "school formerly 
situated at the extreme end of the 
county with the river as a barrier wall 
suddenly become an institution easily 
accessible to all surrounding states.

CHARTERS IN DEAN’S CLASS 


Mrs. W. W. Charters spoke Wednes- 
nesday afternoon in Dean Kenamond’s 
class in school administration on the 
work of the Parent Teacher organiza- 
tion. She stressed the principal’s part 
in the setting up of worthwhile pro- 
grams, and in being able to work with 
individuals or committees. He should 
be able to initiate activities that will 
keep the organization from developing 
into a pressure group. 

Mrs. Charters suggested that the or- 
ganization make a study of the causes 
of retardation such as low mentality, 
irregular attendance, sickness, unco- 
operative parents and physical defects. 
The facts should be presented by lead- 
ing members in an impersonal manner. 
The principal could then get the or- 
ganization back of a clinic where every 
child might be examined to find the 
reason for retardation. The organiza- 
tion could also sponsor an immuniza- 
tion campaign such as tuberculosis test- 
ing. In each case there should be 
\ follow-up.

Then a 
daylight bomb released an American j 
flag on a parachute high over the 
Commerce Department Building. A 
paper figure of a woman was sent 
floating to the park at Fourteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue, but 
small boys promptly tore it to pieces. 

Between the oratory and the fire- 
works, there was a ceremony of mass- 
ing the colors and a parade by torch 
bearing Boy and Girl Scouts. 

One and one-half tons of explosives 
were set off in the final twenty min- 
utes of the program. A climax was 
reached when a naval battle before 
likenesses in fire of President Roose- 
velt, George Washington and the Statue 
of Liberty. 

A portrait of Roosevelt, bearing a 
sign in fireworks that read “God Bless 
America,” was received by an enthus- 
iastic audience.

Cunningham Displays 
Puppets In Tr. School 

William Cunningham has presented 
a very unusual display at the train- 
ing school. It is a display of puppets. 
Mr. Cunningham has made them for 
his use in teaching school. They show 
clearly his ability to make these tiny 
figures, mostly human about ten or 
twelve inches high. 

These images of human figures 
are the most common class of puppets, 
known as French Marionettes. They 
move by cords on a stage and are made 
to perform little dramas, the dialogue 
of which is carried on by the person 
in concealment, who moves the figures. 

Puppet-shows are an amusement or 
entertainment popular in England 

Xenophon, Aristotle. Gellins, Horace 
and others mention them. Such 
exhibitions, which Are so pleasing 
to children, naturally passed 
through various degrees of perfection in 
different ages, and even now exhibi- 
tions of puppets are common in many 
countries. Clocks often display mov- 
able puppets and it is not infrequent in 
Germany to find on ancient townclocks 
puppets which move whenever the clock 
strikes. Iu 1674 there was a puppet 
opera in Paris, which met with great 
applause. They have been popular 
in many European cities, especially 
in Italy. 


LIBRARY FACILITIES 


HARTER VISITS HERE 


A general survey of American li- 
brary resources is a picture of great 
extremes. The public library plays 
an important part in supplying stu- 
dents of all ages with collateral, vo- 
cational and leisure reading, in train- 
ing them in proper reading habits and 
in the use of libraries. The range 
of variation from state to state in all 
measures of library service seems to be 
great. The per cent of population in 
areas having public library service 
varies from 100 in Massachusetts, Dela- 
ware and the District of Columbia to 
12 in West Virginia. The per capita 
circulation of public library books In 
West Virginia in 1934 was .65 with only 
four other states having a lower per 
capita circulation. Per capita expendi- 
ture for public libraries in West Vir- 
ginia in 1934 was .06 with only six 
other states having a lower per capita 
expenditure. The per capita tax pay- 
ing ability in West Virginia in 1932 was 
52.59 with twenty states having a lower 
oar capita tax paying ability. 

Every state in the Union has adopted 
permissive legislation for the establish- 
ment of public libraries although these 
laws differ greatly in form and com- 
pleteness. 

One proposal, which has been made 
at various times and in various forms 
is that regional libraries should be 
established in the major geographic 
regions or in certain important met- 
ropolitan centers. This problem of the 
regional organization of library re- 
sources is exceedingly complex, and 
no simple solution for it is likely to 
be found. What can we then do to 
solve our library problems in West 
Virginia? The per capita tax paying 
ability in West Virginia is high asc 
compared with other states. Then why 
don’t we have more and better public 
I library facilities in our own home state? 

1 The answer to this question depends 
■ upon what we as teachers can do to

It does not operate for a profit, has 
no stockholders, pays no dividends. 
Only teachers between the ages of 18 
to 60 years are accepted, but members 
are permitted to retain their protec- 
tion to the age of 70 even after they 
cease to teach. 

All officers and directors have been 
or still are actively engaged in teach- 
ing. and they know teachers’ prob- 
lems. Throughout the years since 1910 
a major part of the income from dues 
has gone back to the members in the 
form of benefits.

(Continued from page one) 
the legislature. 

Leona L. Williams discussed the rec- 
ords of retirement systems during the 
depression. 

Carl Auvil gave a report on the re- 
tirement system of the state of New 
Jersey. 

Opal Gardiner told about the fine 
systems which now exist in England. 

After these reports the meeting was 
open for general discussion, Dr. I. O. 
Ash presiding. It was learned from 
this discussion that state wide-teachers 
.retirement laws are now operating in 
twenty-nine states, Hawaii and District 
of Columbia. The teaching profession 
is the only profession that does not in- 
some way provide for old age, even 
though salaries are smaller than in any 
ether field. 

Ethics Group 

The ethics division of the profession- 
alization group met under the super - 
vison of Miss Shaw at the designated 
time. An open forum was conducted 
for one hour. During this hour 
code of ethics for the teaching profes- 
sion was discussed. 

The group realized that in order 
lor the aims of education to be fully 
developed a code of ethics must be uni- 
versally adopted and practiced. Mrs. 
Eby and Mrs. Davis each gave a vol- 
untary talk concerning the code of 
ethics whoch has been adopted by the 
National Education Association of the 
United States. 

The code of ethics whioh the Nation- 
al Educational Assocation has de- 
veloped and adopted deals first with 
the relations of the teacher to his pupils 
and the community in which he is 
teaching. The teacher is expected to 
exercise his full rights as a citizen 
but he should avoid controversies. 

The teacher should not permit his 
educational work to be used for partisan 
politics. The teacher should seek to es- 
tablish friendly and intelligent coop- 
eraation between the home and the 
school. 

The second part of the code takes up 
the relation of the teacher to the pro- 
fession and to fellow- workers. Mem- 
bers of the teaching profession should 
dignify their calling in every way and 
only the ablest should be encouraged 
to enter it. 

Superintendent Ropp of Berkeley 
county, and Superintendent Loy of 
Hampshire county, gave talks concern- 
ing unethical practices that they have 
tried during their work with teachers.

Forty new I. E. S. lamps arrived 
Thursday, June 22, from Charleston 
for use in the school.

These lamps have been selected and 
have been found by test to comply 
with the requirements of “Specifica- 
tions for Study and Reading Lamps’ 
formulated by the Illuminating Society 
(I. E. S.) when the lamps are equipped 
wth a 100-watt bulb. 


by gving arguments for and against 
tenure laws in general, and the new 
tenure legislation in West Virginia par- 
ticularly. This law becomes effective 
July 1, 1940. 

Dr. I. O. Ash led the general dscus- 
sion after arguments for and against 
tenure had been presented. 

Selection of Entrants Group 

The group meeting of the Profession- 
alization Conference which discussed 
the Selection of Entrants to the Teach- 
ing Professon met in K23 July 7 with 
Dean Kenamond presiding. The Dean 
opened the discusson by stating sever- 
al questions. Is it the teachers urge to 
put teachng on a professional basis, 
or is it the public demanding that 
teaching be professionalizel? Then if 
undesirable products are to be elimin- 
ated, who will do the eliminating? 

The question. Must teacher colleges 
accept all applicants for teacher train- 
ing? was raised. It was decided that it 
•was well for high school principals, 
teachers and county superintendents to 
give freshmen entering a teacher college 
for training a recommendation. Yet 
in West Virginia under the present 
set-up all students must be allowed to 
enter regardless of previous records. 

It was also decided that a student 
seeking to enter the teaching profes- 
sion should possess certain personality 
traits and scholastic ability. But if 
he does not possess the personality 
traits called for these is a possibility 
that he might develop them while in 
training. 

Various self-rating cards have been 
used to judge the qualities possessed by 
a teacher. Shepherd has used the Mor- 
rison Rating Scale, in which the stu- 
dent rates himself, and then is rated by 
his homeroom teacher and supervisor 
respectively. 

The idea that directed teaching 
should be done outside the college un- 
der actual teaching situations instead 
of in a training department at the 
college -was expressed. 

In conclusion it was decided that I 
elimination processes could not be as- 
signed to any one agency. The whole 
curriculum of teacher training colleges 
should be a selective measure, and se- 
lections made by the colleges must not 
be regarded as complete. _

Typing and Handicraft 

The typing class and handicraft 
class are called the activity period. 

All the girls are in typing and the boys 
are in handicraft or science. 

Those who are in the typing class are 
showing marked progress. Most of the 
time has been spent in learning the 
keyboard to the typewriter and on drill 
exercises. Lessons are not accepted by 
the teacher unless they are perfect. The i out. 
girls are interested in learning to op- 
erate a typewriter. 

Constructing Airplanes 
Guy Propst and Pinkney Bowers are 
instructing the boys mow to construct 
aeroplanes in handicraft. The planes 
being built of balsam wood. A 
small motor will be built into each 
plane. Each boy is very eager to see 
his plane actually fly. They are re- 
quired to finish them in two weeks 
time. At the end of that time the 
boys will enter their airships in the 
hobby show to be held at the training 
school. Working at hobbies is a way 
to care for individual needs of the boys 
and girls. One of the most important 
aims is to correlate mechanical draw- 
ing with the building of airplanes. 

Radio Study 

Those who were interested in other 
phases of mechanical science are study- 
ing radios, telephones, wireless te- 
legraphy and television. Earnest Shook 
is teaching the unit. 

Social Studies Unit 

In the elementary department Vir- 
ginia Schleuss is teaching a unit in 
Social Studies in the fifth and sixth 
grades. 

The unit was started by taking an 
imaginary trip to Egypt. The pupils 
made pyramids of clay, booklets and a 
frieze depicting Egyptian life. History 
and geography are being taught in 
this unit. 

Scrapbook Covers 

John Bruce Shipley is teaching 
handicraft in the fifth and sixth 
grades. The pupils are making scrap- 
book covers of three-ply wood. Not 
only will they be substantial articles 
but they are attractive as well. These 
covers are to be used for the travel 
scrapbooks made on the study of 
Egypt. 

Foods Unit 

In the third and fourth grades the 
unit on foods and nutrition is being 
continued. A special activity in this 
unit is being planned for all of the 
children in these two grades. A party 
is to be held in honor of those who have 
birthdays in June and July. It is to , 
be held at the “little house." William 


Wageley and Joe Kelterman are in 
charge of the party. They plan to 
serve cocoa, cake and marshmallows. 
William Wageley is also planning a 
luncheon, which will consist of foods 
that make a good mid-day meal.

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RUMSEY CLAIMED BY TWO 
STATES 


Home Furnishing Class 
Sees Antique Furniture 


James Rumsey was an inventor who 
can be claimed by both Maryland and 
West Virginia. He was born in Mary- 
land and in later life come to West 
Virginia. It was here, near Shep- 
herdstown. that he carried on his ex- 
periments for propulsion of vessels by 
steam power. 

He had an elementary school educa- 
tion, learned blacksmi thing, and is 
said to have served in the Revolution- 
ary War. Rumsey paid no attention 
to business; he spent his time dream- 
ing of “impossible things.” 

In 1783 he went to Bath, now Berke- 
ley Springs. W. Va„ and. with a friend, 
opened a "eneral store and engaged 
in the building trade as well. 

Meanwhile, he had been working in 
secret on a mechanically propelled boat. 
He had a hard time securing capital 
for his undertaking. It was through 
the aid of George Washington that he 
finally secured the rights to build his 
special boats and navigate the waters 
of the state with them. In gaining 
these advantages, however. Rumsey 
had neglected his family and business, 
and by the summer of 1785 he was in 
bad repute and much in debt. 

After spending much time in per- 
fecting his boat, and after making 
several private trials of it, finally on 
December 3. 1787, Rumsey exhibited 
here at Shepherdstown a boat propelled 
by streams of water forced out through 
the stern by a force pump operated by 
a steam engine. This trial was a suc- 
cess and those who had previously 
heaped ridicule upon Rumsey now 
praised him as a great genius. On De- 
cember 11. 1787, Rumsey made a second 
and even more successful trial of his 
boat. It may be of interest to men- 
tion here that the speed of the boat 
during the trial was four miles an 
hour. This speed was regarded as 
an amazing speed at that time. 

In his work Rumsey used up all his 
personal funds. He went to Philadel- 
phia in 1788 to seek assistance in the 
furtherance of his work. The Rum- 
seyan Society was formed, and this 
society sent Rumsey to England where 
he secured patents on his work. He 
was thus the first to turn his talent 
and energy toward relieving man of 
the manual labor required in the use 
of boats. 

As Edison has given us the inca- 
descent lamp, so has Rumsey given us 
the means of producing power for 
moving the wheels of commerce and 
industry. 

When we thinK of Rumsey. we think 
of pioneering and steamboat transpor- 
tation. Progress has marched on since 
those days when Rumsey tried out his 
boat on the Potomac. But behind lfe 
all is the pioneering spirit of man. a 
desire to advance, to bring the world 
into closer communication and it was 
In that spirit that Rumsey gave to 
us the first method of steam propul- 
sion. 

James Rumsey looked ahead to the 
future, not to gain for himself but for 
mankind. 

He died in London at the age of 49 
years. His friends in England buried 
him in St. Margaret’s churchyard near 
Westminster, but his grave Is unmarked

Exhibition Displayed 

The children in the kindergarten 
group finished their gardening project 
by going on a visit to the Van Tol 
Gardens. They observed how the plants 
grew and how they were cared for. 
They chose a plant to buy and bring 
back to the classroom to use in a pro- 
ject. They planted it in a jar. 

A great novelty to the children is 
“Billy.” He is a tiny mud turtle, and is 
quite a pet. They keep him in a jar 
and observe his actions each day. Be- 
sides the turtle they also had some 
gold fish in their room for a few days. 

Reading 

A special reading readiness program 
is being carried out this year, so the 
children are allowed to observe many 
different things that they will want to 
read about next year. 

The first grade has built a mina- 
ture post office. It is made of heavy 
brown wrapping paper and is arepli- 
ca of the Shepherdstown post office 
with sliding windows included. 

Each day a different child is allowed 
to be postmaster.

The 
next day each child wrote a “thank- 
you” letter to Mr. Snyder, the post 
master. The notes were all read and 
the one which was best was sent to 
Mr. Snyder. 

A frieze which is supposed to re- 
semble Shepherdstown’s Main street 
including the Atlantic and Pacific 
store, the post office and other build- 
ings on Maine street hangs in the 
first grade room. The pupils made it 
themselves and it is very much like 
Shepherdstown.

Shepherd Catalog 
Gives Interesting Data 
On Purpose Of College 

STATE TEACHER COLLEGES 
OFFER VARIED COURSES 
OTHER THAN TEACHING 


A new feature of the Shepherd Col- 
lege catalog appearing in the 1939-40 
edition is a statement of the aims and 
purposes of the college. It has been 
pointed out by national standardizing 
committees and research students for 
the past several years that educa- 
tional institutions have been more or 
less vague in setting forth specific- 
ally the purposes for which they excel 
and the work they seek to do. 

Shepherd College it will be noted 
exists for a number of types of cultural, 
vocational and industrial education not 
generally thought of by citizens in 
general, yet a cursory survey by any- 
one would convince that every educa- 
tional institution must prepare to ren- 
der many corollary services in con- 
nection with their main functioning. 
It should be clear to all that a com- 
mercial course designed for teaching 
is quite as efficient in offices, stores, 
and factories. Likewise training in 
chemistry and the sciences aside from 
their value to teachers can also be used 
in many industrial and scientific fields. 

The primary purpose of Shepherd 
State Teachers College is the training 
of teachers, principals and supervis- 
ors for the elementary and high schools 
of the state, more especially in the 
eastern section. There are from 1,200 
to 1,500 teachers and school workers 
in the counties served by Shepherd. 
With a 10 per cent turnover annually, 
which is a low estimate. The schools 
need approximately 125 new teachers 
each year. These Shepherd hopes to 
supply adequately. 

The professions of law, medicine and 
the ministry now require in many sec- 
tions. a full college course with bac- 
calaureate degree for entrance to their 
training. The degree offered here is 
accepted as meeting these high stand- 
ards of requirement. What these pro- 
fessional and graduate schools are 
asking for is a body of liberally and 
culturally trained koung men and 
women. They can then supply the 
technical training necessary upon this 
excellent foundation which Shepherd 
strives to give. 

Many professions, vocations and in- 
dustries now require a higher train- 
ing than that afforded in high schools. 
The junior college movement is spread- 
ing rapidly over the United States. 
The slower turnover in employment in 
practically all fields of endeavor, leaves 
the youthful high school graduate to 
wait two or more yeare before he is 
needed in industry or vocations. The 
first two years offered here are do- 
voted largely to general education as 
a foundation for the professional 
courses required on the upper level. 
This is largely a general junior college 
course. 

Courses primarily intended for the 
training of teachers such as short- 
hand. accounting, typewriting, chemis- 
try, sewing, cooking, journalism and 
the like cannot help but be beneficial 
to the special student who does not 
expect to teach. Business and technic- 
al industry absorb this type of young 
person with high appreciation of the 
added training.

Library The Core Of 
The Modern High School 

The following material is from a pa- 
per required in the library course here 
conducted by Miss Arnold 

“A wel.l-balanced high school libra- 
ry is, to me. a dream, a vision, an 
ideal to strive for through years of 
work. It must serve its school each 
department, each cause, each activity, 
each teacher, each child. It does not 
exist in and for itself: it varies, grows, 
develops, in order to serve, to support, 
to suggest lines of interest in the 
school.” 

Library the Hub 

In the high school program the li- 
brary becomes the “hub of the wheel 
from which all spokes radiate.” This 
is the part the library should play in 
education but until recent years the 
library was considered a luxury. Prior 
to 1896 the National Sducation Associa- 
tion gave little attention to the libra- 1 
ry movement. One or two talks had 
been given at conventions, but the prob- 
, lerns had been left to others. In 1896 
1 under the stimulation of Melvil Dewey 
' a library department was created as j 
a part of the national association. A 
committee on the relation of the pub- 
lic library to the public school was ap- I 
pointed and its report in 1899 is gen- 
erally accepted as one of the milestones 
in the progress of library movement. 
In 1924, 1925, 1927, articles were in- 
cluded in the yearbooks but little offi- 
cial interest was shown. In 1933 more 
attention was given to the library be- 
cause since 1925 many educators have 
adopted the principles of the enriched 
activity program. The single text- 
book recitations have been forced to 
make room for less formal procedures 
in which the pupil is given freedom. 
These changes require more, handier 
and better books. 

Where to get these new necessities, 
how to use them in the classroom, what 
further to do made the need for librar- 
ies felt, and a school library was the 
snswer. Now in every up-to-date 
school is found at least the beginning 
of a library. With it has come the 
problem of management. The librar- 
ies are required now to provide pupils 
with supplementary, informational and 
recreational reading materials. What 
is generally recognized as the most ef- 
ficien ttype of school library organiza- 
tion Is the central library room with a 
trained, full-time librarian in charge. 

There is a great contrast between the 
library standards for high schools of 20 
years ago and those of the present. 
Then and for some years later library 
facilities for high schools were consid- 
ered adequate if, in addition to such 
reference books as encyclopedias and 
dictionaries, there were sufficient books 
to meet the needs for collateral read- 
ings in the history and English class- 
es. New rooms for libraries are as 
necessary as rooms for laboratories, au- 
ditoriums and gymnasiums, and the 
librarians are as important as teach- 
ers. “Today, the library is the heart 
of the school, pulsating not only with 
the activities of every classroom and 
every laboratory, but also with the ex- 
tra-curricular activities of the school." 
J. H. Finley once said that if he had 
a limited time to visit a school he 
would ask to be permitted to sit in the 
library for that period of time, for this . 
would give him the best clue to the i 
efficiency of the school. 

There are as many standards as there 
are state and regional accrediting agen- 
cies but there is a general agreement 
on two points: (1) That there should 
be a library in the school; and (2) 
that the library should be in charge 
of a person with at least some library 
training. 

The number of volumes needed in a 
high school library depends on the cur- 
riculum, the degree in which teachers ! 
cause pupils to use books, and the 
service which the librarian renders to 
both pupils and teachers. 

The Ideal Arrangement 

The ideal arrangement as given in 
the standard of most all accrediting 
associations is that the library be sep- 
arate from the study hall. Many schools 
have a combination of the library- 
study hall as a matter of economy and 
convenience Mr. Dwight E. Porter 
principal of the Omaha High School, 
where this combination is used is to 
have all pupils exposed to the library 
as the average child must come in 
contact with the library in order to

Martha Wilson believes that the li- 
brary should not be used as a study- 
hall if it is to fulfill its purpose in op- 
erating efficiency in the school program 
because the enforced attendance, rigid 
discipline makes it lose its true signif- 
icance. The librarians time should be 
free to quite and not to be taken up 
with police duty. The library is or- 
ganized for individual growth, the study 
hall for group supervision; the library 
develops initiative, the study hall dis- 
courages it. The study hall implies a 
formal arrangement, a definite task, a 
r-uiel undisturbed atmosphere. In the 
the library the student walks infor- 
mally to a table of his choice, deposits 
his books, consults the librarian if she 
is free to help — all which makes for 
the development of the individual. The 
oomoination of the library and study 
nail means the elimination of the li- 
brary for all practical purposes of all 
except those occupying the room at 
that time. 

The library reading room should be 
reserver, for library use and not used 
for meetings that interfere with the 
students. The library should be es- 
sentia Hv a reading room for reference 
work and recreational reading and 
should not be converted into a study 
hall or a place for supervised study. 

This account was taken from Miss 
Jane Hunter’s paper dealing with the 
high school library.

Charleston. W. Va.— The drinking 
driver. America’s chief menace to high- 
way safety, also can be held to scorn 
in West Virginia on the basis of a one- 
month survey announced today by the 
Department of Public Safety. 

Figures for the month of June, just 
released, show that out of 24 fatal ac- 
cidents the motor vehicle operator who 
could not mix whiskey with his steer- 
ing, very likely was to blame in eight 
cases. There were 26 killings in all 
last month and one of those was a pe- 
destrian believed to be under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor. 

The survey points out what State 
troopers and highway safety bureau 
officials have long suspected and what 
national investigations have proved in 
as many as 60 per cent of the cases. 

Speeding and carelessness, too, are 
to blame, but not quite so frequently 
in fatal accidents. In a total of 227 
accidents reported to the bureau for 
June, however, there were 62 cases in 
which “excess speed’’ was listed as the 
probable cause. The “careless driver” 
was responsible for 43 more. 

Careless pedestrians were charged 
with helping to cause 18 accidents and 
just to prove that the odds are against 
you, if struck by an automobile or 
truck, seven men and three women 
walked to their deaths during June.

GALL ON EXTENDED VACATION 

Miss Lena M. Gall, education, spent 
her vacation visiting interesting places 
along the Atlantic coast and in Can- 
ada. 

Part of her time was spent in tour- 
ing. the state of Virginia. Some of 
the most interesting places were the 
Luray Caverns, Mary Baldwin College, 
Staunton, Virginia, Virginia Military 
Institute and Washington and Lee' at 
Lexington. The Universitv of Virginia 
at Charlottesville and the Natural 
Bridge, one of the wonders of Ameri- 
ca. 

Among some of Virginia’s historic 
homes that she visited was Thomas 
Jefferson’s home at Monticello; Ash- 
lawn, the early home of Patrick Hen- 
ry, and Kinmore, the birthplace of 
George Washington’s mother.

Turner Travels Across 
Equator On Long Trip 


Mis Ella Mae Turner. English, and 
Miss Ruth Walls, member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the State Educa- 
tional Association, were official dele- 
gates to the World Federation of Edu- 
cation Association in August. It was 
planned to hold the congress in Rio de 
Janerio but due to the political situa- 
tion it was necessary to have the meet- 
ings on board their cruise liner and 
at San Juan. Puerto Rico. 

The following is a brief survey of 
their South American cruise: 

Miss Turner left Hoboken. New’ Jer- 
sey on board the “Rotterdam” July 
6 The first stop on their cruise was 
at Nassau. Here some of the passengers 
viewed the marine life at Hog Island 
from glass-bottomed boats while others 
took sight-seeing trips around the is- 
land. Nassau was the only place where 
a storm occurred on the entire trip. 

At Havana 

j The next stop was at Havana where 
they were received at the presidential 
palace by ther president ond other of- 
ficials. They were also the guests 
of schol officials at a luncheon in a 
school maintained for orphans, whose 
fathers had been killed either in in 
industry or in war. Here, among 
other places, the passengers visited a 
modern cigar factory and the Trop- 
ical Gardens. 

The boat next docked at Kingston, 
Jamacia. Both here and at Nassau 
many natives came out to the bor<. 
and offered to dive for coins. There 
were also markets at both places where 
articles made by the natives were for 
sale. A sight-seeing trip was made 
to Spanish Town, the former capital 
of the island, and also the Botanical 
Gardens where a beautiful collection 
of orchids was seen. 

It was while Miss Turner was at 
Cura Coa. Dutch West Indies, that 
she saw the German vessel, Columbus, 
which later left its passengers in Ha- 
vana. 

Laguaria. the chief port of Ven- 
zzula. and Caracas, the capital, were 
next visited. At Caracas, even though 
it is within 10 degrees of the equator, 
the air is very cool because of the ele- 
vation. A special point of interest at 
Caracas was the home of the Ven- 
ezulan hero. Bolivar. 

One of Miss Turner’s most interest- 
ing experiences took place several days 
before she reached Pernambuco. Brazil. 
Here the liner crossed the equator and 
its passengers were initiated into King 
Neptune's kingdom. A number of the 
men passengers were either shaved or 
ducked at this time, and at the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies each passen- 
ger received a certificate declaring 


that he had been received into Nep- 
tune’s domain. 

Next they went to Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, a beautiful modern citv. Al- 
though it was mid-winter in Buenos 
Aires the weather resembled that of 
our early fall. At this city they vis- 
ited the Botanical Gardens, the race 
course. Recaleta Cemetery and also 
some native schools, where the strict- 
ness of discipline was especially evi- 
dent. 

I One day of the cruise was spent in 
! Montevideo, the capital of Uruguay. 
i which is also a famous summer resort. 
However, since it was mid-winter most 
of the hotels were closed. Here many 
points of interest were visited includ- 
ing the capital and the Centennial 
Stadium. 

After leaving Montevideo they ar- 
rived at Santos. Brazil. From here 
they traveled by train up the mountains 
to Sao Paulo, which is near the great 
coffee producing highlands. They also 
visited a snake farm at Bulantan. Bra- 
zil. from which serums are sent to all 
parts of South America. 

Probably the most interesting part 
of the trip was their stay of several 
days at Rio de Janerio, which has 
one of the most beautiful harbors in 
the world. Among the sight-seeing 
tours made here was a trip to Car- 
cavado. a mountain 2,300 feet high on 
the summit of which is a famous statue 
of “Christ, the Redeemer.” Another 
tour was made through the mountains 
to the Petropalis, which was the sum- 
mer home of the emperors of Brazf* 
While in Brazil the members of the 
cruise were entertained by the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. 

They also stopped at Bahai and at 
the Port of Spain, Trinidad. Near 
Trinidad they saw the government 
cocoa plantations. 

One of the most enjoyable parts of 
the trip to Miss Turner was her stay 
at San Juan. Puerto Rico. The pas- 
sengers received a thrill when they en- 
tered the harbor to see the U. S. flag 
flying over Morro Castle and to hear 
the guns saluting. At San Juan they 
were entertained at a reception at the 
governor’s palace. 

The cruise left Puerto Rico on the 
afternoon of August 24 and arrived in 
Hoboken on August 28, having spent 
53 days on the trip.

Charleston, W. Va. — Highway fa- 
talities, biggest thorn in the sides of 
safety experts throughout the U. S„ 
took a sudden and unexpected jump 
in West Virginia following the estab- 
lishment of a new “low” on August 1, 
State Police anonunced. 

Eighteen lives were lost on State 
roads during July, the lowest number 
for any single month in more than 
five years, completing 12 months in 
which each 30-day period had shown a 
decrease over the same month a year 
: earlier. Then, without warning and ap- 
j parently without reason, the “death 
list” mounted to 32 during August and 
apparently seems destined to keep 
climbing during September. 

Whether vacation travel or simply 
a general let-down on the part of the 
driving public is responsible, officials 
of the department’s accident preven- 
tion bureau cannot state, but it does 
mean there can be no auiting now. 
Throughout the field State Troopers 
have been instructed to continue their 
highway vigilance with a view to cut- 
ting — and keep cutting — road fatalities. 

It was pointed out that Kanawha 
county added four deaths, two of which 
occurred within Charleston’s city limits, 
during August, bringing its 1939 total 
to 26. Fayette had as many, giving 
it a total of 10, while Cabell— with 
two deaths in the city of Huntington- 
had three more fatalities along with 
Harrison and Raleigh counties. 

Counties adding two deaths each 
during the month were Mercer, Mingo 
and Tucker. Credited with one fa- 
tality each were McDowell, Ohio, Wood. 
Marshall. Brooke, Mineral. Roane, 
Jackson and Clay counties. 

Only nine counties out of the State’s 
55 remain “deathless” for the year. 
They are Wetzel, Summers, Upshur. 
Ritchie, Webster, Doddridge, Grant, 
Morgan and Wirt.

Fifty-six superannuated West Vir- 
ginia teachers have been granted the 
first State pensions for educators un- 
der the system set up by the 1939 
legislature. 

The State Teachers Retirement Fund 
Board, composed of the State Board 
of Education, approved the pensions 
Monday in amounts ranging from $20 
to $43 monthly. State Superintendent 
of Schools W. W. Trent estimated the 
56 pensions approved will require from 
$20,000 to $22,000 of tiie $50,000 annual 
appropriation. The board, in promul- 
gating its regulations, included super- 
visors. principals. superintendents, 
county superintendents, assistant coun- 
ty superintendents, public school librar- 
ians “or any other persons employed 
for instruction purposes in the State 
public school system.” in the pension 
act.

ENROLLMENT 

ANNOUNCED 


The following tabulation of the 
student enrollment for the fall term of 
1939 at Shepherd College has been re- 
leased from the office of Dean Kena- 
mond and shows that two hundred and 
forty-nine of the three hundred and 
two resident students are day students 
while fifty-three are night students. 

Of the three hundred and two 
students enrolled eleven are graduate 
students; twenty-three are fourth- 
year elementary education; twepty- 
eight are fourth-year secondary edu- 
cation; forty are third-year elementary 
education; thirty-eight are third-year 
secondary education; thirty-nine are 
second-year elementary education; 
thirty-eight are second-year secon- 
dary education; twenty-eight are first- 
year elementary education; fifty-five 
are first year secondary education; and 
two are unclassified. 

Of the total enrollment the freshmen 
lead with eighty-three, followed by the 
sophomores with seventy-seven, the 
juniors with seventy-eight, and the 
seniors with fifty-one. 

.The total enrollment for women 
in the college is one hundred and fifty- 
eight; seven graduates, twenty-eight 
seniors, forty-four juniors, thirty-eight 
sophomores. and thirty-nine fresh- 
men. The men number one hundred 
and forty-four; four graduates, twen- 
ty-three seniors, thirty-four juniors, 
thirty-nine sophomores, and forty- 
four freshmen. 

The extension classees formed total 
forty-one students. Of these students 
four are graduates, nine are seniors, 
twenty-five are juniors, one is a sopho- 
more and one is unclassified. 

The total enrollment to October 6 is 
three hundred and forty-one includ- 
ing the day and night resident students 
and the extension classes.

Shepherd State Teachers College has 
been approved by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority in Washington as one of the 
training institputions for civilian fliers. 

The college has been allotted ten 
students for the present year. They 
will be selected on the basis of phy- 
sical and mental tests. More than 
forty students enrolled in the regular 
college courses have expressed them- 
selves as interested in the pilot train- 
ing work. 

Under the plan the student must pay 
$30 which the government will supple- 
ment for the ground training that is 
to be done at the college, and the 
government will also pay the recognized 
pilot $270 per student for the actual 
piloting work. The student’s $30 cov- 
ers physical exams, textbooks, etc. 

One pilot at the Martinsburg air- 
port, Mike Mowery, and one at the 
Hagerstown, Md., airport, James Hen- 
son. will be considered for the post 
of flying instructor. Mr. Ernest Stutz- 
man of the department of physics 
yill conduct the ground work. 

President W. H. S. White has an- 
nounced that students who have been 
in college in former years, but who have 
not completed their work and are 
interested in taking the course, may 
, yet be permitted to enroll at the 
college as college students and make 
themselves eligible for this training. 

The CAA regulations are that all 
students enrolled in the Pilot Train- 
ing Course must be regularly enrolled 
students of the college. Preference 
will be given in the selection to those 
who have completed one or more 
years of regular college work. For 
Ihis reason there might conceivably 
be an opportunity open for those who 
have not yet enrolled this year at the 
college. The cost of the course for 
the full training, which would be com- 
- -1 dnrins this college year, will 
be $90.00 for the entire year, including 
| the college enrollment fees and the 
special Pilot Training fee. All insur- 
ance, medical examination and text- 
j book fees are paid out of the student’s 
enrollment fee; hence, there is no other 
ocst than those named. All students 
not at present enrolled at college, 
should look into the matter at once 
if interested in the Pilot’s Training 
Course.

4-H AND COLLEGE WORK 


Although this editorial is addressed 
to freshmen, it might be well for 
upper classmen, as well, to take heed.

STUDENTS SEE TEXTILE MOVIE 


A movie on the transportation of 
textile fibres into fabrics was shown 
in the auditorium Thursday. October 
6. at 2.15 o’clock. Mr. J. K. Miller, a 
trained member of the educational 
staff of Collins and Aikman Corpora- 
tion of New York, showed the film. 

The movie recorded interesting com- 
parison between old and new methods i 
0 f manufacture in an industry that ; 
is one of the world’s oldest. Anima- j 
tion sequences clearly showed how 
various types of fabrics are woven. | 
The fabrics dealt with were upholstery 
fabrics in particular, fabrics which 
are manufactured for the automobile, 
furniture, bus. railway, and aviation 
industries. Much of the content, how- 
ever, was also applicable to other 
types of fabrics in general use. 

The fabrics that were most thorough- 
ly described were velvet and flat fab- 
rics. Some of the most important pro- 
cesses that the raw material has to go 
through before it becomes a piece of 
cloth are the sorting, scouring, wash- 
ing. drying, carding, combing, draw- 
ing. twisting, weaving and dying. The 
pile in the velvet used in upholstery 
today is a much shorter and denser up- 
right surface. 

The movie was attended by some of 
the classes in the college that were 
especially interested in the inner work- 
ings of a modern textile mill. The 
home economics students from the local 
high school also attended. 


The 4-H Club is a national organ- 
ization for boys and girls, from the 
ages of ten to twenty.

Girls majoring in 
home economics find the 4-H work is of 
great value. When it comes to sewing 
and cooking the students who have 
been 4-H members always shine. They 
just seem to know why and how to do 
everything. Students who have been 
members of a 4-H Club are not shy 
when they come to college. They have 
learned how to make friends and they 
know how to be friendly. They know 
how to work and are not afraid to ! 
study, because 4-H work helps to make 
well rounded citizens.

In these places the 4-H Club 
has done much in bringing these boys 
and girls in contact with the outside 
world. Boys and girls who have never 
been away from home find going to 
4-H camp will help them when it 
comes to going away to college.

Shepherd Loses To 
Potomac State 13-0 


Rumsey Regiment Initiates 


Last Saturday the Shepherd Rams 
dropped a 13-0 decision to the Potomac 
Slate eleven when Ayersman, of the 
Catamounts, snagged a pass and went 
to the Rams 3-yard line. Then a 24- 
yard dash by Harmon over guard in the 
fourth period gave the Catamounts 
their hard won 13-0 victory over the 
Rams, at Fairfax Field Saturday, Oc- 
tober 14. 

The running attack of the Rams 
was stopped completely. The only 
threatening gesture of scoring came 
when the Rams staged an aerial at- 
tack late in the second quarter, after 
the Catamounts had a 6-0 lead. 

Shepherd started their march down 
the field when Woodson snagged a pass 
heaved by Lally and reeled off a first 
down, which put the ball on Potomac 
State’s 42-yard line. 

After Riggleman picked up 3 yards 
around end, Gainer flipped a pass to 
Formichelli which, though fumbled, was 
recovered by Woodson for another first 
down on the 25-yard line, which put 
the ball deep in the Catamount’s ter- 
ritory. 

Gainer shot . a 13-yard pass, and, 
with Lally making a spectacular catch 
put the ball on Potomac State’s 12-yard 
line. 

His next try fell incomplete in the i 
end zone. A place kick formation 
with Ambrose back, faked a kick and 
passed to Staubs but fell short. Po- 
tomac State took possession of the 
ball on their own 12-yard line. 

The Catamounts chalked up their 
first score on a pass from Hughes to 
Halley, who advanced the ball from 
the 22 up to the 3-yard stripe. At this 
point the Shepherd forward wall was 
impossible to penetrate for three con- 
secutive downs. Ayersman plunged 
across for the touchdown on the final 
try. Hughes’ place-kick for the extra 
point was wide. 

In the third Quarter the Rams made 
a desperate attempt to tally when Am- 
brose attempted a placement from the 
Catamount’s 35-yard line. The boot 
was accurate, but a little short. 

About midway in the final period 
the Catamounts made another attempt 
to score. The ball was advanced to 
the Rams’ 18-vard line on a series 
of line plunges by Hughes, Kight; 
Harmon was toting the ball. The 
march was apparently halted, when 
Harmon was thrown for a 7-yard loss 
on an attempted lateral. On the 
next play, a fake pass with Harmon 
carrying the ball, he ploughed through 
a hole at guard after evading three 
tacklers crossed the goal line standing 
up. Hughes place-kicked for the point 
'after) touchdown was good which 
made the score 13-0. 

Though the Shepherd Rams com- 
pleted but three of 14 passes their 
aerial attack proved to be their only 
offensive weapon. 

The Potomac eleven gained more 
territory by their line plunges than 
by aerial attack. The Catamounts 
completed three of ten tries, four of 
which were intercepted by the Rams' 
alert defense.

Shepherd Rams Win 
Over Carlisle, 13-0 

Rams carry fight to the Carlisle 
eleven throughout contest, click on un- 
usual play in the final quarter. Formi- 
chelli starred for the Rams by steal- 
ing the ball from the passer, which ac- 
counted for the first touchdown. Kline 
intercepts pass for second tally. Stuck- 
ey sufers a severe shoulder injury. 

The Shepherd Rams battled the 
Army Medical eleven to a 0-0 deadlock 
until the final quarter of the game, 
when the Ram’s powerhouse really 
went to work. The Rams were con- 
stantly carrying the fight to the Army 
eleven all through the game. Suddenly 
the break came when Bill Formichelli 
made a spectacular run for a touch- 
down after breaking through the line 
and stealing the ball from Brundzo of 
Carlisle who attempted to pass from 
the Ram’s 44-yard line. Formichelli 
ran the ball back to Medical’s 10- 
yard line, when just before being tackl- 
ed lateraled to Lally who crossed the 
goal line standing up. Ambrose’s at- 
tempted placement for the extra period 
was no good. 

A few minutes later an attempted 
Carlisle pass from the Medico’s 19-yard 
line was deflected by Gainer into the 
arms of Kline, center for the Rams, 
who ran the ball back to the Army’s 
18-yard line before being stopped. Rig- 
gleman and Gainer picked up 8 yards in 
two tries through the line which put 
the ball on the Army’s 10-yard stripe. 
Gainer, the hard-driving halfback for 
the Rams, went through on the next 
play for a first down. On the next 
play he plowed the center of the 
line for the second score. Huffman 
made the point after touchdown mak- 
ing the score read 13-0. 

In handing the Carlisle eleven its 
first defeat of the season, the Rams 
also hung up their first win of the 
season. 

The first half was featured by bril- 
liant kicking by Harper and Calhoun, 
for the Rams, and McClosky, for Car- 
lisle. An aerial atack was staged late 
in the second quarter when consecutive 
.passes from Gainer to Kershner, Lally 
to Stuckey, and Gainer to Lally ad- 
vanced the ball to the Army’s 18-vard 
line.

Louis Pasteur 
was shown as the first man to prove 
that microbes cause diseases, and gave 
him credit for being the chief factor in 
ilmproving medicinal practices.

ALUMNI NOTES 


The gas tank and also the light were 
mode from heavy five gallon paint 
buckets. The gas tank was cut down 
from a five gallon bucket and made 
to hold three gallons of gas. The ma- 
chine attains a speed of fifty miles an 


hour and runs forty miles to the gal- 
lon of gas. 

A tool chest just under the light was 
made from sheet iron and soldered to- 
gether. It is securely fastened to the 
framework by strap iron. 

The vacuum tank comes from a 1927 
Chevrolet and the gas is drawn by 
the vacuum tank from which it flows 
into the carbureater by gravity. 

The seat directly back of the motor 
was cut down from a seat of a 1927 
Chevrolet. 

The fender directly over the rear 
wheel was secured from a model A 
Ford, while the Shepherd College stick- 
er on the fender come from President 
White’s office. 

The machine has three speeds for- 
ward but no reverse, and has one brake 
system. Two screen door springs draw 
back the brake and clutch levers. 

There is no battery and the ignition 
system is operated from the magneto 
and the switch which turns on the if- 
nition is an ordinary electric light 
house switch. 

Asilvery covered exhaust pipe was 
once on an electric vaeuum sweeper. 

A chest situated between the right 
front wheel and the motor is Robert’s 
book case which he made himself.

The textile class with their teacher, 
Miss Jean Richmond, motored to Mar- 
tinsburg on Tuesday afternoon, Oc- 
tober 23, to the Berkeley Woolen Mill, 
where they were shown the interior 
by one of the foremen. 

They were shown the most important 
and interesting places of the mill which 
were the warehouse where the wool 
and other raw materials are kept, the 
room where the dirt and other for- 
eign matter is removed by being wash- 
ed in a solution of sulfuric acid. The 
wool is sent to the weaving room where 
it is woven into many different de- 
signs; it next goes to the room where 
it is dyed, and last of all it is sent 
to the finishing room where the ma- 
terial receives the finishing touches 
and is inspected for any flows or im- 
perfections. 

The wool that is used in the mill 
comes from Australia, New Zealand 
and the United States. The mill makes 
the raw product into material suitable 
for suits. About two hundred and 
fifty designs are turned out each day.

Thursday morning, November 16, 
nine delegates of the International Re- 
lations Club, with Dr. Scarborough 
and Miss Bartlett as faculty advisors, 
left Shepherdstown for Berea, Ky., 
where the Ohio Valley Conference of 
IRC’s met.

If one had been in the colony of 
Plymouth one frosty morning in Octo- 
ber, 1621, one might have seen four men 
starting out on a hunting expedition. 
This was no ordinary day’s sport 
but a special mission; these men had 
been commissioned by Governor Brad- 
ley to find wild game for a feast of 
Thanksgiving. Thus began the first 
Thanksgiving day. 

The Pilgrims felt they had much to ' 
be thankful for; the first harvest had 
been gathered in and it was a plentiful 
one. After a winter and spring of se- 
vere cold, famine and other troubles 
they could look forward to the coming 
winter as one of peace and prosperity, i 
The first Thanksgiving Day was a 
day for rejoicing and of true thanks- j 
giving. 

These people had come to Plymouth ; 
in December, 1620, leaving behind them I 
a life of hardships and religious strug- , 
gle in England. They knew nothing 
of the country to which they came and 
were unprepared for the difficulties 
they were forced to undergo that first j 
winter — severe cold, shortage of food, i 
struggles with the Indians and disease. 
Nearly half the company perished dur- 
ing that first winter. 

With the coming of spring the re- 
maining settlers began clearing' the 
land for their crops. They made 
friends with the Indians who taught 
them much and helped with the ac- 
tual labor. When harvest time came 
there was an abundance of everything 
— barley, fruits, berries, and corn. 
As well as a plenteous harvest they 
had built substantial houses and had 
learned to adapt themselves to their, 
-ew manner of living. 

In a spirit of gratitude these people 
’•esolved to hold a feast of Thanksgiv- 
ing: plans were made for the entire 
day and their Indian friends were to 
be invited. Four men were commis- 
sioned to find game and their wives 
and daughters were to spend the day 
cooking and preparing for the feast. 

What a comnany was present to eat 
this first feast of Thanksgiving. At 
the head of the board sat Massasoit. the 
old Indian King, with Governor Brad- 
>v beside him. Captain Miles Stand- 
ish was seated at the board with nine- 
*»■ Indian braves and the other white 
hosts. Back and forth from the kitch- 
en went Priscilla and the other girls 
carrying hot dishes. 

Tire feasting lasted for three days; 
™d for fear there wouldn’t be enough 
to eat. Massasoit sent out five of his 
• •’'ves to bring more game. Between 
•eats” they held games and contests 
between Indians and colonists. 

Many people believe that the first 
Thanksgiving which approached our 
own celebration occurred in July. 1623. 
This was the first time the Governor 
Md appointed a specific day for 
Thanksgiving. There is no record of 
any public service of prayer and 
thanksgiving being held during the per- 
iod set aside in 1621: in 1623. however, 
the celebration was both religious and

The Mountaineers have scheduled 
“big league” opponents for their 1940 
grid season. 

Resumption of relations with the 
Fordham Rams and the Nittany Lions 
next season marks the first appearance 
of a West Virginia team in the East 
against any major foe for several years. 

Not since 1933 .when the Mountain- 
eers played Wisconsin, has it played 
many teams rating high in collegiate 
standings. In 1933 the Wisconsin game 
was the first time since 1922 that the 
grid team had played a Big Ten elev- 
en. It was in 1922 that the Mountain- 
eers met and defeated Indiana 33-0. 

Temple, the big team in 1932, was 
met for the first time and Marquete 
ranked as a top-notcher on their grid 
card. In 1933 they played Wisconsin 
and in 1934 Ohio University rated as 
*■005 on their playing record. Since 
that year the only two teams of ex- 
ceptional rating that they encountered 
are Michigan State and Pittsburgh with 
Georgetown on their regular schedule 
With the large teams scheduled next 
year it would seem that West Virginia 
University’s footballers are on the up- 
beat and that because larger teams are 
encountered players will have more 
chance for national recognition.

GARDINER GIVES 
McMURRAN SKETCH 


Mrs. Mabel Henshaw Gardiner has 
had prepared and has given to the 
school library a sketch of the life of 
Joseph McMurran, the founder and first 
president of Shepherd College. 

The Kaleidoscope, an annual publish- 
ed by the students of Hampden-Sidney 
College, contained in its tenth volume 
published in 1902 this sketch of Mr. 
McMurran, which was written by Rev. 
Charles Ghiselin, a friend of Mr. Mc- 
Murran’s, at the request of the presi- 
dent of Hampden-Sidney College, Rev. 
Richard Mcllwaine. 

A few brief facts concerning the life 
and educational career of Mr. McMur- 
ran are given below. 

Joseph McMurran was bom of 
Scotch-Irish parents on a farm about 
three miles south of Shepherdstown. 
When 18 years old he joined the Shep- 
herdstown Presbyterian Church and 
for 54 years was a loyal member of 
that church. 

After securing the foundation for his 
education in the neighborhood, Mr. 
McMurran went to Delaware College, 
:hen to Union College, N. Y., and fin- 
ally to Hampden-Sidney College, Vir- 
jinia, where he secured his A. B. and 
A. M. degrees. While still a student 
at Hampden-Sidney Mr. McMurran 
prepared himself for teaching the ! 
youth of the country. 

Immediately after his graduation he j 
began teaching. He taught in various 1 
schools in the South until the time of 
the Civil War. At that time he joined 
the Army of Virginia and continued 
in service throughout the war. 

Several- years after the war Mr. Me- 
Murran secured the free use of the old ! 
court house building in Shepherdstown ! 
and organized Shepherd College in 
1872. This was a classical and scien- 
tific school organized under an in- 
corporated board of trustees, in con- 
nection with which the legislature soon 
established a Branch State Normal 
School. For ten years he was president 
of the college and in that time prepar- 
ed for service 65 teachers, in addition to 
l number of ministers, lawyers, farm- ( 
ers. etc. 

i Mr. McMurran was also president of 
the county Board of Education for 
| many years and for five years was a 
member of the West Virginia State 
Board of Examiners of Teachers’ In- 

titutes. 

He continued to play an active part 
in education until his retirement in 

832. twenty years before his death.

He showed how the Indians took 
blocks of stone, they used hammar 
stone and made arrow heads. He show- 
ed a beautiiul quartz arrow head that 
was transparent. It is one of the most 
valuable and most beautiful arrow 
heads of its kind in the world. It w as 
found near Raleigh, North Carolina. 

M. Wolf said that Oregon and terri- 
tory along the Columbia River was the 
best place to find Indian stones. 

He showed many arrow heads, fish 
tail spears, tomahawks and many chips 
of stones used for ornaments and gifts. 

Mr. Wolf told many interesting stories 
about the collection he has. He has 
stones and relics from many states 
I in the United States.

At the meeting of the West Vir- 
ginia Physical Education Association a K 
Wheeling Dr. Harold D. Myers from the 
Sociology Department of the University 
of North Carolina gave a splendid talk 
on “Seeing Recreation Through Phy- 
sical Education." Excerpts from his 
talk are passed on by Miss Bratleb*. 
as being of general interest. 

Dr. Myers stated. “Every known form 
of social pathology from alcholism to 
suicide is on the increase” and declared, 
“physical recreation is the most potent 
medicine for mental ills.” Dr. Mye* 
listed five important points as follows 

1. Recreation is rapidly assuming 
one of the fundamental social processes 
of the nation and along with work 
and religion forms the three main fac- 
tors of a man’s being and that every 
hour and day the forces of recreation 
are increasing. 

2. Recreational illiteracy is as dan- 
gerous. or more so. than educational 
illiteracy. The tempo of time demands 
we become recreationally literate. 

3. The time has come when recrea- 
tion and health should become the 
function of the government. 

4. The time has come when we can- 
not allow anybody and everybody to 
lead in this field. Not everyone car, 
teach games— trained leadership is the 
demand of the hour. 

5. We should soon get rid of the idea 
that — “She’s just a recreation worker.*” 
“A recreationalist is a salesman of joy” 
and therefore vital in our world today

Textile Class Inspects 
Martinsburg Factory 

The textile class with their teacher, 
Miss Jean Richmond, motored to Mar- 
tinsburg on Tuesday afternoon, Decem- 
ber 5, to the Interwoven Mill, where 
I they were shown the Interior by one of 
the foremen. 

They saw the processes of manu- 
facturing socks from the yarns of var- 
ious fibers on through to the finished 
product which is now being put in 
Christmas boxes. The mill makes men’s 
socks exclusively. 

The Interwoven Mill has been the 
leader in style for the last twelve years. 
Socks made in the mill are made from 
rayon, wool, cotton, silk and combina- 
tions of some of these fibers. 

Dfyes used in the socks are made by 
the mill. Some of the hose are dyed 
very brilliant colors while others are 
dyed in very conservative colors — all 
depending where’ the socks are to be 
shipped. 

The mill has an output of fifteen 
Dorothea Bamer, Evelyn Ellis, Bettie 
present time one thousand seven hun- 
dred and, thirty-five people are em- 
ployed.

Practically all of them 
come from excellent and influential 
families. 

I The great question is, “What of to- 
morrow?” Are the morals of girls be- 
coming so low that their attitudes are 
more or less universal? As the author 
of the magazine article sees it, the at- 
titude of boys and girls makes no sound 
provision for the future, except for ec- 
onomic security. The philosophy seems 
to be; "Seize the pleasure or advan- 
tage of the moment; let tomorrow look 
out for itself.” — Agnes Wright.

The schools of Jefferson county, both 
elementary and secondary, have been 
hard hit the past several weeks by an 
epidemic of flu.

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RELATIONS CLUB 
DISCUSSES TRADE 


The regular bi-monthly meeting of 
the International Relations Club was 
held Monday evening, February 26. with 
the newly elected president, Rev. Lave- 
ly D. Gruber in charge. A group dis- 
cussion was held on the question : 
“Should the United States continue 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements pro- 
gram?” 

The trade program is based on the 
principle of equal treatment for all na- 
tions who agree not to discriminate 
against the United States. It works to 
reduce trade barriers on a world front. 
Under it twenty-one nations with whom 
we carry on three -fifts of all our for- 
eign commerce, have signed tirade 
agreements with us in a drive for eco- 
nomic cooperation among nations. Ec- 
onomics, politics and national defense 
have 'become so intermingled that it 
is impossible to separate them. Econ- 
omists and statesmen agree, however, 
that the lowering of trade barriers 
would go a long way toward solving 
the present world problems. Is the 
reciprocal trade program of the United 
States today the one constructive ef- 
fort toward this end? 

The five questions used as a basis for 
the discussion were: 1, do you consider 
that the high standard of living in the 
United States was induced by a pro- 
tected tariff, by free trade between the 
states, or by mass production methods 
and specialization of labor? 2. Consid- 
ering the comparatively high wage rate j

ZETA SIGMAS GIVE

Dr. Ash At Kappa 
Delta Pi Convention 


Dr. W. H. S. White attended the 
American Association of Teachers Col- 
leges and the American Association of 
School Administration in their seven- 
tieth annual convention at St. Louis, 
Missouri. February 24 tod 29. Both are 
departments of the National Education 
Association of the United States. 

The American Association is the 
standardizing agency for all teachers 
colleges in the United States. Of par- 
ticular interest and importance to the 
students of Shepherd College is the 
maintaining of its class A rating. 

Among the outstanding speakers at 
the convention were Dr. William Lyon 
Phelps, of the Literary department at 
Yale University; Irvin S. Cobb, famous 
writer and lecturer, and Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam, Resident Bishop of 
the Boston area of the Methodist 
Church. 

The outstanding award medal for 
educational service for educational suc- 
cess in the United States was present- 
ed to Dr. Phelps, who delivered an ad- 
dress on "The High Art of Teaching.” 

There were about sixty-five West 
Virginians in attendance at the con- 
vention, representing all parts of the 
state, and many different types of 
professional service. President White 
also noted many former West Virgin- 
ians, who now hold outstanding pasi- 
tions in the field of education outside 
of the state. Among these were Dr. 
Ward Keesecker. of the office of Edu- 
cation at Washington. D. C.: Supt. 
Dwight McQuilkin. of Roanoke, Va.; 
and Supt. Guy Donley, of Hobbes. New 
Mexico. 

Although there was no one theme 
carried throughout the convention, the 
theme of the first general session. 
“Character Building for Future Amer- 
ican Citizenship,” influenced the trend 
of all the succeeding sessions. 

In selecting what was possibly the 
highlight of the six-day convention, 
Dr. White chose “Musical Americana,” 
a dramatic Portrayal of American mu- 
sic, presented bv a cost of two thou- 
sand students from several of the St. 
Louis high schools. The scene por- 
traying the upward struggle of the ne- 
gro people received exceptional ap- 
plause. This showed the continued 
struggle of humanity for the attain- 
ment of the promise of eternal life. 

An incident of human interest hap- 
pened in one of the sessions when Dr. 
White and Dr. Ash learned that a 
friend of Mrs. Ash from Memphis, 
Tenn.. was sitting just back of them. 
Mrs. Ash and Miss Lowery had taught 
together in the schools of Memphis. 
Dr. White also met many friends of 
Miss Florence Shaw at the convention; 
most of whom were students with 
Miss Shaw at the Kirks ville State 
Teachers College, Kirksville. Missouri.

KENAMOND ADDRESSES THE 
MARTINSBURG ROTARIANS 


Dr. I. O. Ash was in St. Louis March 
4-6 representing the local chapter of 
Kappa Delta Pi at the national con- 
ference. The meeting accurs biannual- 
ly and generally meets at the same 
time and place as the National Edu- 
cation Association. 

The conference was attended by stu- 
dents from 120 chapters of Kappa Delta 
Pi, representing schools from the Pa- 
cific coast to Maine and Florida. It 
was primarily a business conference 
and many interesting and valuable 
discussions took place. 

It was brought to the attention of 
the members that the United States 
government requires Kappa Delta Pi 
to come under the provisions of the 
Social Security Act and the cost to the 
fraternity will be about $1,500. 

Other discussions had to do with 
what the various chapters can do to 
benefit their respective institutions; 
such as providing student loans, sup- 
ply libraries with new books, period- 
icals, etc., bringing speakers to the 
campus, and arranging educational 
tours.

Dean A. D. Kenamond. appearing 
at the regular weekly luncheon meet- 
ing of the Martinsburg Rotary Thurs- 
day, March 7, spoke on the matter of 
vocation in relation to the apparent 
downward trend of employable age 
limits. 

Quoting the statement that “death 
begins at 40,” Dean Kenamond said 
that the problem of older men in mod- 
ern civilization is to attain a flexibility 
of character whereby they will be 
enabled to overcome an “emotional 
resistance which is at the base of 
man’s inertia.” He presented evidence, 
purporting to show only a small per- 
centage of men past forty-five who re- 
ceive new positions and indicating that 
most men past forty-five have passed 
the production peak, according to age- 
preferences established by large indus- 
tries. 

The attainment of character flex- 
ibility, Dean Kenamond contended, is 
necessary if the older individual is to 
place himself on the same production 
peak level attained by younger, more 
flexible men who have no emotional 
habits, antagonistic to change.

FORMER PRESIDENT 
OF COLLEGE DEAD 


Word was received here of the death 
of Augustus C. Kimler, 85. former prin- 
cipal of Shepherd College, and whose 
death ended a career of fifty-nine years 
of teaching in the public schools. He 
died in Waynesboro, Virginia, on Mon- 
day, February 26 , where he had liv- 
ed for many years. 

Prof. Kimler came to Shepherd Col- 
lege in 1892 and served until 1901. 
During his administration the first 
building erected at Shepherd College 
as State expense was completed in the 
late fall of 1896 at a cost of $16,000. 
This building w*as situated north of 
McMurran hall. It was destroyed by 
fire March 1, 1901. Still during his 
administration the State made avail- 
able in 1901 the sum of $25,000 for a 
new building. There had been receiv- 
ed previously the sum of $8,000 which 
represented the insurance claim on the 
destroyed building. During the sum- 
mer a contract was let for the new 
building, which has come to be known 
is Knutti hall, or the administration 
juilding, and which cost $35,000. He 
eturned to Shepherd but once follow- 
ng his services here, that time for the 
ilumni reunion of 1917 when the grad- 
uating class of 1897 presented his 
framed portrait to the college. This 
portrait hangs on the wall of the sec- 
ond floor corridor in Knutti hall, be- 
tween rooms 23 and 24. 

Prof Kimler was bom May 21, 1854, 
in Smithsburg, Md., of German-Amer- 
ican parents. His father, Joseph Kim- 
ler, a native of the Black Forest region 
of Germany, came to this country at 
the age of 10. His mother was Cath- 
erine Hartman Kimler. 

Prof Kimler received his early educa- 
tion in the common schools of Smiths- 
burg, graduating at the age of 16. At 
the age of 16 he accepted a teaching 
position and after five years at a Wash- 
ington county, Md., school he matricu- 
later at Franklin and Marshall College, 
Lancaster, Pa., where after three years 
he was graduated in the class of 1878. 

From college he was offered a posi- 
tion in Rockingham county, Va., and 
after serving as tutor in the Rocking- 
ham private school for three years, 
ne went to MsGaheysville where he 
built up that school from a one-room 
building. Eight years at McGaheys- 
ville and Prof. Kimler moved to New 
Market where he met Miss Mary Vir- 
ginia Price who was later to become 
his wife and companion until her 
death in 1922. It was following a 
three year stay at New Market that 
came to Shepherd as principal. 

After his stay at Shepherdstown 
came thre years as principal of Ceredo 
and Kenova. W. Va.. schools and then 
two more sessions as principal of 
Fayettesville Academy. From there he 
went Rappahannock county. Virginia, 
where he taught for three years and 
from the latter position went to 
Waynesboro. Va.. in 1909 as principal 
of public sohools. He served as such 
until 1928, a period of 19 years. He 
was retained in active work there how- 
ever until 1933 as instructor in Latin 
and mathematics. In 1928 he was nam- 
ed city judge and presided over the 
city civic and public court of Waynes- 
boro until 1934 when he retired when 
the trial system became effective. Since 
then he had devoted much of his time 
to his hobbies of gardening and rais- 
ing flowers.

VISIT ANTIETAM 


“War is a contest carried on by force 
of arms, by which each seeks to force 
its will upon the other. While war 
is the opposite of peace, it has for its 
aim the establishment of peace.” 

The above definition of war was 
clearly brought out to the students of 
history when they made a tour of 
Antietam battle field on February 29. 
Dr. Scarborough had long been dream- 
ing of the time when she could take 
her history classes to the Antietam 
battle field, and her dream became a 
reality on Thursday. February 29. 

The instructor at the battle field 
showed the class many of the crude 
weapons with which the two forces, 
Confederate and the Union, had to 
fight. The class was taken slowly over 
the battle field and shown the import- 
ant parts of the battle. The class was 
taken into a high tower. While here 
the instructor told the class that it was 
the bloodiest battle of the entire war. 
He also said that it was the first at- 
tempt by Lee to invade the North. 
The Confederate forces of 40.000 men 
were opposed by a Federal force of 
nearly double that number under Gen- 
eral McClellan. 


j He also told the class that the Fed- 
j eral dead numbered 12.400 and the 
, Confederate dead about 10,000. He 
! said this was a greater total than on 
any other day in the entire war. He 
.brought out the fact that the gener- 
1 alship of Lee was of the highest or- 
der.

ART SUBJECT 


Arthur Blizzard, ’40, who is majoring 
in art and English, has been doing 
practice teaching in the public school 
art class of Shepherd College. 

The children in the training school 
were Invited to the art department to 
view the clay modelings done by the 
ceramics class of Shepherd College. 


As we look about over the West 
Virginia sports field we find most of 
the state schools on the last lap of 
their current schedule. At this time 
the three outstanding teams seem to 
be Marshall, Glenville and Alderson- 
Broaddus. At this date Marshall’s 
Big Green seems to be tops, if com- 
parative scores mean anything. The 
herd boasts twenty-five victories in 
twenty-eight games. 

The biggest upset of the year was 
the 49-45 defeat handed the Glen- 
ville Pioneers by the Salem Tigers. 
The Pioneers had been undefeated in 
fifteen games so far this year, and it 
was the first defeat handed them on 
their home court in sixty-six games. 
Waynesburg College defeated them on 
their home court in 1937 for the last 
time until the Tigers come over to 
the little Gilmer county town to upset 
the dope bucket. 

Ken Griffith is the high scorer of 
the Broddus Battlers, and also of the 
state. In their last game Kenny scor- 
ed thirty points against Potomac State 
to run his total for the season to 410 
points, breaking the record set by Neil 
Sappington in 1936. Griffith also holds 
the record for points scored in one 
game with 40 that he scored against 
Concord in a recent game. 

Junior Rhodes of the Glenville Pion- 
eers is giving Griffith a hard battle 
for high scoring honors in the state. 
In the recent Battler -Pioneers game 
in which the Pioneers won 72-62 Rhodes 
and Griffith tied for -high scoring hon- 
ors for the evening with 34 markers 
each. They have both scored more 
than 400 Doints during the season. 

Glenville won their sixth West Vir- 
ginia conference crown in defeating 
Davis-Elkins 71-59 Monday night, 
March 4 and for the second consecu- 
tive year the Pioneers will enter the 
National Intercollegiate basketball 
tournament at Kansas City. The turun- 
ament dates are March 11-16. It was 
hoped by many West Virginia bas- 
ketball fans that Marshall would also 
enter the tournament with Glenville

Dr. Frank Butler Trotter, brother of 
Miss Jessie Trotter, died of a heart 
attack at his home in Morgantown. W. 
Va.. early Thursday morning, March 7. 
Dr. Trotter was born in Washington 
county. Ohio. February 27. 1863. Grad- 
uating from Roanoke College in 1890 
with the highest grade in his class he 
later attended Harvard for post-grad- 
uate work. He then became professor 
of Latin and modem languages at the 
West Virginia University and. with the 
exception of his years as president of 
that institution, remained as teacher 
until the Fall of 1939 when he retired 
due to failing health. Miss Jessie Trotter 
left Shepherdstown at once on learning 
of her brother’s death and will remain 
in Morgantown until after the funeral, 
which is to be held at the First Metho- 
dist Church on Saturday, March 9.

Baseball, that grand old national 
sport, took its stand in the sport lineup 
this week as the major leagues got off 
to a flying start Tuesday despite the 
weather. Some of the best opening 
day games in the history of the sport 
were played Tuesday. 

Bob Feller, Cleveland pitching ace, 
got aff to another good start with a 
no-hitter against the Chicago White 
Sox, for the first opening day no-hit- 
ter in the history of the sport. 

The world champion Yankees lost a 
close one to Connie Mack’s Philadel- 
phia Athletics. 

Old Mose Grove, the pride of Lona- 
coning, Maryland, and still the Boston 
Rex Sox’s throwing ace after twenty 
years of pitching in the majors, pitch- 
ed his best opening day game of his 
career against the Washington Sena- 
tors as he allowed them just two hits. 
Whitlow Wyatt, Brooklyn ace, got cred* 
it for the only other no-run game 
against the Boston Bees on opening 
day as the Brooklyn boys put on a little 
power to win 5-0. 

Hundreds of high school and college 
teams have already taken to the sod 
to seek fame in the spiked shoe game. 
Undoubtedly the biggest paying and 
most publicized game in the profes- 
sional bracket, baseball delights mil- 
lions of sports lovers throughout the 
United States annually.

Though the game was cut short of 
three innings, it went far enough to 
entitle the veteran rigthhander to win 
a place in the local hall of fame. It 
was the first no-hit, no-run perform- 
ance to be pitched since Coach New- 
come came to Shepherd fifteen years 
ago. It is also believed that it is the 
first of its kind ever to be recorded 
in the Shepherd College scorebook. 

Miller did not issue a walk during 
the contest and only two men reach- 
ed first base, getting on by the aid 
of two errors. Barring these two er- 
rors, Miller received excellent support 
from his teammates. 

The victory, the first in five years 
over Shippensburg. gave the Rams an 
even break in their games so far. The 
game also meant a .500 average for 
Miller, who was beaten by a close 
margin on his previous start. 

After two scoreless innings the Rams 
got their first two runs in the third on 
successive singles by Miller and Rig- 
gleman and a long double by Huff- 
man. Another pair of runs were gar- 
nered in the fourth as a result of 
Woodsons’ triple and the last score 
came in the last of the sixth just be- 
fore the rain ended the contest. 

With the exception of Lally shifting 
from the outfield to catcher, and Ton- 
alli taking over the left-field post, the 
same lineup was used as in the season’s 
opener. Huffman and Woodson led 
Shepherd’s offensive attack with two 
hits apiece.

RELATIONS CLUB

SHEPHERD COLLEGE BASEBALL TEAM 


The International Relations Club, in 
its regular bi-monthly meeting Mon- 
day. May 13, adopted a constitution 
by which the organization will be gov- 
erned in the future. The articles of 
this document include name, officers, 
membership, purpose and meetings of 
the club. 

According to the constitution, elec- 
tion of officers will be held annually 
at the last regular meeting of the 
second semester. A nominating com- 
mittee shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent at the meeting preceeding the 
election to report at the time of elec- 
tion. The Rev. Lavely G. Gruber, pres- 
ident. named Margaret Smith to serve 
as chairman of the nominating com- 
mittee, and James Ansell and Pauline 
Hawse to complete the committee. 

Scarborough Councilor 

Dr. Ruth Scarborough, faculty coun- 
cilor. presented information concerning 
the fourteenth Institute aof Public Af- 
fairs to be held at the University of 
Virginia. June 14 through June 24. 
The general theme of the institute will 
be “The United States and the World 
at War.” Hardy C. Dillard, profes- 
sor of law and assistant dean of the 
department of law at the University of 
Virginia, said the breadth of the theme 
was such as to give room for discus- 
sion of both national and international 
problems by men and women qualified 
to speak with authority. Specific dis- 
cussions of European, Pan-American 
and Asiatic problems in a warring world 
will be held before the round table on 
foreign affairs which will be linked with 
such issues as this nation’s foreign pol- 
icy, national defense and neutrality. 
Dr. Scarborough and several members 
of the local organization are planning 
to attend. It will be 0 T*en to the gen- 
eral public, and any student who will 
be in summer school and desires to at- 
tend are requested to contact Dr. Scar- 
borough or Mr. Gruber. 

Following the business session Saul 
Viener led a discussion on “Italy in the 
light of present developments.” Mr. 
Viener presented the position of Italy 
preceeding her entrance into the first 
World War. He showed the gradual 
trend which led her, step by step, on 
the side of the Allies. He then pre- 
sented a verbal picture of Italy’s po- 
sition in the present war situation, in- 
dicating the key position she holds. 
The comparison of the facts presented 
formed the basis for the group discus- 
sion on the expected direction of Italy’s 
power. 

Many of the unusual moves made re- 
cently by both sides in the war were 
considered as possible causes or pur- 
poses were given. 

This was the fourth in a series of 
meetings devoted to the theme of "A 
Permanent World Peace.”

COUNTY TEACHERS 
VISIT D. C. SCHOOLS 


On Tuesday. April 30, a group of 
student teachers and Jefferson county 
teachers accompanied by Florence 
Shaw, Lena Gall and Dean A. D. Ken- 
amond went to Washington to visit 
progressive schools. 

The group was divided into three 
sections and each section visited one 
school. 

Cobb School 

At the Cobb school headed by Dr. 
Stanley Cobb, educator and writer, the 
group observed a private progressive 
school made up of children who are 
misfits in the regular public schools. 

The school resembled a large home 
and had from six to eight teachers. 
As you walked into the primary rooms 
the activities being carried out there 
told you that spring is here. 

The teachers instructed the chil- 
dren by moving about from one child 
to the other showing them their mis- 
takes if they happened to be doing 
something wrong. Some of the texts 
used in this school are like those we 
use in our public schools. In arith- 
metic they use no basic text. 

After visiting the different rooms the 
group had a conference with Dr. Cobb. 
He said that many failures in school 
are due to the physical disability of 
the child. Here they are attempting 
to study the individual from every 
point of view. 

One of the outstanding things in 
this school was the devotional period 
"The Order of the Kingdom,” for the 
fifth and sixth grades. Each pupil gave 
a verse he had selected from the Bible 
and then Dr. Cook would connect the 
verse with present day happenings. 

Green Acres School 

The Green Acres school is private 
ultra progressive for children from two 
to nine years of age. This school, 
which also resembles a large home 
is supervised by Mrs. Coe. 

One of the most interesting things 
observed at this school was the gar- 
dening project which is being carried 
out by the children themselves. Each 
child does his own spading and plant- 
ing and takes care of his plot of ground. 
Cooperation seems to be one of the 
things stressed by the teachers. 

The faculty is made up of six teach- 
ers and a director. The basic qualifi- 
cations are past experience and the 
ability to work with children. 

Parkside School 

The third school was Parkside under 
the principalship of Miss Smith. 

This school has grades from one-to- 
six. The first three are in a new 
building separate from the upper grades

Here the children have control of 
the work that is being done. 

They first divide what they want to 
do then study how it should be done 
to obtain best results. 

The children work at their own rate 
of speed. The project observed was 
to be carried on for three more weeks 
and at this time they would be ready 
to display different types of homes 
from the colonial to the modern. A 
separate workshop was provided for 
the children to work in. 

One group was working on a pool, 
another is landscaping and soil con- 
servation while the children from 
grades one to three were beautifying 
their school lawn. 

An especially interesting piece of 
work was a map of North America 
made of different colors of cement 
showing rivers and mountain ranges. 
The map is about six feet long and is 
worked out on scale. 

This map is outside on the ground 
and the children like to watch the 
water flow down the Mississippi river 
into the Gulf when it rains. 

This school has an excellent library 
which is wholly in charge of the older 
pupils. They also managed a store 
when the lower grades came to buy 
supplies for school work. 

The object of the school is to make 
the children work as nearly independ- 
ent of the teacher as possible. 

The group also visited Kensington 
Junior High School. This school is 
widelv known as the only school of its 
tvpe in this section. One of the out- 
standing features is the lighting sys- 
tem which is controlled by an electric 
eve. When the room has insufficient 
light the electric eve becomes sensi- 
tive to the darkness and the lights 
automatically come on. 

All of the rooms have black glass 
on the left side. The black glass 
uneven ts glare. The gymnasium is 
light enough on clear days to take an 
ordinary camera picture.

The assembly of May 1 was presented 
under the auspices of the art depart- 
ment and drew a large gathering of 
students and town folk including sev- 
eral ministers of the town.

Bayless told of locating the maker of 
che glass that is being used, in a Pitts- 
burgh paint store. His name is Lawr- 
ence Saint and it was on Saint Lawr- 
ence Day that he came upon the secret 
of making glass in such a way as to 
give the impression that it had priceless 
gems imbeded within it. 

Mr. Bavless then described a num- 
ber of windows in detail. One was 
a window depicting the history of the 
church from the beginning even to the 
more modern development, that of 
spreading the gospel by airplane. The 
last window that has been completed 
is one giving the life history of Flor- 
ence Nightingale. Mr. Bayless showed 
slides of various sculptured figures and 
interpreted them and also showed a 
picture of a piece of tapestry dating 
back to the sixteenth century. 

In closing Mr. Bay less showed a 
number of familiar Washington land- 
marks and spoke of the Cathedral as 
an outstanding manument to the 
Christian Faith of the American people.

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CURRENT BIOGRAPHY 
ADDED TO LIBRARY 


A new monthly bulletin recently add- 
ed to the library is “Current Biogra- 
phy,” a sumulative bulletin of current 
biography published by the H. W. Wil- 
son Company. 

The purpose of this bulletin is to give 
biographical sketches of authors of best 
sellers, journalists, especially foreign 
correspondents now flooding the mar- 
ket with their comments, political lead- 
ers at home and abroad, scientists and 
physicians, industrial and labor leaders 
and of course radio and movie stars. 

Sketches of these people may be 
found in the numerous biographical 
distionaries; yet many of the names 
in the news are too recent to be found 
in the biographical dictionaries. The 
H. W. Wilson Company planned, there- 
for. a monthly cumulative biograph- 
ical service to meet this need. 

The determining factor for inclusion 
is the prominence of the subject in 
the news of the day. The service is 
international in scope and includes 
the names of persons who have come 
into prominence recently, and also in- 
dividuals already famous who are in 
the news now because of some recent 
event of interest and importance. The 
deaths of prominent persons is noted, 
with reference to previously published 
biographical information and current 
obituaries. References are made to 
obituaries appearing in representative 
newspapers in various parts of the 
country. 

Sketches vary in length according to 
the importance of the subject and the 
amount of material already in print. In 
all cases an effort has been made to 
give references to material of import- 
ance published elsewhere, and the pro- 
nunciation of difficult names is a fea- 
ture. 

The biographical information in the 
new publication is gathered from re- 
liable sources by a staff of trained and 
experienced research workers. In pre- 
paring the longer biographies an effort 
is made, when ever possible, to obtain 
information directly from the subject of 
the sketch, particularly when there is 
very little material already in print. 

To give the student an idea of some 
of the personages whose biographies 
are given in “Current Biography” there 
are in the Jan. -Feb. issue sketches of 
Ingrid Bergman. Milton Cross. Doug- 
las Fairbanks, Oscar Levant. Paul Mc- 
nutt, Elsa Schiaparelli, John Steinbeck 
and Lord Tweedsumir as well as many 
other well-known persons. In the 
March issue are sketches of James 
Cromwell, Thomas Corcoran, George 
Gallup. Eve Curie, Sumner Welles and 
others.

Shepherd State Teachers College is a 
State endowed instiution and yet the 
State flower is not grown on our 
campus. Why? 

When Mr. Ernest Stutzman came to 
Shepherd College he asked the same 
question and received from Dr. White 
information to the effect that rhodo- 
dendron could not be grown in this vi- 
cinity. Mr. Stutzman, dubious in that 
he could visualize no reason for the 
plant’s faiure to grow, tried to grow it 
several times on our campus but had 
no success. Therefore he experiment- 
ed and found that the flower could not 
be grown in this territory because the 
basic soil, natural soil, contained a lime 
substance. The soil had to be acidizied 
and this he did by adding to it any 
acid substance. The problem after this 
was to cultivate the plant without the 
use of soil water, which should be ex- 
clude from the territory to be used for 
growing and so he used rain water. Soil 
! n this territory is predominantly lime 
stone. 

In 1933 after building his home Mr. 
Stutzman secured a purple rhododen- 
dron. native to central West Virginia 
around Meadow River, and succeeded 
the first year in growing a very full 
flower by the method previously men- 
tioned.

David Thompson, student in the 
Shepherd College civilian pilot training 
course, has been recommended for 
participation in the secondary course 
to be given under Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority sponsorship from July 1 to Sep- 
tember 1, officials here announce. 

He wall go to Washington tomorrow 
for the physical examination by a U. S. 
Army surgeon and if approved wall be- 
come a student at either Bolling Field, 
Washington, or Anapolis, Md., two of 
the hundred bases chosen for advanc- 
ed training for graduates selected from 
beginners' courses in colleges the past 
year. 

Shepherd was entitled to two selec- 
tions for the secondary work but 
Thompson was the only one of the 10 
students taking the course here to meet 
eligibility requirements. 

These are completion of at least two 
years of college work and fulfillment of 
all ground and air requirements of the 
'beginners’ course by July 1. Thomp- 
son finished his sophomore year at 
Shepherd this spring and by Sunday 
is expected to have completed the CAA 
course, including a cross-country flight 
from Shepherd Field, Martinsburg, to 
Winchester to Hagerstown and back to 
Shepherd Field. 

The secondary course calls for 120 
hours of ground instruction and 40 
houds of dual and solo flight training. 
Graduates are eligible for entrance into 
one of the U. S. filght schools.

WCTU Meeting Here 
Miss Grimmeth Speaks 

The WCTU meeting held in the col- 
lege auditorium Monday and Tuesday, 
June 24«-25 at 1.30 o’clock was well at- 
tended by the student body. 

Miss Mary Grimmeth, the speaker, 
is sent out by the National Temper- 
ance Union, and sponsored by the State 
Board of Education. The study was 
“The Scientific Study of Alcohol.” 
Object of Lecture 

The object of Miss Grimmeth's talks 
.was to show how the study of alcohol 
could be interestingly presented in our 
schools at all grade levels. Alcohol 
and cigarettes were given as two great 
wnenaces to society. The very import- 
ant uses of alcohol in industry, arts 
and sciences were also given. 

Alcohol was approached from the 
health, economic, social and historic 
approach. The source and nature of 
alcohol and its actions on the body 
both psychological and physiological 
were discussed. Tests to show that al- 
jcohol is helpful outside the body, but 
harmful inside, were given. Topics 
developed were: 

1 1. Its effects on human .tissues by 

, dissolving liquids and retarding im- 
portant functions of the body. 

2. As a narcotic it was showm to be 
a poison and to dehydrate cell proto- 
plasm. 

3. To be habit forming. The num- 
ber of crimes committed under the in- 
fluence of some narcotic was emphasiz- 
ed. 

Miniature men were shown to rep- 
resent the six stages the body as- 
sumes in the use of alcohol. 

Mis Grimmeth presented the study 
of alcohol from the primary to the 
college level. 

Outline for Primary Grade 

An outline for primary study was 
given as follows: 

1. Aim — to build up attitudes and 
habits on what is good to eat and drink. 

2. Experience Leel — milk and fruit 
juice and water good for the child. 

3. Approach — use what means the 
child volunteers fro mtime to time, 
such as accidents and trouble caused 
by intoxication. 

4. — Directed Activities — correlate with 
health, science language. 

The aim of the intermediate study 
could be wholesome habits and at- 
j titude and an enlargement of the above 
points. 

The junior and senior suggested ap- 
proach was: 

1. Aim — to develop intelligence and 
reason; social consciousness. 

2. Experience Level — ability of the 
pupil to have personal opinions of his 
own to build social and civic conduct. 

3. Approach — begin to ask questions. 
Study psychological motivation. Sug- 
gest substitutes to give pleasure. 

4. Directed Activities — laboratory ex- 
periments; social and economic need 
and good of the country; the use of 
history and literature. 

Literature on temperance for the 
teacher and all grade levels may be 
secured from the Signal Press, Chicago.

West Virginia received an estimated 
$25,612,700 in Federal loans and ex- 
penditures, during the six-month per- 
iod July 1, 1939, through December

Of this amount, loans repayable to 
the Federal Government amounted to

MR. W ARNER VISITS 


Mr. Carl Warner was at Shepherd 
College Thursday. June 26, giving out 
literature on his company’s teacher in- 
surance.

During the regular school year Mr.

Upon inquiry Mr. Warner revealed 
that the M. A. degree is necessary for 
teachers in Parkersburg High School 
and the A. B. degree is required for 
Junior high school teachers. 


The Introduction to Crafts Class is 
nearing the completion of their second 
project, for the summer term, that of 
plaque making. The first project was 
soap canon g. The plaques are made 
of plaster of paris. 

To -make the plaques, the desired 
quantity of plaster of paris is mixed 
with water until about the consistency 
of thick cream. The mixture is then 
poured immediately into a well greas- 
ed pastboard box or pan and allowed 
to harden. Lard, vaseline or other 
grease or oil may be used to grease 
the mold. About ten minutes later, 
or when the plaster has set, the pat- 
j tern is drawn with a pencil on to the 
j plaster of paris. The design is made 
by cutting away the undesired parts. 
'This may be done with a knife or 
'other sharp instrument. Sandpaper 
may be used to smooth the surface. 
Next comes the painting; this may be 
done with water colors, or tempera 
paints or poster paints. The tempera 
paints are best, as they do not leave 
brush strokes, and undesired colors 
may be completely blocked out by the 
color wanted, if after each application 
of the paint it is allowed to dry. 

The designs are interesting, very at- 
tractive, and well painted. Some that 
are being made are baskets of vege- 
tables, bowls of fruit, ships, birds, sil- 
houettes, an apple. Indian heads, in- 
sects. animals, flowers and various oth- 
ers. 

The plaques will be on exhibit in the 
art room. 

Th third and next project is that of 
papier-mache objects.

The second annual Professionaliza- 
Conference met at Shepherd State 
Teachers College Wednesday, June 26, 
1940 from 8.50 a. m. to 12.30 p. m. The 
general subject wos evidence of Profes- 
sional or Unprocessional Attitudes in 
the Teaching Profession. The first 
meeting from 8.55 to 10.10 was divided 
into three sections: 

1. Professionalization in those pre- 
paring to teach. 

2. Professionalization in those seek- 
ing positions in the teaching profes- 
sion. 

3. Professionalization in those in the 
teaching service. 

Period During Training 

The group on “Period During Train- 
ing” met under Miss Florence Shaw. 
Reports were given to represent the 
different periods in the teaching spe- 
cialization field. Miss Marjorie Neel, 
a freshman, gave the general impres- 
sion of those preparing to teach after 
having lived with freshmen, sopho- 
mores, juniors and seniors for one 
year. Mr. Lavely Gruber, a senior, 
expressed in his views the merits and 
demerits of those who enter the teach- 
ing. Mrs. Trout, Martinsburg, who 
is out working in the teaching field, 
also gave a good report on school work. 

After the reports, open discussion 
•was held and everyone talked freely. 
Mrs. Allison met this group and joined 
in an open discussion. Many inter- 
esting facts were brought out in the 
discussion which were beneficial to ev- 
eryone present. 

Leaders in the second division were 
Miss Gall, Mr. H. L. Lyne, member of 
Jefferson County Board of Education, 
Kermit- Arbogast and Ronald Reeder. 
A very interesting debate by Mr. Lyne 
and Mr. Reeder. “Are Boards of Edu- 
cation Fail’ in Their Appointment of 
Teachers,” was decided in favor of Mr. 
Reeder who had the negative side. 

Shortage of H. S. Teachers .... 

The present shortage of high school 
teachers was made known. Education 
was decided to be a greater asset to a 
teacher than social standing. 


MR. THACHER PLANS 
EXTENSION COURSES 


Mr. Thacher announces that plans 
are in progress in connection with the 
opening of extension courses in the 
South Branch Valley. Quite a num- 
ber of inquiries and much interest is 
being shown in the extension classes 
for this year. 

The place and the courses to be of- 
fered have not been determined. As has 
been done in the past, the classes will 
meet once a week for a period of twen- 
ty-four weeks, for the three-hour 
courses. 

Mr. Thacher announces that only 
six semester hours credit can be ob- 
tained in one year by teachers in ac- 
jtive service. Formerly eight semester 
hours credit could be secured in one 
ear. A maximum of twenty-four hours 
extension credit is accepted for the A. 
B. degree. 

Those interested should see Mr. 
Thacher in the near future.

All these he relates with sim- 
plicity anl a sense of realism not felt 
in many autobiographies. 

If anyone still doubts the natural 
urge to sympathy let him read Maxim 
Gorky’s My Childhood. It is all 
touching and emotional but most of all 
where he relates Grandmother’s in- 
struction to God concerning the whole 
family. 

“Grandmother gave to God a circum- 
stantial account of all that had hap- 
pened in the house. Bowed down, look- 
ing like a great mound, she knelt, at 
first whispering rapidly and indistinctly 
muttering: 

• “ ‘O Lord, Thou knowest that all of

play with feelings and ideas is always 
a source of pleasure. Directed school 
work and examinations destroy most of 
the free mental play of the mind. 

Again, such free narration stimulates 
and gives new life to the instinct of 
curiosity. It becomes an outlet for 
a blocked instinct. Curiosity is the 
bud of intellect, and imagination oi 
emotion. Again let us insist that neith- 
er simple story nor big story in litera- 
ture has been guided by any conscious 
rules. They came out of the natural 
constitution of the human mind. Our 
rules are simply looking backwards. 
Doubtless the story teller originally 
got more joy out of watching the effect 
produced on the listeners than they 
did. 

We will now examine a few types of 
such stories as we have in mind under 
this first division. It is unfortunate 
that we must make only brief quota- 
tions from most works or resort to 
some kind of condensation. 

Homer’s “Odyssey will go down 
through the ages as representing all we 
have said about this first class of 
stories. It contains complete stories 
within a story. One is where Ulysses, 
in his wandering, is shipwrecked on 
the Phaeacian Island. Here we have 
the free play of imagination and emo- 
tion. Here we see human nature and 
instincts laid bare. Curiosity soars 
on wings of its own. 

Now turn to Don Quixote and ex- 
amine it for all the points we have 
mentioned. Read the story of The 
Diamond Necklace, by Maupassant. An 
undertone of emotion and curiosity 
carries you with increasing intensity 
to the end. There with a bang that 
echoes in you for days you are drop- 
ped. 

The "ower of the simple narrative 
story is often the phychological charm 
of autobiography. Goethe's Truth and 
Fiction Concerning My Life holds a 
double charm of half -concealed and 
half-revealed truth. It Lsone of the 
most artictic conceptions ever penned. 
To the many questions as to whether 
this or that happened he reDlied that 
Is not the question of what did happen, 
but of what might have happened. 
Cellini, the Florentine sculptor, gave 
to the world one of the most charming 
autobiographies ever written. Rous- 
seau’s autobiography has been pro- 
nounced a phychological enigma when 
taken in connection with his literary 
achievement, but Cellini’s is none the 


child more than the others? He is 
an obstinate old man; do Thou, O 
Lord, teach him!’ 

“Gazing at the dark -featured icon, 
with her large, brilliant eyes, she thus 
counselled God: 

“ ‘Send him a good dream, O Lord, 
to make him understand how he ought 
to treat his children!’ 

“After prostrating herself and 
striking her broad forehead on the 
I floor, she again straightened herself, 
and said coaxingly: 

"‘And send Varvara some happiness! 
How has she displeased Thee? Is she 
more sinful than the others? Why 
should a healthy young woman be so 
afflicted? And remember Gregory, 
O Lord! His eyes are getting worse 
and worse. If he goes blind he will 
be sent adrift. That will be terrible! 
He has used up all his strength for 
grandfather, but do you think it is 
likely that grandfather will help him? 
O Lord! Lord!’ 

“She remained silent for a long time, 
rwith her head bowed meekly, and her 
hands hanging by her sides.as still as 
if she had fallen asleep, or had been 
suddenly frozen. 

“ ‘What else is there?’ she asked 
herself aloud, wrinkling her brows. 

“O* Lord, save all the faithful! Par- 
don me — accursed fool that I am — 
Thou knowest that I do not sin out 
of malice but out of stupidity.’ And 
drawing a deep breath she would say 
’ovinglv and contentedly: ‘Son of God. 
Thou knowest all! Father, Thou seest 
all things’.” 

The author says: "I was very fond 
of grandmother’s God Who seemed so 
near to her. and I often said: 

“ ‘Tell me something about God’.” 

The universal phychological effect 
of such a story has no explanation ex- 
^•ot in the deep storehouse of original 
nature. 

2. The second group o fstories are 
those intended to produce a definite 
psychological and ethical effect. Lit- 
erature is full of them, especially relig- 
ious literature. No writer has made so 
consistent use of the story for this 
purpose as Tolstoy. While he discard- 
ed all the miraculous in religion, he 
took the Sermon on the Mount and all 
ite teachings literally and believed that 
a moral law should have no exception. 
To this end he wrote many Gospel 
Stories with an unusual simplicity ana 
force. 

What Men Live By is a wonderful 
story of brotherly love. 

When Tolstoy wrote Resurrection 
specifically in support of the Sermon 
on the Mount, he received many se- 
vere critislsms, especially concerning 
“forgive your enemies.” His reply was 
'wdnl.ah! large 


3. The third class of stories is close- 


ly akin to this group, but is still more 
consciously psychological. For example, 
not many years ago Oliver Schreiner 
wrote definitely psychological stories 
due to maturity and sexual conditions. 

The Lost Joy is a brief description of 
how sexual love becomes sympathy. 
And the wise old woman answered : 
“O fools and blind! What you once 
had is that which you have now! When 
Love and Life first met. a radiant 
thing is born, without a shade. When 
the roads begin to roughen, when the 
shades begin to darken, when the days 
are hard, and the nights cool and long 
— then it begins to change. Love and 
Life will not see it, will not know it — 
till one day they start up suddenly 
•crying. O' God! O God! we have lost 
it! Where is it?’ They do not under- 
stand that they could not carry the 
laughing thing unchanged into the 
deser-t, and the frost, and the snow. 
They do not know that walks beside 
them still is the Joy grown older. The 
grave, sweet, tender thing— warm in 
the coldest snows, brave in the drear- 
iest deserts, its name is Sympathy; it is 
the Perfect Love.” 

Her Three Dreams in a Desert rep- 
resents woman’s struggle for freedom 
and self expression. The Hunter brings 
us face to face with the dominant bio- 
logical urge for knowledge and self 
expression. It is similar to those pow- 
erful lines in Faust: 

“O blest, whom still the hope inspires 
To lift himself from error’d turbid 
flood! 

What man knows not, is just what he 
requires, 

And what he knows he cannot use for 
good. . . . 

Slow sinks the sun, the day is now no 
more; 

Yonder he hastens to diffuse new life. 
Oh. for a pinon from earth to soar, 

And after, ever after him to strive." 

Here is a condensed form of The 
Hunter: 

In a certain valley was a hunter who 
went forth to hunt wild fowl. One day 
it chanced that he stood on the shore 
of a green lake, a shadow fell on him, 
and he saw a reflection in the water. 
He looked up to the sky; but the thing 
was gone. A burning desire came over 
him to see that reflection once more. 
He waited and waited until night, but 
it did not return. He went home moody 
and silent. To his near friend he said: 
“I have seen today that which I have 
never seen before — a vast white bird 
with silver wings sailing in the ever- 
lasting blue. It was but a reflection 
in the water, but now I desire nothing 
more on earth than to hold it.” His 
comrades said he was mad and would 
make himself a wonder by claiming to 
see what others could not. All said: 
“Come, let us foreswear his company.” 

He walked alone and sought in the 
forests, but he could not find her. But 
he shot no more wild fowl; what were 
they to him now. One night as the 
hunter sat weeping an old man stood 
by him and he said: “Who are you?” 
“I am Wisdom,” said the old man, 
“but some men call me Knowledge. 
No man sees me until he has sorrowed 
much.” Then the hunter cried: "Can 
you tell me what is that great wild 
bird I have seen sailing in the ever- 
lasting blue? They would have me be- 
lieve she is a dream, the shadow of my 
own head.” The old man smiled: “Her 
name is Truth. He who has once seen 
her never rests again. Till death he 
desires her.’ And the hunter cried: 
“Oh tell me where I may find her.” j, 
But the old man said: “You have not 
yet suffered enough,” and went away. 
After some days the hunter cried out 
in bitterness: “And I must sit still and 
be devoured by this great burning?” 
The old man seeing that he had suf- 
fered and wept much told him that he 
must leave the valley of the past for- 
ever, that he must wander down into 
the Land of Absolute Negation and 
Denial, that mountains of stem reality 
must rise before him, that beyond 
them lies the Truth. Then the hunter 
cried: “I will hold her fast, hold her 
in my hand.” Wisdom shook his head. 
“You will never see her. never hold 
her. The time is not yet.” Wisdom 
then told him that, wandering in the 
high regions, he might chance to pick 
up now and thena white, silver feather 
dropped from the wing of Truth. The 
hunter said: “I will go." But Wisdom 
detained him: “ Mark you well — who 
leaves these valleys never returns. 
Though he should weep tears of blood 
seven days and seven nights upon the 


confines, he can never put foot across 
them. Upon the road there is no re- 
ward offered. The work is his reward." 

The hunter crept away into the 
woods. It was growing dark about him: 
he wandered into the land where it was 
always night; it was also night in his 
heart. Finally a faint light played 
against the horizon, and ere long he 
stepped into the broad sunshine. In 
the distance the towering mountains 
rose up before him. At the foot many 
paths ran up; he chose the straightest 
one and began to climb; the rocks and 
ridges resounded with his song. “It 
is not so steep as they said,” thought 
he. “A few days, a few weeks, a few 
months at most and then the top." But 
soon the path grew steeper, he needed 
his breath for climbing and the singing 
died away. Now also the path began 
to grow dim. and he made one for him- 
self. until he reached a solid wall of 
rock. He began to build a ladder out of 
stones, but not many of them would 
fit. All the while he kept saying to 
himself: “Once this wall is climbed. 

I shall almost be there.” 

At last he came to the top. Far be- 
low him rolled the white mist over 
the valleys he had left, but above him 
still towered the everlasting mountains, 
immeasureably high now. High above 
him played the eternal sunshine. He 
bowed himself to earth and uttered a 
wild cry, and walked on. No sound 
was heard save the sound of his tool 
which rang night and day upon the 
iron rocks. Years passed over him, 
still he worked on, and the wall tow- 
ered above him toward heaven. 

As twilight settled down, The Echoes 
of Despair peeped out from holes in 
the rocks and cried: “Stop your work, 
you lonely man, and speak to us. See 
what lies there, white bones! A brave 
and strong man climbed to these rocks. 
He looked up and saw there was no use. 
So he lay down there and went to sleep i 
forever.” The hunter laughed fierce- 
ly and the Echoes of Despair slunk 
away, for they cannot stand the laugh 
of a brave, strong heart. 

After awhile the hunter’s shrunken 
face looked up at the eternal moun- 
tains rising to the white clouds. His 
work was done; he folded his tired 
hands, and lay down by the precipice 
where he had worked away his life. 
Below him over the valley rolled tne 
thick white mist. Once it broke and 
with his dying eyes he looked down 
upon the trees and fields ol his child 
hood He heard people singing as 
hey danced. Once great tears gather- 
ed hr the hunter’s eyes, and he cried. 
.■They who die there do not die alone. 
Then the mist rolled together again 
and he turned his eyes towards the

WILD LIFE UNIT 


CLUB LEADERSHIP 


The children of the fifth and sixth 
grades in the training school have 
been studying forestry for the past 
week. Part of the program included 
the actual planting of trees. Approxi- 
mately seventy per cent of the trees 
planted are now growing. 

Each day the children water the 
trees and watch them grow in their 
new habitat. Stanley Stater who has 
been instructing the children in the 
- ores try unit, reports that they have 
become much more interested in trees 
j since working on this unit. 

Part of the unit included a field trip 
along the Potomac River. On this trip 
the children located, named and classi- 
fied fifteen different trees. 

Pauline Cheshire will continue this 
conservation unit by studying soil. 
Various samples of soil from the vi- 
cinity of Shepherdstown will be brought 
in and tested for plant fertility oy 
planting seeds of all kinds. 


One of the animals that has been 
studied in the wild life unit of the 
fifth and sixth grades of the training 
school under the direction of Lester 
See. is a prairie dog. and which, ac- 
cording to reports from Indian children, 
is hard to catch alive, though he can 
be caught if the right procedure is 
followed. 

Franklin Souders in his report to the 
class said that in order to catch pra- 
irie dogs alive, a large quantity of 
water must be poured into the hole in 
which the prairie dog lives, then a 
I sack must be held over the mouth of 
the hole. The prairie dog, although 
similar in many respects to the musk- 
rat, cannot live under water and must 
come up for air. Franklin said many 
times other animals in addition to the 
prairie dog may jump into the sack. 
Rattlesnakes and owls are often found 
in the same hole as a prairie dog.

MELVIN SNYDER TO TEACH 
GROUND WORK IN COURSE 
MANY STUDENTS APPLY 

The aviation class under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Ernest Stutzman will be- 
gin the first of October. It will be 
made up of college students who have 
completed one year of work satisfac- 
torily at Shepherd.

There are two ships being used for 
training the students. They will be 
instructed by Mr. George Sheder who is 
the C.AJV. flight instructor of the 
aviation class. 

Melvin Snyder will replace Mr. Stutz- 
man as ground instructor of the avia- 
tion class. However, Mr. Stutzman 
will continue as director of the flying 
course. This change has been made 
possible by Mr. Snyder’s attending 
Weem’s school of aviation at Annapolis, 
Maryland, where he received further 
training in aviation knowledge. Later 
he took the government examination 
on the work completed there. 

The students taking the C.A.A. course 
during the summer progressed very 
nicely, according to Mr. Stutzman. 
Their flight training was held up for 
approximately a month at the begin- 
ning of the course, because of the lack 
of the other training plane which was 
ordered previously.

Service By Students 
May Be Deferred 

College men who have enrolled for 
the regular course of study for the 
fall term of 1940-41 may be excused 
from service under the recently passed 
Conscription bill, at least until the 
end of the term or until July 1, 1941, 
whichever comes first, it was pointed 
out in a letter received by President 
W. H. S. White from the Commissioner 
of Education, John W. Studebaker. 

The letter continued that this should 
not be construed as releasing college 
men from the duty of registration on 
October 16, however. It was also 
pointed out that excuses from service 
are individual affairs, but that pursuit 
of a college education under the con- 
ditions outlined would be considered 
sufficient reason for deferment of ser- 
vice. 

Throughout the discussions concern- 
ing national defense, the government 
has taken the attitude that part of any 
defense program certainly was the de- 
velopment of an educated, mentally 
trained populace, Dr. White pointed 
out. He reminded that President Roose- 
velt had earlier sent out a letter urging 
all students to remain in school when- 
ever possible and that they would be 
called later if the national govern- 
ment actually needed them| 

Dr. Studebaker’s letter to President 
White states: 

“The President is authorized, under 
such rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe, to provide for the deferment 
from training and service under this 
act in the land and naval forces of the 
United States of those men whose em- 
ployment in industry, agriculture, or 
other occupations or employment or

end of such academic year, but in no 
event later than July 1, 1941.”

Prof. John Muldoon 
Dies At Salem 

TAUGHT AT SHEPHERD 

AND OTHER STATE SCHOOLS 

Johin D. Muldoon, 68 , former pro- 
fessor of Latin, mathematics and voca- 
I tional agriculture at Shepherd State 
Teachers college and an instructor at 
Salem college, at Salem, died Tues- 
day, September 10, after an illness 
of one month. He was former State 
Supervisor of Rural Schools. 

Prof. Muldoon taught here from 1900 
to 1921, leaving Shepherd to become 
supervisor of rural schools. In 1910 
upon the death of Walter M. Duke, he 
became assistant to the president. From 
1925 to 1933 .before joining the Salem 
faculty, he was instructor of rural edu- 
catoon at Marshall college. He was a 
native of Wheeling and graduate of 
West Virginia university. 

He had been a teacher for 52 years 
and served in the public schools as 
well as at Shepherd, Marshall, Po- 
tomac state, and Salem colleges. 

Prof. Muldoon was a specialist in so- 
cial studies and pioneered in Four-H 
work. He organized the first teachers’ 
institute in West Virginia and was a 
county rural food administrator dur- 
ing the First World War. 

At the time of his death he was 
the president of the Salem Kiwanis 
| club. He was also a member of the 
Mason and Shrine clubs. A former 
mayor of Salem, Prof. Muldoon was 
regarded by that city as one of its 
finest civic leaders. 

He is survived by his widow, former- 
ly Miss Elva Hoffman of Shepherds- 
town; three daughters: Mrs. W. T. Tib- 
bets and Mrs. Bernard Sullivan, both 
of Milton, and Mrs. Claude Haeberle, 
Huntington; and two sons, J. D. Mul- 
doon, Jr., of Huntington, and Frank 
I Muldoon, of Salem. 

Funeral services were held Wednes- 
i day, September 11, at Salem and fol- 
l lowed by further services Thursday af- 
ternoon, September 12, here where 
interment was made.

The story is mov- 
ing and exciting. It has the dignity, 
too, of good writing. In the handling 
of the deeper emotions it shows moti- 
vfty; and for the most part the char- 
acter analysis, while not profound, is 
convincing.” 

The following facts of the life of Mrs. 
Cora Hardy Jarrett are taken from 
“Who’s Who in America” for 1940-41, 
and Miss Ella May Turner’s new book 
of West Virginia literature: 

Cora Hardy Jarrett (Mrs. Edwin 
Seton Jarrett) was born at Norfolk, 
Virginia, the daughter of Frederick 
and Charlotte Frances Graves Hardy. 

She was a student at Pollock-Steph- 
ens institute, Birmingham, Ala., and 
Miss Baldwin’s school at Bryn Mawr, 
Pa., and received an A. B. degree at 
Bryn Mawr college. She took post 
graduate work at Sorbonne, College de 
France, and Oxford university. 

She married Edwin Seton Jarrett 
of New York, a well-known civil en- 
gineer who served as executive vice- 
president and acting president of Rens- 
selaer Institute from 1935-37. 

Three children were bom to this un- 
ion: Edward Seton, William Armistead, 
and Olivia Heather. 

Before her marriage Mrs. Jarrett 
taught English and Greek at Ward- 
Belton seminary, Nashville, Term., and 
English at Saint Timothy’s school, Ca- 
tonsville, Md.

F.T.A. ADOPTS” 
MERIT SYSTEM

has devised a system of merits through 
which credit will be given to the mem- 
bers of the Future Teachers’ Associa- 
tion.

A “B” average or above while work- 
ing way through school — 15 merits. 

Regular attendance at Assembly — 
15 merits. 

Habitual use of Good English (spoken 
and written) — 15 merits.

Madame"!Gives You Lesson One 


The social dancing class under the 
direction of Miss Sara Cree has made 
noticeable progress since the begin- 
ning of the fall term. This course was 
designed primarily to teach the funda- 
mental dance steps and the proper 
etiquette of the dance floor. The class 
started with the waltz step, and with 
much individual practice all the mem- 
bers can now waltz with partners. 

Some rules they are asked to follow 
and which might, incidentally, prove 
beneficial to some of our PICKET read- 
ers are as follows: 

The head should be held erect and 
the chin raised slightly. The chest 
should be held high and the abdomen 
flat. The shoulders should be level and 
relaxed. There should be no break 
at the hips — no bending forward or 


leaning backward. The movement In 
dancing is from the waist down. The 
upper body should be kept nearly mo- 
tionless. The “pump handle” move- 
ment and other exaggerated positions 
of the shoulders and arms detract from 
the appearance of the dancers. 

Partners face each other, shoulders 
papallel. Gentleman moves slightly 
to his left so that his feet will dove- 
tail with those of his partner. Part- 
ners look over each other’s right 
shoulder or turn heads slightly to the 
left. The gentleman places his right 
arm around his partner with his right 
hand (fingers together) just below the 
lady’s left shoulder blade. He holds 
his right elbow away from his body 
and a little below shoulder level. The 
lady’s left arm rents lightly on the 


gentleman’s right arm. Her left hand 
is placed on his right shoulder or just 
below on his upper arm. 

She should have a fairly frim grip 
with her left hand to enable her to 
sense her partner’s lead easily. The 
lady extends her right arm sideward 
and just below shoulder leveL The 
palm of the hand should be down, 
and the arm relaxed and held in a 
slightly curved position. The gentle- 
man takes hold of the lady’s right hand 
with his left. The palm of his hand 
is down with only his thumb touching 
the underside of the lady’s hand. This 
alleviates the unpleasantness of moist 
palms. The gentleman steps forward 
with his left foot. The lady steps 
backward with her right foot

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True Preparedness 

The attention of men and women of every walk of life is being 
directed towards a spirit of patriotic unity. Schools are teaching it, 
churches are proclaiming it, theatres are picturing it, children are 
playing it, adults are dreaming it. 

How sad that it requires the threatening loss of so valuable an 
heritage for people to appreciate the blessing of democratic liberty. 
What a joyous experience life as :an American could be if everyone 
lived to the full measure of the pri viliges it offers; not just when dan- 
ger demands national unity, but every day we live. 

Perhaps it is the same force working in man as that which causes 
the blind to best appreciate sight, or the deaf to best appreciate hear- 
ing, or the mute to best appreciate the ability to talk. The loss, or 
threatening loss of our senses, brings to light always a much keen- 
er appreciation of the power and value of those senses. 

The instruments of democracy are the senses of our national life. 
Through them we see the hope of more abundant living; we hear the 
“truths that shall make men free”; we feel the security of “equal pus- 
tice under law”. The agency which would destroy the power of these 
senses is a horrible, contagious disease. It is very difficult to determ- 
ine what course of procedure to take in an effort to avoid the af- 
flictions which other nations are suffering today — whether it should 
be quarentine through isolation, or an attempt to destroy it through 
participation. 

Whatever the course we choose, we are, like the citizen in a 
community where an epidemic of a contagious disease is running 
rampant, compelled to fortify our resistance with a dependable an- 
tidote. The “consulting physicians” of our federal government have 
prescribed a strong dose of military, naval, and air defense. This step 
is interpreted bv many as indicating the fact that we already have 
the war “fever.” How like the observer who sees a neighbor com- 
ing from a physician’s office and immediately begins a false report 
about the physical candition of that one. Frequently the neighbor 
visited the doctor only for a preventive shot in the arm. 

Our nation is taking that “shot in the arm” in its armament pro- 
gram. It is the hope of every true American that it will keep the dis- 
ease from our homeland. America is uniting for peace with the pre- 
ventative innoculation of preparedness rather than awaiting the dan- 
gerous odds against a cure. 

A greater hope should be that, following the experience of this 
crisis, we will remain in patriotic unitv for the continued health of our 
nation, and for the influence we will exert in uniting the people of 
other nations. 

Our preparation must not be limited to preparedness for the pres- 
ent alone, but must be far-reaching, anticipating the events of the 
future and not be preparing our needs to meet the events, but rather 
preparing the events to meet our needs.

THINGS THEATRIC 
AND THINGS

If what you want in the way of mov- 
ie entertainment is thrills, the picture 
you want to see is United Artists’ “For- 
eign Correspondent,” which is play- 
ing Lowe's Palace in Washington at 
present. Some might sniff at such 
quality as excitement in a picture show 
but at the risk of appearing naive we 
admit we like to feel our blood tingle. 

Alfred Hitchcock, who directed “Re- 
becca,” of fond memory, and who is 
also the guiding genius of the “For- 
eign Correspondent” proceedings, has 
been called the “master of suspense” 
and he is just about that. He is an 
artist at the business of scare, squirm 
. and shudder. 

Remember such scenes in “Rebecca” 
as Max de Winters’ housekeeper urg- 
ing Mrs. de Winter No. 2 to throw her- 
self out of the window into the murky 
night or the housekeeper showing her 
new mistress thru the rooms that had 
been Rebecca's? 

While Mr. Hitchcock has thrills ga- 
lore in the script of “Correspondent,” 
he has to handle a different variety of 
story, in which there is more of cul- 
mination than of anticipation. But the 
difference makes no difference — both 
pictures might be guaranteed to cure 
the most stubborn case of galloping 
boredom. 

In “Foreign Correspondent" Hitch- 
cock cannot avail himself of the super- 
I natural which was so conveniently 
pregnant in the du Maurier novel. He 
must stick to the rather over-worked 
movie theme of international carrying 
on and to realities which are stirring 
but scarcely supernatural— which “Re- 
becca” was by implication. 

“Foreign Correspondent" started out 
to be the filmization of Vincent 
Sheean’s book “Personal History” and 
developed into the show it is by a pro- 
cess of unnatural evolution. But what 
Hitchcock has made of it is plenty good 
enough and most of the critics are 
granting it four stars or whatever it is 
they grant. See how you rate it. 


To those who have music in their 
souls the Constitution Hall slate for the 
Fall and Winter season should appear 
very acceptable. Washington is just 
down the street from here and if you 
like music well enough to pay the rath- 
er hefty admission prices that are 
charged, you will have an opportunity 
to appreciate such singers as Nelson 
Eddy, Flagstead, Tibbet. Heifetz, Hof- 
man, and Rachmaninoff. All of these 
are distinguished names. 

If you’ve never been to a good con- 
cert try just one of those being pre- 
sented in Washington the coming sea- 
son. They are the best that can be had. 


Eddie Albert, 
whose performances in “Brother Rat” 
and “Four Wives,” etc. we all enjoyed, 
is a very absent minded man. He re- 
cently got to th$ point where he 
thought something definite should be 
done about it.

Mr. Wilson also lectured to the 
European history and general sociology 
classes, at the 12:55 period, at which 
time he brought the political parties 
from Federalists in 1792 to the Re- 
publicans at present, and Anti-Fed- 
eralist to the Democrats.

Finishes Unit 

The home economics 201 class has 
about completed its first unit on food 
preservation. When the unit is com- 
pleted the class will have studied can- 
ning of acid-containing foods; for ex- 
ample, the class has already canned a 
fruit, peaches, and a vegetable, to- 
matoes. Both the hot pack and cold 
pack methods were used in this can- 
ning. 

The canning of tomato juice, making 
of green tomato pickle, making crab 
apple jelly, pickled pears, preserves, 
and orange marmalade, and judging of 
finished products has been included 
in this study. 

The canned products will be utilized | 
by the foods and nutrition classes in | 
the planning of meals later in the 1 
year. 

The preservation of foods by drying g 
and canning of non-acid foods, such ■ 
as meats and vegetables, will be given 
detailed study in this work.

for the teaching of the primary course 
are: Marshall college, West Virginia 
university and Shepherd college. (Beck- 
ley college for secondary training.) 
The primary course consists of the ba- 
sic principles and maneuvers of flying 
and leads to a private pilot’s license. 
The new Piper Cub, being the most 
popular training plane, has a horse 
power ranging from 50-110, with dual 
controls. 

The secondary course embodies all 
maneuvers of flying and is given in a 
125-225 horse power engine plane, with 
dual controls. This type plane is made 
by the Fairchild plant, in Hagerstown, 
Md., and is the most popular of its 
class. The secondary course leads to 
a commercial pilot’s license and cor- 
responds to the basic training given at 
Randolph Field, “The Army West Point 
of the Air.” Any graduate of this 
course can enter the Army’s advance 
training, which is the last step before 
graduation and being assigned a place 
in line of duty. 

Mr. Snyder stated “the secondary 
course should be of interest to all local 
primary course graduates, and this is 
an opportunity to enroll in the second- 
ary course at one of the colleges in 
West Virginia. This is the first time 
that the secondary course has been of- 
fered in colleges of this state.” 

Mr. David Thompson, who was one 
of the first student pilots graduating 
from Shepherd, has recently completed 
his secondary course, at Lynchburg 
C.A.A. Airport and is expected back in 
Shepherdstown, for a brief vacation 
soon. 

According to Mr. Snyder, Garland 
Baptist, of Winchester, Va., is ready 
for his solo flying, ahead of the rest 
of the male student pilots. Baptist 
has already passed liis C.A.A. exam- 
ination, permitting him to solo, so he 
will begin to solo Saturday.

Money” were the titles of two pictures 
shown in the assembly under the aus- 
pices of Mr. James R. Stringfellow who 
represented the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, Washington, D. C. Mr.

Secret Service and the Hon. Henry 
Morgantheau, Jr., secretary of the 
treasury, were responsible for the pro- 
duction of the pictures. 

In the film “Know Your Money” 
the various denominations of bills and 
the types of currency were explained • 
Federal Reserve Notes, those which 
bear green seriol numbers and seal; 
United States Notes, those which bear 
red numbers and seal; and the Silver 
Certificates, those which bear blue 
numbers and seal. Other special fea- 
tures pointed out were the portraits, 
the seals, the serial numbers, and the 
distinctive paper upon which the mon- 
ey is printed. 

Caution was given to the effect that 
merely rubbing a bill will not prove

Dr. Wheeler Is 
Yesterday’s Speaker 

Declaring that 80 million acres of 
timber land in the United States had 
been destroyed last year, Dr. H. N. 
Wheeler, chief lecturer of the United 
States Forest Service, speaking at a 
special assembly yesterday morning, 
urged that more education be given 
concerning the problems of conserva- 
tion. 

Dr. Wheeler accompanied his dis- 
cussion with a series of beautiful slides, 
some of which depicted the beauties 
of forest land, others of which showed 
the waste and destruction wrought by 
lack of care. He was dressed in the 
uniform of a forest ranger. 

Speaking from a subject of “The 
Lure of the Forest,” Dr. Wheeler 
pointed out that trees were economi- 
cally valuable. $900 has been paid for 
one black walnut tree, he said. He 
also stressed the aesthetic value of for- 
est country, pointing out that “aes- 
thetic learning was as important as 
book learning” 

He said that the importance of tim- 
ber was testified to in that almost all 
the wars of the world have been fought 
to gain control of the natural resources 
of some land. 

Emphasizing the need for care, he 
pointed out that 202,450 acres of tim- 
ber has been burned last year in West 
Virginia alone. 

Dr. W. H. S. White, introducing 
the speaker, said that he came with the 
recommendation of the Hon. Jennings 
Randolph, Congressman from this dis- 
trict. The auditorium was crowded 
with college, grade, and high school 
students.

USE MANY TRf CKS 

That vital national job, providing 
trucks for the Army, is giving the 
American motor truck industry one of 
ts busiest years. 

Since the first of the year the Army 
has procured, or placed orders for 
65,000 units of motor truck equipment 
This includes the light half-ton jobs all 
the way up to the seven-ton prime- 
movers. An overwhelming majority of 
the vehicles are four and six-wheel 
drive units, designed for rough coun- 
try going as well as for well-paved 
highways. 

Planning for additional thousands of 
troops will further tax the capacity of 
plants. A fair ratio of vehicles to man- 
power is considered as one to ten. 

The motor truck industry’s pace 
this year has speeded ahead of last 
year. Production figures of plants in 
the United States and Canada for the 
first nine months of this year were 
617.300, or 15 per cent above the 
534,807 units produced during the 
equivalent months of 1939.

To detect bad coins the suspected 
coin will not have a ring when dropped 
upon a hard surface; the ridges on 
genuine coins are distinct and evenly 
spaced; most counterfeits are made of 
soft metal and hence can be easily cut 
with a knife. Subject the coin to the 
acid test; if the coin is a bad one it 
will turn black.

TO FORUM 

Outstanding Speakers 

Feature Program Heard 

By Dr. Scarborough 

Dr. Ruth Scarborough, history, at- 
tended the Herald Tribunte Conven- 
tion which was held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel, New York, on October 
22, 23, and 24. The meeting this year 
was the tenth annual forum on current 
problems. 

The forum attempted to answer the 
question of what chance America has 
to keep the lights of freedom and cul- 
ture burning. The convention was di- 
vided into five sessions. 

The program was as follows: the 
first session was devoted to “The State 
of American Preparedness.” The key- 
note speaker was Walter Lippman, spe- 
cial writer for the New York Herald 
Tribune. Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
spoke on “The Backlog of Prepared- 
ness,” and Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, 
playwright and author of “Europe in 
the Spring,” discussed “Unprepared- 
ness of the Individual.” Other topics 
discussed were: women’s part in de- 
fense plans, labor’s part in defense 
plans, the place of aviation, and the 
progress of American re-armament. 

In the second session, Clifton Fadi- 
man, master of ceremonies, presented 
the famous “Information Please” trio 
consisting of Franklin P. Adams. John 
Kieran, and Deems Taylor. Various 
speeches were made on aviation, raw 
materials, atomic energy, and the Brit- 
ish Red Cross . 

The third session was entitled “Re- 
sources of the Creative Arts” with the 
keynote speaker being Archibald Mac- 
Leish, librarian of Congress. Som- 
erset Maugham spoke on “America’s 
Influence on English Literature,” Carl 
Sandburg discussed “Youth and Ameri- 
ca” and Robert Montgomery’s topic 
was “The Responsibility of the Motion 
Picture Industry.” Eve Curie, daugh- 
ter of Mada ne Curie who discovered 
radium came in on a broadcast from 
England. Alfi ?d Lunt and Lynn Fon- 
tanne gave excerpts from the play, 
“There Shall Be No Night.” 

“The Political Front,” the fourth 
session, was opened by Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia, mayor of the city of New 
York. At this session, Wendell Willkie 
spoke on the subject, "Only the Strong 
Can Be Free.” 

Dorothy Thompson, special writer for 
the New York Herald Tribune, was 
the keynote speaker for the fifth ses- 
sion which was devoted to “Saving 
Democracy.” Discussions were heard 
on such topics as the British-Pacific 
front, and the South American front. 
“Saving Democracy in China” was de- 
livered by Dr. Hu Shih, Chinese am- 
bassador to the United States. Part of 
the closing exercises was a broadcast 
made by President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt.

If it is sporting competition students crave, what 
greater goal can be reached than a 1 00-vard dash 
down the field of learning, through the stiff opposi- 
tion of good texts, to an academic touch-down? 
Too many students want to step out onto the 
field from the side lines and receive an A. B. pass 
while standing on the goal line without being in 
the game or sharing the hard knocks of the team. 
It just “aint” played “that-a-wav.” Sometimes 
a successful touchdown is not sufficient, but the 
point after touchdown decides the game. Quality 
points (page 1 5 in 1940-41 catalogue) are the

Ways and means of training chil- 
dren for life in a democracy will be 
demonstrated to millions of Mothers 
and Dads in the course of 1940's Amer- 
ican Education Week, which has as its 
theme, Education for the Common De- 
fense.

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Fraternities And 
Campus Influence 

The campus spirit at Shepherd has greatly im- 
porved this year. This is not an opinion limited to 
the expression of one individual, but it is the gener- 
al expression of students in the upper classes who 
have shared this campus life in former years. 

This is not to be interpreted as an indictment 
against former students or former organizations, but 
rather as a recognition of the advanced strides made 
by the present student body. After all, this is nothing- 
more or less than that which should be expected. 
Life does not stand still; so if we are not improv- 
ing our campus life, we would necessarily be lower- 
ing the established standards. 

Perhaps no one activity can be directly referred 
to as being responsible for this improvement, but 
certainly the spirit of fraternities and sororities plays 
no small part in the matter. There is a noticeable 
change in the attitudes of inter-fraternity relation- 
ships. t 

The primary purpose of a fraternity is to de- 
velop a spirit of fellowship and display “brother- 
ly love.” It is difficult to see how, in the most 
narrow sense, this could be interpreted to be a lim- 
itation within the individual organization. Certain- 
ly The virtues of a fraternity are false to the “nth” 
degree if they inspire selfish -attitudes, restricting 
their display to inner-fraternity relationships. 

If a quality of life is good, it must be good in all 
situations. If brotherly love is desirable, it must 
reach out into all our contacts, or we make the 
oraanization wherein we display that quality to be 
the supreme and ultimate power to which we direct 
our efforts, and upon which we depend to direct 
our destiny. If, on the other hand, an organization 
is identified with and recognizes itself as being part 
of a larger unit, that organization must labor under 
the ideals of that larger unit, and for its best in- 
terests. 

The fraternities on this campus are displaying 
a fuller appreciation of this fact through the mani- 
festation of a finer inter-fraternity relationship. 
There is definite indication that the members of 
each fraternity are carrying the principles of their 
organization into its relationships with the mem- 
bers of the other fraternities, thereby laying the 
foundation for a more enjoyable campus life among 
all students who are a part of this campus. 

It is a bit early to be mentioning the spring so- 
cial functions, but not too early to continue the 
evacuation of prejudices and jealousies and to be- 
gin the building of a solid foundation for more 
constructive building of the virtues and standards 
of these relationships. 

The completion of this building might be wit- 
nessed in the uniting of all campus organizations 
in one big Spring dance and party, instead of a 
half-dozen time-consuming, energy wasting, ex- 
travagant attempts to “out-do” one another. 

Failure to display brotherhood outside of an or- 
ganization indicates a definite lack of brotherhood 
within the organization. 

Could we have fraternities without the college? 
Could we have the college without the fraterni- 
ties? Let the answer come through a continued 
display of this finer spirit, and our first loyalty to 
the school as a whole, giving allegiance to th sub- 
organizations only when they serve this first loy- 
alty.

Discussion Of The Week 


OHIO PRESIDENT JAMES BELIEVES 
COLLEGE YOUTHS HAVE LIFE EASY 


THE PICKET would be glad to 
receive communications from read- 
ers presenting their views on the 
controversial subject discussed in 
the following article. 

That the founding fathers of our 
American colleges would be shocked 
by the apparent atmosphere of friv- 
olty and carelessness in which the 
''American college students go about 
the task of asquiring a higher edu- 
cation, is the opinion of Herman G. 
James, president of Ohio university. 

In a signed article in the December 
issue of Click magazine, Mi*. James 
discusses whether American colleges 
have made our youth soft. As an in- 
dication of his attitude toward this 
question, the Ohio educator notes that 
the popular symbol of higher edu- 
cation is an enormous stadium, where 
twenty- two toiling athletes do the ex- 
ercising for eighty thousand cheering 
students and alumni. 

Parents Responsible 

“The program of education,” says 
the Ohio U prexy, “have been con- 
siderably determined by popular no- 
tions. The human urge of normal par- 
ents is to make things easier for their 
children than they themselves had it. 
They want their sons and daughters 
to have a better time and at the same 
time reach greater heights than was 
their own lot. This natural and laud- 
able desire unfortunately has had a 
bad effect on the student.” 

In the Click article, which is illus- 
trated by scenes from American col- 
lege life, Mr. James points out that 
the college system’s founding fathers 
would be shocked to find that in the 
process of becoming realities, their 
dreams of "education'’ had some- 
how turned into nightmares. 

Demands Thought 

"But, unfair as the estimate of the 
founders based on superficial observa- 
tion might be, there would be enough 
truth in their shocked reaction to give 
us all ground for sober thought." 

The prexy of the Ohio institution 
predicts that out of the privation and 
self-sacrifice which all living in the 
democracies must suffer in order to 
survive, there will come a revival of 
conviction that hard work, discipline 
and painful thinking are not the curse 
of mankind but instead are the only 
hope of its ultimate survival and ad- 
vancement.

Peace For Next Time 

While a large part of the world is 
still at war, Dr. James T. Shotwell, 
Bryce professor of International Re- 
lations at Columbia University, thinks 
this is a good time to start discussing 
how the peace that will follow the war 
can be made lasting. 

Dr. Shotwell spoke oves CBS on Sat- 
urday, November 9, under the auspices 
of the Commission to Study the Or- 
ganization of Peace. The talk, in- 
tended as a summary of “The Organ- 
ization of Peace,” did not try to give 
details for a projected peace system, 
merely indicating in what ways that 
was to be sought. 

Spokesmen for the commission, ex- 
plaining talk of peace at this stage 
of world history, said: “Resort to poli- 
tics of power by totalitalian states has 
forced upon us as the immediate issue, 
the defense of our ideals rather than 
their extended application to a future 
world.”

Dr. Scarborough 
Speaks To Club 

“SAVING DEMOCRACY 
IN CHINA” IS HER TOPIC 

Dr. Ruth Scarborough, history, made 
a talk before the Woman’s Club of 
Charles Town and their guests, Friday, 
November 1. She spoke on the Far 
Eastern Crisis, using as her subject, 
“Saving Democracy in China.” 

Dr. Scarborough began by mention- 
ing three major events which have oc- 
curred between October 16 and 18: the 
United States embargo on scrap metal 
to Japan, registration of American men 
under the Selective Service act, and the 
reopening of the Burma road. Other 
topics discussed were the extent of 
Japanese agressions in China since 
1894, the Chino- Japanese war, the Rus- 
so-Japanese war, the open-door policy, 
the Nine Power pact, and the 5-5-3 
treaty. 

Notes Significance of Axis 
The Rome -Berlin -Tokyo axis was 
stressed, its significance to the United 
States, and the public opinion in the 
United States and abroad regarding 
the treaty. She gave reasons why the 
United States should not go to war 
with Japan and why Japan should not 
be allowed to acquire the East Indies 
and French Indo-China. 

The conslusion ws a quotation by the 
Chinese ambassador to the United 
States, Dr. Hu Shih, “The key to the 
solution of the Far eastern problem 
is in the hands of the American people 
—when the war is over you must ac- 
tively participate in making and main- 
taining the peace so that there may be 
built up a new international structure 
with organized power behind it to make 
the world safe for humanity to live in. 
Without America the task will surely 
fail..”

L. D. Schmidt, an architect of Fair- 
mont, talked to President White last 
week for the purpose of drawing up the 
plans for the building and to issue the 
call for bids on the construction. 

“Shepherd college has long had ade- 
quate equipment and instruction in the 
sciences,” said Dr. White, “but has 
lacked the classroom facilities.”

Additional courses are being plan- 
x.ed to meet the new needs in Industry 
and Govemiment. at West Virginia uni- 
versity, to be given at government ex- 
pense, for the intensive training of 
pecial students.
